Convenience  and  consideration 
for  the  students  and  staff  are  two 
reasons  Dean  of  Business,  Tim 
Helton  gave  for  the  remodeling 
being  done  on  the  first  floor  of  J 
Building. 

"I  noticed  that  in  the  present 
offices  the  cashiers  were  shouting 
at  the  students,"  said  the  newly 
hired  Dean  of  Business.  "When  1 
asked  why,  they  explained  that  the 
students  couldn’t  hear  them.  When 
the  remodeling  is  finished,”  he 
continued,  “the  cashiers  will  be 
able  to  speak  directly  to  the  student 
instead  of  shouting  through  glass. 

Moving  the  cashiers  to  the  new 
office,  Helton  hopes,  will  be  an 
added  convenience  to  the  students. 
"People  can  move  from  registra- 
tion to  the  cashier  with  fewer 
steDs  " he  explained. 


Prior  to  the  remodeling,  the  area 
was  used  as  a reception  and 
switchboard  center.  Being  an  open 
area  and  near  the  doors,  Helton 
said,  the  receptionist  and  the 
switchboard  operators  had  to  suffer 
the  cold  air  that  followed  people 
into  the  building.  Also,  he  pointed 
out,  the  area  is  poorly  lit. 

The  remodeled  area  will  be 
enclosed,  well  lit  and  heated.  There 
will  be  four  stations,  three  for 
cashiers  and  one  for  the  switch- 
board. 


project,  Helton  said, 
will  cost  under  S2500  and  should  be 
done  by  next  week.  He  added  that 
the  whole  remodeling  job  has  been 
done  by  JJC  maintenance  person- 
nel and  commented,  "I  think 
they’ve  done  a real  good  job."

Last  year  we  v 
able  to  save  S20-2 1,000 
enorgy  bills  by  just  cutting  back 
wherever  we  could,"  concluded 
McAninch. 


Achievers  to 
be  awarded

There  may  be  a tax  referendum 
in  the  offing  for  school  district 
residents. 

The  Citizens  Committee  to  study 
finances  at  JJC  may  recommend  to 
the  board  of  trustees  Monday  night 
that  they  hold  a referendum  to 
raise  money  for  the  school. 

"We  don’t  know  what  is  going  to 
happen  monetarily  with  the  new 
state  government,  ” JJC  Pres.  Dr. 
Harold  McAninch  said.  "It's  too 
early  to  assess  what's  going  to 
happen." 

The  state  board  of  higher 
education  budget  proposal  for  this 
year  is  much  higher  than  last  year. 
However,  nobody  knows  what  Gov. 
Jim  Thompson  will  do  with  the 
proposal. 

"If  he  cuts  it  (the  budget)  very 
much,  we  will  not  be  in  a good 
financial  position,"  McAninch 
explained. 

"If  the  budget  is  slashed,  it  will 
have  to  be  passed  on  to  the 
students.” 

If  the  governor  does  cut  the 
proposed  budget,  it  is  hoped  he  will 
cut  the  money  for  growth  instead  of 
the  basic  grant. 

"We're  expecting  a growth  rate 
next  year  of  about  five  to  six  per 

"And  if  Thompson  cuts  the 
money  for  those  expected  growth 
students,  we  can  make  ends  meet. 
But  if  he  cuts  the  basic  grant,  it’s 
going  to  hurt, "McAninch  said. 

The  board  will  be  looking  at  the 
new  budget  proposal  sometime  in 
April.  This  is  the  same  lime  that 
teachers  will  begin  negotiations  for 
a new  contract. 

Salaries  took  up  80%  of  last 
year’s  budget.  This  includes 
salaries  for  teachers,  administra- 
tors, secretaries,  maintenance,  etc. 
Teachers  union  president  is  not  too 


worried  about  possible  state 
budget  cuts  and  the  effect  a cut 
might  have  on  contract  negotia- 

"State  funds  are  not  the  only 
funds  available,"  Stobart  said. 
"Local  funds  paid  for  one-half  of 
the  cost  of  the  institution.  We  have 
a very  rich  district." 

Stobart  doesn't  feel  that  less 
state  funding  would  hurt  because  if 
there  were  problems  in  negotiating 
a new  contract,  "many  priorities 
could  be  rearranged  to  make  more 
money  available  to  teachers." 

"You  see,  the  job  of  the  teachers 
union  is  not  to  find  money," 
explained  Stobart.  "The  teachers 
job  is  one  that  should  be  rewarded 
for  its  worth,  and  it’s  our  job  to  get 
a justifiable  reward  for  the 
teacher." 

However,  neither  Stobart  nor 
McAninch  foresee  all  the  problems 
there  have  been  in  the  past 
concerning  teacher  contracts. 

"The  climate  this  year  seems  to 
be  good  between  the  union  and  the 
board,"  said  McAninch.  "I'm 
hoping  that  we’ll  have  fewer 
problems  than  last  year." 

Another  project  faces  an  un- 
certain future  because  of  the 
budget.  There  will  not  be  a new 
parking  lot  built  in  the  near  future 
as  was  originally  planned. 

"The  state  has  held  up  money  to 
build  the  new  parking  lot,"  said 
McAninch.  "They  said  we  didn't 
have  enough  growth  to  justify 
building  a new  lot.” 

McAninch  said  he  has  no  idea 
when  the  state  will  come  up  with  a 
budget,  but  he  hopes  it  is  soon  and 
without  cuts. 

"The  University  of  Illinois  just 
raised  their  tuituion  rates.”  said 
McAninch.  “I  just  hope  we  don’t 
have  to  raise  ours  again.”

The  big  top  on  the  Gary 
Gilmore  circus  is  down.  The 
clowns  have  retreated  back 
to  their  law  offices,  and  the 
ringmaster  is  dead.  The  only 
question  left  is  how  many 
media  vultures  will  pick  at 
the  carcass. 

The  media  made  Gary 
Gilmore.  In  the  great 
tradition  of  Patty  Hearst,  the 
media  took  the  case  of 
Gilmore,  a murderer  in  the 
worst  sense  of  the  word,  and 
made  him  a sort  of 
hero-martyr-diety.  And  all 
because  of  the  phrase  "die 
with  dignity.” 

Quick  now,  name  the  two 
people  he  killed  in  cold  blood 
by  making  them  lay  face 
down  and  then  shooting  both 
in  the  back  of  the  head.  The 
newspapers  never  mention 
them.

We 
feel  that  televising  an 
execution  is  not  only  absurd, 
but  would  be  demeaning  to 
television  and  the  press  in 
general. 


The  execution  of  a human 
being  is  not  an  Evel  Knevel 
jump  or  a Super  Bowl.  It’s 
not  meant  to  be  promoted 
like  a sporting  event. 

Okay,  so  Gilmore  wanted 
to  die.  Why  then  did 
organizations  such  as  the 
American  Civil  Liberties 
Union  go  tramping  out  to 
Utah  to  try  to  save  a man 
who  didn't  care  to  be  saved 
and  didn’t  want  their  help  in 
the  first  place.  In  the  future, 
we  would  suggest  that  the 
ACLU  wait  until  they  are 
called  before  they  take  any 
action. 

So  now  there  will  be  books 
and  movies  about  Gary 
Gilmore,  maybe  even  a 
bestseller.

After  two  suicide  attempts  and  a 
month  of  controversy,  Gary 
Gilmore  is  dead. 

But  mention  his  name  anywhere 
and  he  will  be  instantly  recognized 
as  the  man  who  wanted  to  die.  He 


got  his  wish  Jan.  17  in  front  of  a 
five-man  firing  squad. 

Joliet  Junior  College  students 
had  mixed  feelings  about  the 
execution. 

"I  feel  that  the  execution  was 


very  cruel,  the  way  they  kept 
postponing  his  death.  1 am  not 
totally  for  capital  punishment," 
sophomore  Barb  Veras  said, 
"unless  it  is  for  a severly  violent 
crime.  It  depends  on  the  case." 

Gilmore,  36,  killed  two  men  last 
July  when  he  ordered  them  to  the 
floor  and  then  shot  them  in  the 
back  of  their  heads. 

"I  don't  like  the  idea  of  the  state 
having  control  over  individual 


tional. 

"1  don't  believe  the  government 
has  the  right  or  the  power  to  kill 
someone  else.  It  was  the  easy  way 
out  for  Gilmore  and  the  govem- 

Student  freshman  Darrell  Ander- 
son said  he  felt  if  Gilmore  wanted 
to  be  executed,  the  state  should 
have  respected  his  wishes. 

"I  feel  it  (death)  was  right,”  said 
Jim  Coe.  "We're  beginning  to  see 
the  death  penalty  as  a deterrent  to 
crime.  It  was  cruel  to  keep  the  man 
hanging  between  life  and  death."

Veterans  who  attend  JJC  don't 
have  to  worry  about  how  they'll  pay 
their  tuition. 

Even  thought  the  G.I.  Bill  for 
Vietnam  Era  veterans  ended  Dec. 
31,  1976,  there  are  other  programs 
to  take  its  place. 

"Even  though  the  bill  has  ended, 
JuCo  won't  feel  any  change  for  two 
or  three  years,”  said  Bruce  Mason, 
Veteran’s  Representative  on  Cam- 
pus. 

Approximately  1,200  students, 
as  of  the  beginning  of  the  spring 
semester,  attend  JuCo  on  the  G.I. 
Bill,  and  anyone  who  entered  the 
armed  forces  before  Jan.  1,  is 
entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the  old 
bill  which  pays  for  all  expenses, 
including  tuition,  books,  fees,  and 
living  expenses  such  as  rent  and 
food,"  Mason  stated. 

Mason  explained  that  under  the 
old  bill  a single  veteran,  who  had 
served  18  months  of  active  duty 
and  is  a full-time  student  would 
receive  a monthly  subsidary  check 
for  $270.  A part-time  single  student 
would  receive  $146  each  month  and 
a married  part-time  student  would 
receive  $174. 


“Veterans  have  ten  years  from 
the  time  of  their  discharge  to 
complete  their  education  under  the 
old  G.I.  Bill,"  Mason  said.  “Under 
the  new  bill  which  is  still  in 
planning,  the  government  will  pay 
$2  for  for  every  $1  the  veteran  pays 
toward  his  education." 

“What  is  not  paid  by  the  G.I.  Bill 
can  be  picked  up  by  other  financial 
aid  grants,"  Mason  continued. 
"Every  veteran  can  apply  for  the 
basic  aid  grant  which  pays  up  to 
$1,500  per  school  year. 

Also,  the  state  pays  tuition  and 
fees  for  veterans  who  served  one 
year  of  active  duty,  were  Illinois 
citizens  before  their  enlistment  and 
have  returned  to  the  state  within 
six  months  after  their  discharge.” 

There  is  a work  study  program 
for  veterans  who  are  full  time 
students.  The  program  pays  $2.50 
an  hour,  tax  free,  to  veterans  who 
work  processing  papers,  answering 
telephones,  and  doing  other 
clerical  work  in  veteran  related 
offices.  Presently,  two  workers  are 
needed  in  the  Veteran's  Affairs 
office,  J1044. 

The  Vocational  Rehabilitation 
Program  is  for  veterans  who  are  10

per  cent  disabled  due  to  military 
service.  Payments  are  $50  per 
month,  all  school  expenses,  and  a 
monthly  check  to  live  on. 

There  is  also  tutorial  assistance 
for  all  veterans  whose  instructor 
states  they  are  having  problems  in 
a course.  The  tutorial  assistance 
program  pays  $65  per  month  for  a 
qualified  tutor. 

“These  programs  are  a tremen- 
dous help  to  a veteran,  and  I know  I 
couldn’t  have  finished  my  degree 
without  financial  help.”  Mason 
said.  "We're  trying  to  reach  as 
many  veterans  as  possible  to  let 
them  know  about  the  benefits 
they're  entitled  to.'7

The  Wolves  have  now  won  six 
games  in  a row  as  they  defeated 
Rock  Valley  102-97  Saturday  night. 

Freshman  forward  Darnell  An- 
derson has  been  a big  factor  during 
the  six  game  stretch.  Anderson  is  a 
1976  graduate  from  Joliet  Central 
High  School. 

Anderson  scored  27  points  to 
lead  all  scorers.  He  also  hit  nine  of 
ten  from  the  free  throw  line  against 
Rock  Valley. 

At  the  Jan.  11  game  against 
Triton  College.  Anderson  scored 
the  winning  basket  on  a tip  in  shot 
with  0:02  left  in  the  game.  The 
Wolves  beat  Triton  79-78. 


Another  big  factor  for  tne 
Wolves  has  been  the  play  of 
Arnctte  Hallman.  Hallman,  a 6’8" 
freshman,  had  16  rebounds  against 
Rock  Valley  and  11  against  Triton 
College.  This  feat  was  accomplish- 
ed despite  the  fact  that  Hallman 
hasn't  started  in  the  last  six  games. 

Even  though  the  Wolves  don't 
have  any  players  in  the  top  ten  in 
conference  scoring,  they  are  tied 
for  first  with  a 5;1  record.  Their 
only  loss  came  with  Dupage,  the 
team  they  arc  tied  with. 

The  Wolves  arc  lead  by  Hallman 
in  shooting  percentage.  He  is 
shooting  54%  percent  from  the 
field.  Joe  Snyder  leads  the  Wolves 
with  72  percent  from  the  free 
thrown  line.

"The  teachers  are  being  paid 
three  times  their  market  value,  and 
with  money  wasted  like  that,  why 
have  a referendum?” 

"People  don’t  want  or  need 
another  tax  increase." 

"We  have  to  convince  people 
that  they're  getting  the  best.

These  were  some  of  the  reactions 
from  the  citizens  committee ' to 
study  the  finances  of  JuCo 
concerning  a tax  referendum. 

The  committee  was  established 
to  study  JJC’s  financial  condition 
and  then  make  a recommendation 
to  the  Board  of  Trustees  either 
suggesting  or  rejecting  the  idea  of 
a tax  referendum. 


Judging  from  last  night's 
meeting,  the  committee  looks  to  be 
split  almost  evenly  in  their 
opinions. 

The  meeting  began  with  most  of 
the  negative  reaction  surfacing  and 
college  president.  Dr.  Harold 
McAninch,  having  to  first  defend 
the  teachers  displayed  a salary

Executive  board  members  were 
elected  by  the  JJC  teachers  union 
January  19. 

Representing  the  118  JJC  union 
members  are:  John  Stobart, 
president;  Bob  Cuttingham,  vice 
president;  Ted  Thompson,  secre- 
tary; and  Will  Minor,  treasurer. 

"There  is  always  a lot  of  work  to 
do,"  Stobart  said  about  the  union’s 
plans  for  the  year.  "One  important 
issue  will  be  the  negotiation  of  a 
new  contract." 

Two  negotiators  are  to  be  elected 
soon,  according  to  stobart. 

Stobart,  union  president  last 
year  also,  said  that  he  is  content 
with  last  year's  accomplishments 
and  is  appreciative  of  the  efforts  of 
the  administration  and  resigning 
officers  Ross  Stone  and  David  Leli_ 

"We  have  a union  that  is 
stronger  than  most  Junior  College 
unions"  Stobart  stated.  "1  feel  that 
it  has  the  best  of  the  educational 
system  as  a whole  in  mind,  rather 
than  simply  itself.  I feel  that  it  has 
contributed  to  JuCo  over  the

This  new  policy,  which  was 
adopted  at  the  last  regular  board 
meeting,  allows  administrators  to 
teach  one  class  and/or  extra-pay 
assignments  per  semester. 

However,  an  administrator  must 
meet  certain  requirements  deter- 
mined by  his/her  immediate 
supervisor,  and  by  the  appropriate 
vice  president  and  the  president. 
They  are  "that  the  assignment  at 
the  regular  faculty  pay  schedule  for 
overload  or  extra-pay  assignments: 
1.  Provides  the  administrator  an 
opportunity  to  interact  with

students  in  a way  that  will  enhance 
his  role  at  the  college. 

2.  Will  not  interfere  with  the 
administrative  workload  or  sched- 
ule." 

McAninch  explained  the  reason 
for  the  board's  action.  He  said  that 
although  the  board  frowned  on 
extra-pay  assignments  for  adminis- 
trators. "We  were  letting  some  do 
it.”  However,  no  basis  for  allowing 
administrators  to  teach  had  been 
established. 

"Now,"  McAninch  said,  "if  an 
administrator  wants  to  teach,  I 
have  some  guidelines  to  base  my 
decision  on." 

This  policy  went  into  effect 
immediately.  No  administrators 
carrying  extra-pay  or  overload  this 
semester  will  lose  their  positions. 

Only  three  to  four  administrators 
currently  have  extra-pay  positions. 
Among  that  number  are  Student 
Affairs  Director  Henry  Pillard  who 
coaches  wrestling  and  Assistant 
Admissions  Director  Bill  Foss  who 
coaches  basketball.  McAninch 
could  recall  only  one  administrator 
who  has  taught  classes  in  the  past 
few  years.  He  is  Associate  Director 
of  the  LRC  Paul  Goldman  who 
teaches  a photography  class. 

McAninch  said  the  only  ques- 
tions raised  over  the  new  policy 
came  from  Teachers  Union  Presi- 
dent John  Stobart.  The  union 
expressed  fear  that  the  new  policy 
might  be  used  to  take  faculty 
members  off  the  extra-pay  assign- 
ments; an  action  which  would 
affect  a great  number  of  teachers. 
However,  McAninch  said  that  the 
new  policy  will  not  affect  faculty 
members. 

Stobart  explained  the  union's 
position  on  the  new  policy.  He  said, 
"We  have  a kind  of  wait  and  sec 
attitude." 


colleges.  JuCo  teachers  fall  into 
about  the  middle  of  the  survey. 

Then  McAninch  had  to  explain 
that  money  had  to  be  taken  from 
the  Educational  Fund  to  pay  for 
utility  bills  and  other  building 

However,  many  of  the  committee 
members  had  doubts  whether  a 
referendum  could  be  passed  in  the 
area,  especially  with  the  talk  of  a 
high  school  referendum  as  well. 
Besides  that,  one  member  pointed 
out.  recent  school  referendums  in 
the  area  haven't  done  too  well. 

"Well,  I’d  rather  lose  five  and 
win  one  than  not  get  any,"  said 
McAninch.  "The  College  of 
DuPage  just  passed  a referendum 
on  the  sixth  try." 

There  also  seemed  to  be  a feeling 
that  school  districts  which  have 
supported  JJC  in  the  past  would  no 
longer  be  worried  about  the  college 
because  they  have  their  own 
finances  to  worry  about. 

On  the  other  hand  JuCo  is  the 
least  expensive  school  listed  on 
area  tax  bills,  and  the  school  has  a 
rapidly  growing  reputation  for 
providing  quality  education. 

Some  members  of  the  committee 
felt  that  passing  a referendum 
would  be  tough,  but  that  with  the 
help  of  the  students  that  it  could  be 


It  seems  the  state  of  Illinois  is 
another  culprit  in  the  money 
dilemma,  said  one  board  member. 

"The  state  said  a long  time  ago 
that  they  would  support  us  and  it 
hasn't  happened.  If  they  would 
have  supported  us  the  way  they 
said  they  were  going  to,  wc 
wouldn't  need  a referendum." 

And  what  are  the  options  if  there 
is  no  referendum? 

"There  arc  none,"  said 
McAninch.  "Wc  could  cut  back 
considerably  but  just  where,  I 
haven't  even  considered.  Or  wc 
could  be  like  other  school  districts 
and  go  into  deficit." 

"Wc  will  need  another  tuition 
increase  regardless.  A tax  increase 
would  keep  us  even  with  inflation, 
but  tuition  will  have  to  take  care  of 
growth  and  such." 

McAninch  knows  that  tuition  is  n 
tax  on  students  and  that  the  board 
has  doubled  tuition  over  the  last  six 
years  without  asking  people  for  a 


But  growth  of  the  college, 
especially  in  Occupational  areas, 
has  raised  the  cost  of  running  the 
college  considerably,  and  now  the 
matter  of  a referendum  recom- 
mendation is  in  thi-  hnmU  of 
McAninch  and  the  final  decision  is 
in  the  hands  of  the  school  board.

Hotel  California,  the  newest 
album  by  the  high  soaring  group, 
the  Eagles,  establishes  them  as  one 
of  the  driving  forces  in  music 
today. 

The  harmonics  are  still  there  and 
there’s  still  a trace  of  the  Byrd’s 
influence,  but  there  is  also  a shift 
in  direction,  thanks  to  the  newest 
Eagle,  Joe  Walsh. 

The  opener  and  title  track  is 
awfully  reminiscent  of  America’s 
"California  Revisited".  The  song 
moves  along  with  a haunting, 
rippling  acoustic  guitar  which  is 
typical  of  the  Byrd's  style.  Glenn 
Frey  jumps  out  for  a brief  solo  and 
then  Randy  Mcisner  breaks  in  for  a 
beautiful  falsetto  similar  to  his  in 
"Take  it  to  the  Limit".  It's 
Meisner's  falsetto  that  turns  the 
number  from  only  mediocre  to  a 
winner. 

Nothing  particular  grabs  me 
about  "New  Kid  in  Town".  It’s  got 
a typical  Eagles  chorus  featuring 
the  harmonies  that  have  made 
them  loved.  "Life  in  the  Fast 
Lane”  is  where  Joe  Walsh  proves 
his  worth.  It's  an  easy  rocker  in 
James  Gang  style  with  delightful 
guitar  work  by  Walsh.  Side  one 
ends  in  a lamenting  ballad  over  lost 
love  called  “Wasted  Time.” 

When  you  flip  the  side  over, 
there's  a rcDrise  to  "Wasted 
Time".  It’s  an  orchestra  number 
that  just  doesn't  make  it,  but  it 
does  add  an  additional  amount  of 
variety  to  the  album. 

If  all  the  songs  on  Hotel 
California  were  only  mediocre, 
(which  they  aren’t)  then  “Victim  of 


Love"  would  redeem  the  whole 
album.  The  song,  a beautiful  rocker 
about  a cheatin'  woman  (found 
quite  often  in  Eagles  sOngs), 
contains  the  band’s  magic.  It’s  got 
a driving  beat  that  merges  into  a 
lovely  slide  guitar  solo  by  Walsh. 
He  takes  you  off  on  a high  flying 
solo,  then  lets  you  back  down  with 
ease  and  then  breaks  into  some 
guitar  interplay  between  Don 
Felder. 

The  rest  of  the  songs  are  pretty 
much  forgettable  with  the  excep- 
tion of  "Try  and  Love  Again" 
which  is  such  a hopeful  song  that's 
quite  touching. 


Hotel  California  is  breaking  new 
musical  ground  for  all  band 
members  except  Walsh.  They  seem 
to  be  breaking  away  from  the 
beautiful  country  rock  that  won  our 
hearts. 

It’s  not  a bad  album  altogether, 
in  fact,  I suppose  avid  fans  will  love 
it.  But  even  with  Joe  Walsh  along 
to  kick  other  members  you  know 
where,  the  band  has  yet  to  equal 
the  intensity  that  they  achieve  on  a 
song  like  "Already  Gone".  You 
know  what,  I hate  critics  who  base 
their  opinion  on  past  performances

Injuries  plague  wrestlers

Freak  accidents,  unavoidable 
and  unexplainable  have  left  the 
JJC  wrestling  team  crippled. 

No  one  can  be  blamed  for  the 
injuries  that  have  so  wounded  the 
team,  said  Coach  Henry  Pillard.  yet 
six  wrestlers  have  ended  their 
seasons  because  of  injuries. 

David  Miller,  who  won  the  silver 
medal  for  the  177  pound  weight 
division  in  the  Junior  Pan 
American  games  this  December  is 


out  for  the  remainder  of  the  season 
with  a seperated  shoulder. 

Jeff  Beilis  is  out  for  the  season 
because  of  illness  and  David 
Jefferies  cracked  his  nose.  Jeff 
Post.  Pillard  continued,  has  a rib 
injury  and  Larry  Patterson  is 
suffering  from  a head  injury 
received  in  a match  against 
DuPage. 

The  injuries  have  left  their  mark 
on  the  morale  of  both  coaches  and 
players.  “It  hurts  coaching  and 
athlete  morale.  We  had  counted  so 


heavily  on  being  a strong  strong 
tournament  team,"  said  Pillard. 

There  is  little  chance  of  replacing 
the  five  injured  first  stringers.  “It. 
takes  16  weeks  to  get  into  shape. 
It's  too  late  in  the  year  to  replace 
them,"  Pillard  explained. 

The  Wolves’  present  record  is 
6-6-1.  "That's  ntor  losses  than 
we've  had  in  the  past  six  years," 
Pillard  added  gloomily. 

"I  have  a lot  of  confidence  in 
individuals  but  we  don’t  have  the 
depth  for  the  team  as  a whole  to  do 


well  in  a tournament,"  said  Pillard 
commenting  on  the  remainder  of 
the  season.

"Roots”,  the  best-selling  novel 
and  blockbuster  television  movie  is 
now  the  basis  for  an  individualized 
study  course  at  JuCo. 

The  main  purpose  of  the  course, 
according  to  Instructor  Mary 
Anderson,  is  for  the  students  to 
show  an  understanding  of  the 
telecast  as  well  as  the  factual 
material  on  which  Haley  based  his 
book. 

"I  want  to  have  them  go  further 
into  detail  and  factual  informa- 
tion," says  Anderson.  “I'd  like 
them  to  look  into  the  African 
culture  and  the  main  character, 
Kunta  Kintay.” 

"1  want  them  to  analyze  the 
telecase  and  the  book  from  the 
resources  that  Haley  used  to  write 
the  book.” 

According  to  Robert  Sterling, 
Social  Science  Department  Chair- 
man, the  course  was  first  going  to 
be  offered  at  Lewis  University 
under  the  direction  of  JJC  Board 
Member  Charles  Kennedy.  How- 
ever, the  course  never  materialized 
and  the  Lewis  students  were  still 
interested  in  taking  a course  about 
"Roots"  so  Kennedy  discussed  the 
project  with  JJC  President  Dr. 
Harold  McAninch  and  it  was 
decided  to  offer  the  course  here. 

Anderson  drew  up  the  course 
like  any  other  independent  study 
class.  However,  many  colleges  and 
universities  are  now  offering 
classes  based  on  “Roots"  and 
Anderson  has  been  able  to  look  at 
them  and  use  some  of  the  same 
study  materials. 

Topics  will  be  broken  down  into 
different  areas  and  then  each  of  the 
ten  students  now  enrolled  will 
choose  an  area  of  their  individual 
interest.

Enrollment  figures  are  still 
climbing  according  to-  Vice  Presi- 
dent for  Planning  and  Information 
Resources  Walter  F.  Zaida. 

The  present  number  of  paid  day 
students,  said  Zaida.  totals  3,270 
and  the  night  school  head  count  is 
3,435. 

Saturday  class  attendance  as  of 
Jan.  27  is  145,  making  the  total  JJC 
attendance  6,850  students. 

Zaida  pointed  out  that  the  school 
population  can  not  be  calculated  to 
the  cx,act  number  until  the  end  of 
the  semester  because  of  constant 
adding  and  dropping  of  classes. 
The  open  labs  add  to  the  confusion 
because,  said  Zaida.  people  can 
begin  an  open  lab  anytime  during 
the  semester. 

Also,  Zaida  continued,  there  are 
some  registered  students  who, 
because  they  have  not  yet  paid 
their  tuition,  are  not  included  in  the 
head  count. 

On  the  whole,  Zaida  estimated 
that  the  enrollment  would  increase 
by  about  500.

Anderson  feels  the  book  lends 
itself  well  to  being  taught 
independently  because  the  book 
teaches  not  only  the  Black 
experience  but  heightens  the 
interest  in  genealogy  in  general. 


"The  book  can  only  follow  the 
story  as  mentally  visualized  by 
Haley.  The  book  reflects  a large 
pattern  of  cultures  and  when 
students  see  this,  they  can  also  see 
it  as  the  doorway  to  understanding 
between  the  races."  explains 
Anderson. 


Anderson  also  feels  that  the  book 
is  significant  now  at  the  beginning 
of  the  third  century  of  the  country. 
She  feels  this  type  of  information  is 
the  forerunner  of  a more 


cosmopolitan  America,  where  she 
hopes  some  of  the  racial  hostilities 
will  be  alleviated. 

As  for  the  students  in  the  class, 
they  have  so  far  exhibited  much 
enthusiasm  for  the  class  and  the

The  Office  of  Student  Affairs  and 
the  Data  Processing  department 
are  presently  offering  a money 
saving  service  to  JJC  students. 

The  two  departments  arc 
combining  their  assets  to  organize 
student  car  pools. 

An  application,  filled  out  by  the 
student,  is  compared  by  computer 
to  all  other  applications  on  file,  and 
a lisfof  possibilities  is  delivered  to 
the  student. 

According  to  the  Student  Affairs 


office,  response  to  the  car  pool 
service  has  been  good,  so  chances 
of  forming  a car  pool  are  good. 

The  service,  which  is  available  to 
both  full  and  part  time  students, 
tries  to  match  desired  times  of 
arrival  and  departure  from  the 
school,  and  matches  the  areas  in 
which  the  student  lives. 

The  service  matches  residential 
areas  by  dividing  the  JJC  district 
into  five  zones,  the  first  of  which  is 
the  city  of  Joliet. 

The  other  four  cover  larger 


areas.  Zone  2 is  bordered  by 
Shorewood,  Crest  Hill,  Lockport. 
Bolingbrook  to  the  north,  Newark 
to  the  west  and  Morris  to  the  south. 

Zone  3 includes  the  area 
surrounded  by  Lemont,  New 
Lenox,  Mokena  and  Frankfort. 
Zone  4 includes  the  vicinities  of 
Manhattan,  Pcotone  and  Wilton 
Center. 

Zone  5 stretches  from  Wilming- 
ton. south  to  Odell  and  west  to 
Kinsman  and  Verona. 

When  filling  out  the  application, 
indicate  in  which  zone  you  reside 


and  what  arrangement  you  desire. 
If  you  need  a ride,  write  in  the 
number  "I".  If  you  arc  offering  a 
ride,  write  in  the  number  “2"  and 
if  you  want  to  switch  off  with 
someone,  write  in  the  number  "3". 

Put  an  "x”  under  each  day  you 
have  a night  class  and  if  you  have  a 
Saturday  class,  indicate  that. 

The  car  pool  service  will  give  you 
names,  but  you  arc  expected  to 
contact  those  people.  Applications 
may  be  picked  up  and  turned  in  at 
the  Student  Affairs  office.

Editorially  Speaking 


JJC  may  suffer  extreme  growing 
pains  if  it  does  not  gain  funding 
through  a tax  referendum. 

According  to  JJC  President  Dr. 
Harold  McAninch,  JuCo  will  need 
another  tuition  increase  regardless 
of  whether  JJC  will  get  a tax 
increase  or  not— just  to  keep  up 
with  enrollment  growth. 

However,  additional  funding 
must  be  sought  and  found  through 
a tax  increase  if  JJC  is  to  keep  up 
with  spiraling  inflation. 

Although  the  board  of  trustees 
has  not  yet  called  a tax 
referendum,  it  is  clear  that  there 
are  no  other  satisfactory  alterna- 
tives to  meet  inflation. 

Without  a tax  increase,  the  board 
would  have  to  make  a considerable 
number  of  cutbacks,  which  would 
hurt  the  high  quality  of  education 
which  the  school  has  worked  to 
maintain. 

Deficit  spending  would  result  if 
no  action  is  taken  at  all.  Eventually, 
the  taxpayers  would  have  to  absorb 
the  cost  of  bonds  or  tax  anticipation 
warrants  incurred  through  deficit 
spending. 

JJC  students  for  the  last  six 
years  have  taken  up  the  burden  of 
inflation  through  increased  tuition. 
Now  it’s  time  to  give  students  a 

On  area  tax  bills,  people  have  to 
pay  less  to  support  JJC  than  any 
other  school.  Even  if  a referendum 
was  passed,  we  would  still  be  the 


least  expensive  school  on  the  bills. 

JJC  is  a community  college. 
Gasses  offered  within  its  doors 
reach  almost  all  of  the  interests  of 
the  adult  community.  The  services 
JJC  provides  allows  any  adult  in 
the  community  to  benefit  from  the 
junior  colleges  existence.  So  let  the 
community  take  a share  in  keeping 
up  with  inflation. 

Another  thing  that  can't  be 
emphasized  enough  is  that  there 
are  no  alternatives  left.  If  JuCo 
doesn’t  pass  a referendum,  we  go 
in  deficit  and  tuition  goes  up. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  and  the 


Administration,  for  all  the  harping 
they  get.  has  done  a fine  job 
keeping  costs  down  and  the  school 
in  the  black.  But  there  is  nothing 
more  for  them  to  cut  back  on  or 
eliminate. 

The  passing  of  the  referendum  is 
going  to  take  the  co-operation  of 
everyone  involved;  students, 
teachers,  and  administrators.  But  it 
can  be  done.  All  we  have  to  do  now 
is  wait  for  the  decision. 

We  feel  a vote  for  the 
referendum  on  February  14  would 
be  a very  nice  Valentine  from  the 
Trustees.

Note:  Blazer  Reporter  Dean 
Hunyady  surveyed  154  persons 
about  the  possibility  of  an 
upcoming  tax  referendum  at  the 
college.  Here  are  the  results. 

Seventy  men  and  84  women  on 
campus  responded  to  the  question 
whether  they  would  vote  for  a tax 
referendum. 

Of  those  154  persons,  72  per  cent 


said  they  would  vote  in  favor  of  the 
referendum,  and  27  per  cent  said 
they  would  vote  against  it. 

TTie  remaining  one  per  cent  were 
undecided.  They  said  they  would 
have  to  consider  it  further  before 
making  a decision. 

Most  of  the  persons  who  said

His  next  job  may  be  Springfield

“I  shock  people  by  telling  them 
their  kids  are  better  than  they  are. 
Students  are  always  getting 
better,”  says  Max  Kuster,  who, 
after  30  years  at  JuCo,  should 
know. 

Kuster,  who  is  chairman  of  the 
Agriculture  Department,  has 
taught  a total  of  37  years,  and  is 
leaving  JuCo  the  end  of  the  year. 
He  hopes  to  hear  by  the  end  of  the 
week  if  he  will  be  named  head  of 
the  state  agriculture  department. 

Before  coming  to  JuCo,  he 
taught  vocational  agriculture  for  six 
years  at  Mount  Zion  near  Decatur 
and  for  one  year  in  Kewanee  which 
is  about  1 10  miles  from  Joliet. 

A graduate  of  the  University  of 
Dlinois,  with  a bachelor's  degree  in 
agriculture  and  a master's  in 
agriculture  education,  Kuster  has 
not  limited  himself  only  to 
teaching. 

Having  started  the  first  transfer 
program  in  agriculture  in  any 
junior  college  in  1954,  and  the 
'Agricultural  Supply  Curriculum, 
1964,  which  was  the  first  two  year 
occupational  program,  Kuster  says 
he's  “one  of  those  who  have  done 
the  most  to  establish  JuCo  as  a 
campus.” 

Kuster  is  most  proud  of  his 


accomplishments  as  chairman  of 
the  Public  Information  Committee 
for  the  establishment  of  Joliet 
Junior  College  and  as  co-chairman 
of  the  S10.5  million  bond  issue  to 
build  the  S32  million  JuCo  campus. 

"I  helped  decide  where  to  put 
JuCo.  We  drove  around  looking  for 
a spot  and  decided  there  wouldn't 
be  any  place  better  than  where  1-80 
and  1-55  cross.” 

“Many  people  devoted  a lot  of 
time  and  attention  to  establishing 
JuCo,"  continued  Kuster,  “and 
I'm  proud  of  it.  It’s  a great 
institution,  there's  none  better, 
and  we  should  all  constantly  work 
toward  improving  it." 

Being  also  interested  in  the 
agriculture  departments  of  other 
junior  colleges,  Kuster  took  a 
sabbatical  leave  five  years  ago  to 
perform  an  independent  study  of 
junior  college  agriculture  programs 
throughout  the  west.  He  studied 
the  articulation  practices  and 
procedures  between  the  junior 
colleges  and  the  four  year  colleges 
in  California. 

Kuster  says  that  "though  the 
California  system  is  younger  than 
ours,  it  is  a more  mature  system." 
While  in  California,  Kuster  also 
studied  turf  grass  practice  and  land 
and  livestock  laboratories. 

Though  Kuster  is  leaving  JuCo, 


he  might  not  be  leaving  the 
agriculture  field  altogether.  Kuster 
has  applied  for  the  job  of  Director 
of  Agriculture  for  the  State  of 
Illinois  which  is  to  be  appointed  by 
Gov.  James  Thompson  at  the  end 
of  the  week. 

"I’m  better  qualified  for  the  job 
than  anyone  who's  applied  for  it," 
stated  Kuster,  “I’ve  spent  a 
lifetime  preparing  for  the  job.  They 
need  someone  to  hire  and  direct 
good  people. 

I had  a good,  informal  interview 
with  Governor  Thompson  on 
Monday  in  Chicago.  When  1 walked 
in,  the  Governor  said  "How  are  you 
Maxy  old  boy?”  The  job  is  a good 
paying  one  with  a house  on  the 
fairgrounds,  most  expenses  paid 
and  offices  in  Brussels  and  Hong 
Kong  which  I’ll  of  course  have  to 


“But  I don't  think  I’ll  get  the 
job,"  continued  Kuster,  “because  I 
don’t  think  I have  enough  political 
pull,  but  even  if  I don't  get  the  job 
there  are  a lot  of  other  things  I'd 
like  to  do.” 

Kuster  has  narrowed  his  future 
plans  to  possibly  three  things. 
"First,  I'd  like  to  lay  on  an 
Acapulco  beach  and  chase 
women,”  said  Kuster  who  added 
"I’m  just  kidding.  I’m  married  and 
have  a beautiful  wife,  so  I'll  just  let 
her  chase  me.” 

Also,  Kuster  says  he'd  like  to 
travel  for  awhile  and  then  join  the 
speaking  circuit  and  spend  some 
time  on  his  farm. 

Of  his  37  years,  Kuster  said  he’s 
enjoyed  “almost  every  day." 
"Junior  colleges  arc  much  more 
rewarding  and  enjoyable  to  teach  in 
that  high  schools.  When  I started 
here,  I was  the  only  ag.  teacher. 
Now  there’s  19.  It's  been  great.  If  I 
had  my  life  to  live  over,  I’d  liko  to 
start  over  again  and  do  everything 
the  same  only  have  a little  more 
fun." 

For  his  farewell,  Kuster  will  give 
the  commencement  address  at 
JuCo  on  May  15. 

In  closing  Kuster  gave  this 
advice.  "Some  of  us  older  people 
have  established  a great  tradition 
here  at  JuCo  and  we  are  passing 
this  torch  on  to  those  that  follow 
and  if  they  don't  hold  it  high,  some 
of  us  will  come  back  to  haunt 
them."

The  group  despite  its  splintered 
counter  parts  of  Tuna  and  Starship 
will  always  remain  cherished.

"Especially  flowers!"  say  the 
managers  of  seven  floral  shops  in 
the  Joliet  area. 

Red  roses  are  the  most  popular 
Valentines  Day  choice  with  white  or 
red  carnations  following  close 


behind.  The  managers  agreed  that 
although  their  flowers  arc  popular, 
their  prices  arc  not.  The  average 
cost  for  a dozen  roses  is  S25. 

The  manager  of  Jim's  House  of 
Flowers  that  the  local  florists  have 
no  say  in  the  prices  of  their  flowers. 
The  wholesalers  boost  their  prices 
and  the  florists  must  raise  theirs  to 
maintain  their  profits. 


The  manager  of  Lawlers  florists 
blamed  the  cold  weather  for  the 
price  hike  saying  that  the  flower 
growers  have  raised  their  prices  to 
overcome  losses  due  to  the  cold 
weather. 

All  the  flprists  agreed  that  the 
cost  of  flowers  is  raised  with  the 
approach  of  any  holiday. 

One  floral  shop  unaffected  by  the 


wholesale  price  changes  is  Kessler 
Creations  in  Lockport.  The  Kessler 
flowers  arc  made  of  wood  fibers 
and  a dozen  red  roses  cost  S10. 

Profit  wise,  Valentines  Day  ranks 
among  the  top  three  holidays  for 
most  of  the  florists.  The  number 
one  holiday  is  Mother's  Day  with 
Easter  and  Valentines  Day  tied  for 
second. 


Valentines  Day.  being  a day  for 
sweethearts  and  love,  may  seem 
like  a perfect  day  to  get  married, 
but  all  the  florists  rejected  the  idea 
saying  that  they  would  not  provide 
flowers  for  a wedding  on  any 
holiday.  Labo  Florists  explained 
that  if  they  tried,  to  do  a wedding  at 
a time  when  there  is  a high  demand 
for  arrangements  they  could  not 
satisfy  their  customers. 
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Student  Gov.  plans 
Teacher  evaluation

Word  of  mouth  may  soon  be 
obsolete  as  a way  students  choose 
teachers  to  match  their  classes. 

If  the  Student  Government 
Association  has  their  way,  students 
will  soon  be  evaluating  teachers 
and  classes  possibly  by  this  fall. 

“It's  much  fairer  than  word  of 
mouth."  said  one  SGA  member. 
“We  don’t  think  it  could  hurt  a 
teacher,  but  rather  serve  as  an 
input  to  them  to  let  them  know  how 
students  feel  about  them.  It  would 
be  used  as  constructive  critisism 
and  act  as  a reinforcement  for  the 
good  points  in  teachers." 

Student  evaluation  has  been 
discussed  in  the  past  but  it  was  not 
until  last  summer’s  SGA  meetings 
that  it  was  decided  to  formulate 
some  type  of  evaluation. 

Two  hundred  letters  were  sent 
by  the  SGA  to  other  colleges  and 
universities  asking  them  how  they 
evaluate  teachers.  From  the 
response,  the  SGA  has  been  trying 
to  organize  what  they  feel  is  an 
efficient,  objective  way  for  students 
to  evaluate  teachers. 

An  evaluation  here  would 


encompass  a two  semester  period 
and  at  the  end  of  this  period  results 
would  be  published  and  be 
available  to  the  students. 

“This  way  the  student  can 
determine  for  himself  what  teach- 
ers he  feels  he  can  learn  the  most 
from."  said  one  SGA  member. 

According  to  sources  in  SGA. 
there  has  been  a rather  favorable 
response  from  the  teachers  on  the 
evaluation  idea. 

However.  Teachers  Union  Presi- 
dent John  Stobart  takes  a slightly 
different  view  of  the  evaluation. 

"I  think  I reflect  a majority 
opinion  (of  the  teachers),  I don't 
think  the  project  shows  much 
promise  and  there  are  too  many 
risks  involved."  Stobart  said. 

"Teachers  have  sued  students 
over  such  things.  It's  not  a 
necessary  thing.  It  can  distort 
reality  considerably.  For  example, 
my  English  108  contemporary  lit. 
class  had  II  books  last  spring. 
There  are  no  books  this  semester, 
so  a student  who  would  read  that 
there  were  11  books  during  one 
semester  wouldn't  know  there  were 


no  books  the  next."  Stobart 
explained. 

"Teachers  change  their  teaching 
habits  all  the  time.  At  least,  these 
evaluations  would  be  hurting  the 
feelings  of  others.  At  most, 
lawsuits  would  be  involved.  I'd  be 
afraid  to  do  it." 

The  only  evaluating  process  at 
the  present  time  involves  one 
teacher  going  into  another 
teacher's  class  and  giving  an 
evaluation.  SGA  says  this  is 
wrong  because  this  is  just  the 
opinion  of  one  individual,  but  the 
teachers  feel  peer  judgement  is  the 
most  effective  way  of  evaluation. 

"If  the  people  want  to  do  it, 
that’s  fine.  But  don't  expect  a 
whole  lot  of  cooperation,"  says 
Stobart. 

The  Blazer  took  its  own  survey 
and  found  that  some  teachers 
asked  don't  know  enough  about  it 
to  have  a total  opinion  formed  on 
the  matter.  Some  feel  evaluations 
would  become  nothing  more  than  a 
popularity  contest,  while  others 
voice  no  objections  to  it  at  the 
present  time.

"Students  rarely  show  for  the 
first  few  meetings,”  McAninch 
said.

Looking  for  a job? 
Placement  finds  ’em 


Having  trouble  finding  a job? 
The  Placement  Service  at  Joliet 
Junior  College  might  be  able  to 
help. 

"Though  most  students  arc 
interested  in  finding  only  part-time 
summer  work,  there  arc  many 
students  interested  in  finding  jobs 
in  their  career  area.”  said  Andy 
Mihclich.  Placement  Services  Co- 
ordinator. 

Students  interested  in  finding 
employment  through  the  Place- 
ment Service  must  first  fill  out  data 
sheets  slating  their  job  prefer- 
ences. experience,  whether  they 
arc  interested  in  full  or  part-time 
employment  and  what  location  they 
prefer  the  work  to  be  in. 

According  to  Mihclich,  the 
information  is  fed  into  a computer 
which  matches  it  to  the  jobs 
available.  The  students  arc  then 
notified  by  telephone  or  mail  as  to 
who  they  should  contact  about 

"Most  employers  realize  stu- 
dents usually  don't  have  much 
experience  and  want  only  part-time 
work.  We  try  to  move  fast  enough 
so  we're  only  competing  internally 
and  can  tell  employers  whether  or 
not  We  can  find  someone  to  fill  their 
jobs."  Mihelich  said.  "We  want 


employers  to  use  our  services 
before  they  advertise  in  the 
newspapers  etc.” 

Along  with  helping  students  find 
jobs,  the  Placement  Service 
provides  job  readiness  information 
such  as  how  to  write  resumes,  fill 
out  applications,  how  to  conduct  an 
interview  and  anything  else 
involved  in  the  employment 

In  cooperation  with  the  Learning 
Resource  Center,  the  Placement 
Service  can  direct  students  to 
career  information  materials  and 
assist  students  in  identifying  the 
employers  they're  looking  for,  the 
community  resources  and  the 
employer's  expectations. 

“To  extend  student  awareness  of 
the  program  to  the  fullest 
maximum,  we  arc  putting  job 
orders  the  television  monitors  in 
D-mall  in  an  experimental  project. 
The  job  orders  will  be  on  monitors 
whenever  they're  not  being  used 
by  other  classes,"  said  Mihelich. 

There  is  also  a pilot  program  for 
students  seeking  employment  by 
their  majors.  By  using  various 
newsletters  employers  will  be 
informed  of  students  qualified  for 
their  work,  and  presently  this

semester  there  are  two  pilot  job 
readiness  programs  geared  toward 
the  skills  needed  in  the  employ- 
ment process. 

There  is  also  the  open  job  report 
which  is  posted  on  the  placement 
bulletin  boards  and  is  updated 
daily  so  there  are  no  outdated  jobs 
within  the  system.  All  job  orders  on 
the  bulletin  boards  are  without 
employer’s  name  and  address,  but 
that  information  can  be  obtained  in 
room  G1008. 

"In  the  planning  stages  for  next 
fall  is  a career  day  which  will," 
says  Mihelich,  "give  students  an 
opportunity  to  ask  employers  what 
job  preparation  is  needed.  The 
career  day  will  give  students  both 
institutional  and  employer  input." 

All  present  and  former  students 
are  eligible  for  the  placement 
services.  Presently  there  are  231 
students  enrolled  in  the  program 
which  has  a placement  rate  of  25% 
not  including  those  students  who 
did  not  report  back,  and  according 
to  Mihelich  “most  students  work 
out  very  well  in  their  jobs.”

Morraine  tromped!

Six  Joliet  players  scored  in 
double  figures  as  the  Wolves 
trounced  Morraine  Valley  118-89 
last  Saturday  night. 

The  Wolves  were  lead  by 
sophomore  Duane  Johnson.  Duane 
had  a game  high  of  33  points  which 
equaled  his  previous  high  of  30 
against  Morton  College. 

The  6-2  guard  was  16  for  26  from 
the  field.  Johnson  also  had  six 
rebounds  which  added  to  the  team 
total  of  67. 

The  Wolves  went  into  the  locker 
room  with  a 55-44  half-time  lead. 
However,  when  they  came  out  for 
the  second  half,  they  came  out 
running. 

The  Wolves  are  primarily  a fast 
break  team,  and  most  of  their 
scores  indicate  just  that.  The 
Wolves  scored  63  second-half 
points,  opposed  to  Morraine's  45. 

As  a team,  the  Wolves  were  12  of 
22  from  the  free  throw  line.  That  is 
an  improvement  from  the  DuPage 
game  where  the  Wolves  hit  only 
eight  of  21. 


Darrell  Anderson  was  runner  up 
to  Johnson  in  points.  Johnson 
ended  up  with  19  points  and  14 
rebounds. 

Freshman  center  Arnette 
Hallman  had  15  points  and  12 
rebounds.  Arnette  has  been 
receiving  a lot  of  playing  time 
which  has  helped  the  Wolves  a 
great  deal. 

Sophomore  forward  Steve 
Decker  had  14  points  and  12 
rebounds.  Furthermore,  Decker  hit 
eight  of  10  from  the  free  throw  line. 
He  is  a 1975  graduate  of  Carl 
Sandburg  High  School. 

Joel  Micetich  added  16  points 
and  eight  rebounds  to  the  game.  A 
1976  graduate  from  Coal  City  High 
School,  he  was  eight  of  14  from  the 
field. 

Former  Lockport  star  Marvin 
Travis  had  11  points.  He  was  five 
for  nine  from  the  field.  Travis  leads 
the  Wolves  in  assists  averaging 
seven  a game. 

Overall  the  Wolves  have  a 16-8 
record  and  6-3  tally  in  the 
conference. 
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It’s  referendum  time !

The  JJC  Board  of  Trustees 
Monday  night  unanimously  called 
for  a tax  referendum  May  10. 


The  referendum,  if  passed, 
would  raise  JuCo's  tax  rate  by  7!/j 
cents  over  a five  year  period.  But, 
at  the  same  time,  taxes  will  not  be 
increased.

outcome. 

But  a tuition  increase  alone  will 
not  pull  the  school  out  of  its 
financial  worries.  The  tuitition 
could  not  rise  above  $16  to  $17  per 


semester  hour.  This  kind  of 
increase  would  make  JJC  one  of  the 
more  expensive  community 
colleges  in  the  area. 

The  money  from  4he  tuition 
increase  will  be  used  to  replace  old 
equipment  which  no  longer  serves 
a useful  purpose. 

McAninch  also  outlined  other 
reasons  why  a referendum  needs  to 
be  passed. 

“We  find  ourself  in  financial 
problems  because  of  decreasing 
state  aid,  not  inflation.  Also,  our 
tax  base  has  not  kept  up  with  our 
growth  rate,”  McAninch  said. 

The  state  has  hinted  that  $50 
million  will  soon  become  available 
to  higher  education  institutions, 
but  junior  colleges  are  third  on  a 
priority  list  for  that  money,  behind 
state  institutions  such  as  the 
University  of  Illinois  and  private 
colleges.  Neither  McAninch  nor  the 
board  is  expecting  help  from  the 


There  were  questions  raised  as 
to  whether  or  not  a referendum 
would  pass,  but  the  board  decided 
that  there  were  no  other  fund 
raising  options  left,  so  the 
referendum  issue  passed  unani- 
mously. 

The  May  10  date  was  set  because 
the  board  wanted  to  make  sure 
students  were  still  in  classes  when 
the  vote  is  taken. 

This  is  possible  through  the 
continued  payment  of  bond  interest 


and  principal  which  reduces  the 
total  college  bonded  indebtedness. 

Should  Joliet  Junior  College  not 
elect  to  hold  a referendum,  the 
total  tax  rate  would  decrease  due  to 
the  reduction  of  the  bonded 
indebtedness. 

The  proposal  as  submitted  by  the 
administration  and  Board  of 
Trustees  would  entail  a levy  in  the 
educational  and  building  funds  to 
equal  the  same  amount  of  a 
reduction  in  the  levy  of  the  bond 
and  interest  fund. 

State  aid  has  not  been  increased 
at  a significant  level  necessary  to 
maintain  the  junior  college's 
programs.  Therefore,  the  board 
feels  the  referendum  is  necessary. 
To  ensure  a comprehensive 
program  at  JJC,  the  proposal 
submitted  projects  that  over  a five 
year  period  the  expected  increased 
in  the  educational  and  building 
fund  tax  rate  would  be  approxi- 
mately 7'/i  cents  and  the  expected 
decrease  in  the  bond  and  interest 
fund  would  also  be  7'/i  cents.  In 
this  way,  a status  quo  in  the  tax 
rate  would  be  established. 

The  board's  vote  stems  partially 
from  a recommendation  to  hold  a 
referendum  made  by  the  Citizen's 
Committee  to  study  the  finances  of 
JuCo. 

Along  with  the  referendum  vote, 
JJC  President  Dr.  Harold 
McAninch  and  the  board  also  feel  a 
tuition  increase  next  fall  of  $1  to  S3 
is  needed  regardless  of  the  tax  vote 


Energy  saving  measures  pay  off 


Even  though  gas  and  electric 
costs  are  skyrocketing,  Joliet 
Junior  College  has  managed  to 
save  $21,000  in  utility  bills  in  the 
last  year. 

And  the  college  may  be  able  to 
save  $100,000  in  the  next  six. 

Ron  Tarrant,  JJC  maintenance 
supervisor,  said  these  energy- 
saving measures  were  first  put  into 
effect  in  March  1975. 

One  of  the  things  that  saved 
money  over  this  time  was  a 
reduction  in  actual  lighting.  An 
example  of  this  can  be  found  in  the 
concourse  where  Tarrant  said  there 
was  “40  per  cent  less  illumination 
because  we  utilized  the  glass." 
This  was  done  in  many  other  areas 
with  sufficient  glass. 

Lights  were  kept  off  in  rooms 
that  were  unoccupied.  Tarrant  said 
"If  you  take  lights  in  one  room  and 
turn  them  off  for  just  one  hour  you 
can  save  approximately  43  cents. 
With  all  the  rooms  we  have,  that 
can  sure  add  up". 

Another  conservation  measure 
was  utilization  of  more  efficient 
lighting  as  seen  on  the  ramps 
joining  the  ABC  buildings. 

"There  used  to  be  36  lights  over 
the  canopy  at  the  ramps  with  a 
factor  of  460  watts  a piece.  That  is  a 
total  of  16,200  watts.  We  took  those 
lights  down  and  replaced  them  with 
two  high  sodium-based  bulbs  that 
give  off  as  much  light  but  only  have 
a wattage  of  150  a piece.  That  .is 


only  a total  of  300  watts  as 
compared  to  16,200." 

Tarrant  also  stated  that  there 
was  better  maintenance.  One 
example  of  this  is  logs  that  are  kept 
to  make  certain  that  areas  are 
checked  and  maintained. 

Another  example  is  the  cleaning 
and  changing  of  lamps.  “This  is 
primarily  done  in  the  shop  areas 
where  there  is  a lot  of  dirt.  You  can 
lose  up  to  70  per  cent  of  your 
illumination  power  if  your  lights 
are  really  dirty.  If  they  are  kept 
clean  you  will  increase  illumination 
about  three  times." 

Re-callibration  of  thermostats 
was  another  measure  put  into 
effect.  This  means  "Fine-tuning 
the  thermostats.”  Tarrant  said  this 
must  be  done  since  they  are  often 
thrown  out  of  wack  by  shipping  and 
installation.  They  must  be  re- 
adjusted to  agree  with  each  other. 

.'When  we  began  we  found  as 
much  as  ten  degree  differences  in 
some  of  the  rooms,"  Tarrant  said. 

Two  final  measures  used  to  save 
energy  at  JuCo  were  greater 
efficiency  of  the  central  heating 
and  cooling  systems,  which  was 
done  by  regulating  temperatures 
throughout  the  entire  building,  and 
cascade  starting  and  stopping  of 
motors. 

"This  is  still  being  done  on  a 
very  limited  basis  and  is  in  the 
experimental  stage.  Our  bill  is 
based  on  a peak  demand  period  so 
we  start  the  motors  in  a cascading 
order  so  we  can  lower  our  peak 


demand.” 

These  energy  saving  measures 
will  continue  to  be  utilitzed  and 
improved. 

Besides  saving  over  $21,000,  an 
energy  conservation  committee  has 
been  formed.  This  committee  is 
composed  of  three  maintenanace 
people,  two  members  of  the 
faculty,  two  students,  three 
administrators,  one  paraprofes- 
sional,  and  one  clerical  union 
representative. 

"We  have  chosen  people  from  all 
areas  so  that  we  can  get  a good 
representation  of  the  feelings  of 
everyone.” 

Some  of  the  objectives  of  the 
committee  are  as  follows:  to  sug- 
gest programs  for  saving  energy,  to 
recommend  ways  of  conserving 
energy  to  the  administration  and 
the  board,  to  establish  a hot-line 
where  anyone  can  get  involved  and 
possible  point  out  areas  for  energy 
conservation,  to  start  an  advertis- 
ing program  that  will  utilize  bill- 
boards, campus  media,  news- 
papers. alumni  letters,  bulletin 
boards,  and  perhaps  having  a 
conservation  contest  of  some  sort. 

Tarrant  felt  the  prime  concern  of 
the  committee  was  "funncling 
dollars  being  wasted  for  energy 
back  into  education." 

Tarrant  stated  he  would  like  to 
generate  publicity  for  the 
committee  to  let  people  know 
something  is  being  done. 

"Energy  costs  will  consume  50 


per  cent  of  the  budget  by  next  year 
and  money  will  have  to  be 
borrowed  from  the  educational 
fund.” 


If  everyone  conserves  and  helps 
outs,  Tarrant  feels  sure  "we  can 
take  that  $21,000  and  turn  it  into 
$100,000."

There  are  few  things  more  incon- 
siderate than  a student  walking 
into  class  late.  I am  not  speaking  of 
students  who  run  into  emergencies 
and  are  a few  minutes  late.  I am 
speaking  of  students  who  are 
continually  late  by  five  or  ten 
minutes  every  single  time  a class 
meets.  They  walk  in  and  disrupt 
the  teacher  and  class  every  day. 
This  shows  an  absolute  lack  of 
respect  for  teachers  who  are  in  the 
middle  of  lectures  and  get  their 
train  of  thought  disrupted,  are 
embarrassed,  and  lose  the  atten- 
tion of  the  students  as  they  all  look 
to  see  who  came  in.  Then,  on  top  of 
it,  the  instructor  must  repeat  the 
assignments  for  this  student  if  he, 
like  many  instructors,  gave  it  out  at 
the  start  of  the  class.  He  often  must 
hold  off  taking  attendance  until  the 
middle  or  end  of  class,  also. 

But,  students  are  not  the  only 
ones  guilty  of  this  annoying 
practice.

It  seems  that  Henry  Pillard. 
Director  of  Student  Affairs,  has 
more  on  his  mind  than  just  student 
affairs.  Pillard  is  an  inventor. 

“Most  of  my  thinking  occurs  at 
three  or  four  in  the  morning.  I just 
wake  up  that  early  and  that’s  when 
my  ideas  come,"  said  Pillard. 

One  of  Pillard's  brain  storms  is 
the  Totalizer,  which  is  an  exercise 
device  Pillard  developed  primarily 
for  athletes.  Though  very  simple  in 


structure,  the  Totalizer  can  be  used 
to  perform  more  than  30  variations 
of  exercises  and  can  be  equally 
compared  to  a S50.000  exercise 
machine. 

‘Tvc  been  thinking  about  it  for 
years.  I do  something  different 
every  summer  and  this  was  last 
summer's  project.” 

“The  purpose  of  the  Totalizer  is 
to  build>an  individual’s  strength  as 
well  as  develop  their  flexibility," 


Pillard  continued.  “Many  athletes 
who  lift  iron  weights  lose  their 
flexibility.  I think  that  instead  of 
lifting  iron  weights,  why  not  lift 
your  own  body?  So  much  of  the 
weight  athletes  carry  around  is  not 
beneficial.  Coaches  now  want 
flexibility  as  well  as  bulk." 

“It  can  be  made  as  hard  or  easy 
as  you  want.  The  device  is 
adjustable  where  it  has  to  be  with  a 
multiplicity  of  direction  and

Last  hurrah

No  interest,  no  tryouts,  no 
cheerleaders  just  about  sums  up 
the  chcerleading  situation  for  the 
remainder  of  this  year’s  basketball 
season. 

The  squad  has  dwindled  from 
seven  to  two  cheerleaders  accord- 
ing to  sponsor  Peggy  Francisco, 
"and  you  can’t  cheer  with  just  two 
people." 

"Most  of  the  girls  had  to  quit  the 
squad  because  of  scheduling  and 
jobs.  Some  of  the  girls  were 
carrying  too  many  hours  to  handle 
cheerlcading,  too,”  she  said. 

Since  only  seven  girls  tried  out  in 
the  first  place,  Francisco  said,  all  of 
them  were  put  on  the  squad. 
Because  everyone  made  the  squad, 
no  provisions  could  be  made  for 
replacing  cheerleaders  that  had  to 

Francisco  and  Athletic  Director 
Ken  Parker  had  a meeting  to 
discuss  the  possibility  of  holding  an 
emergency  tryout  to  fill  out  the 
squad  for  the  remainder  of  the 
year,  but  rejected  the  idea. 

“We’ve  had  two  tryouts  so  far 
and  very  little  interest  has  been 
shown,"  Francisco  said. 

“I’m  very  disappointed  in  the 
interest  shown,"  Francisco  said. 
“Last  year  we  invited  all  the  high 
school  cheerleading  squads  in  the 
area  to  come  cheer  at  a JuCo  game 
to  see  what  it  was  like.  Only 
Romeoville  came.” 

“It’s  hard  to  be  a cheerleader  at 
a community  college,”  she  contin- 
ued, "Too  many  people  have 
jobs.” 

In  spite  of  this  year’s  lack  of 
interest,  Francisco  is  willing  to  try 
again.  "You  can’t  throw  out  an 
organization  just  because  of  one 
bad  year,"  she  said. 

The  pom-pom  club,  Francisco 
agreed,  is  a good  addition  to  the 
chcerleading  circle  at  JJC.  “Wc 
are  glad  to  have  them,"  she  said. 
"Up  until  now  we  were  the  only 
school  in  the  conference  that  didn't 
have  pom-poms.” 

An  average  of  seven  pom-pom 
girls  attend  each  game.  In 
addition  to  their  pom-pom 


routine,  they  are  presently  filling 
the  space  vacated  by  the 
cheerleaders. 

The  pom-pom  club  is  supported 
by  the  Student  Government 
Association.  They  receive  no

different  muscles  are  used  each 
time  the  device  is  used." 

Pillard  applied  for  patent  in 
December  of  last  year  and  says  it’s 
been  indicated  that  the  Totalizer  is 
patentable,  and  is  now  being 
processed.  Along  with  JuCo, 
Providence  High  School  and  Engles 
Hospital  in  Harvey.  Illinois  each 
have  a Totalizer,  and  Notre  Dame 
has  put  in  an  order  for  two.  The 
Totalizers  which  Pillards  builds 
himself  sell  for  S1S0  each. 

“1  don't  like  waste  of  time  and  1 
detest  boredom.  The  stations  on 
the  Totalizer  can  be  completed  in 
five  or  ten  minutes  every  other  day 
to  keep  the  muscular  system  tuned 
up."  said  Pillard. 

"Coaches  arc  happy  with  it.  It’s 
novel  and  different  and  kids  enjoy 
using  it.  They  can  work  at  their  own 
pace  and  ability  level.  Also  it’s  not 
breakable,  it  has  all  the  things  you 
have  to  engineer  into  something 
including  durability  and  safety.” 

Another  invention  of  Pillard's  is 
the  reactor  sled  which  teaches  the 
fundamentals  of  football.  Used  by 
the  Chicago  Bears  the  sled 
simulates  the  movements  of  the 
opponent.  It  moves  laterally  and 
when  hit,  springs  back. 

"It  would  take  17  pages  to 
describe  exactly  what  it  docs," 
says  Football  Coach  Jerry  Yost. 
"When  we  were  the  only  ones  that 
had  a reactor  sled,  we  were  years 
ahead  of  other  teams." 


According  to  Yost,  getting  to 
practice  on  an  artificial  sled  instead 
of  on  live  bodies  causes  less 
injuries  and  throughout  the  season 
the  team  with  the  fewest  injuries 
has  the  advantage.  The  reactor  sled 
can  be  used  to  practice  blocking  at 
full  speed  which  can't  be  done 
when  practicing  on  humans.  Also 
the  sled  frees  players  to  practice 
rather  than  having  them  stand 
around  as  dummy  holders. 

"In  the  14  years  of  coaching  this 
is  unquestionably  the  finest  piece 
of  training  apparatus  I’ve  seen.  It’s 
a valuable  teaching  aid  and  I'm 
glad  the  teams  wc  play  don’t  have 


Also,  Pillard  is  in  the  process  of 
developing  a self  defense-wrestling 
maniquin,  which  is  flexible  and 
stands  upright. 

"I’m  very  surprised  the  Russians 
haven’t  perfected  it  yet.  I spent  one 
summer  on  it,"  said  Pillard  "and 
it's  almost  perfected  but  at  the  last 
minute  I was  talked  into  becoming 
sophisticated  and  using  a mold 
with  polyethcnc  foam." 

“It's  not  patented  yet  because  of 
the  foam  situation.  I'm  waiting  for 
a chemical  company  to  come  up 
with  the  highly  sophisticated  foam, 
so  as  yet  it's  still  in  the  drawing 
boards." 

"I  love  to  do  things  that  arc  my 
own  bag.  I love  inovation  and  I love 
to  putz  around,”  Pillard  concluded.

Wolves  to  host  Sectionals 


The  regular  season  has  come  to 
an  end  and  the  Wolves  are  ready 
for  the  Sectional  Basketball 
Tournament  at  JJC,  which  they  will 
be  hosting. 

Six  teams  will  participate  with 


two  of  them  receiving  first  round 
byes.  The  number  one  seated  team 
is  the  College  of  DuPage,  which  is 
currently  ranked  sixteenth  in  the 
nation  and  first  in  the  state.  Also, 
DuPage  was  this  year’s  conference 


champ  with  a 12-2  record. 

The  Wolves,  who  are  seated 
second  in  the  tournament  are 
currently  rated  sixth  in  the  state. 
The  Wolves  wound  up  with  third 
place  in  the  N4C  conference  with  a 
9-5  record  and  an  18-9  overall 
record. 

Two  teams  advanced  past  the 
first  round  Monday  -night.  Illinois 
Valley,  who  finished  fourth  in  the 
N4C  with  a record  of  8-6,  defeated 
Kishwaukee  and  Waubonsie,  who 
defeated  the  Wolves  earlier  in  the 
season,  defeated  Moraine  Valley. 

The  two  teams  will  play 
Wednesday  night  and  the  winner 
will  advance  to  the  championship 
on  Thursday.

The  Student  Government  Associ- 
ation has  voted  to  spend  SI  10  on 
food  for-  members  who  attend  the 
SGA  Leadership  Conference  on 
March  11  and  12. 

The  motion  was  voted  down  at 
the  February  23  SGA  meeting  in 
D-Mall. 

However,  the  matter  was 
brought  up  at  the  March  2 meeting 
and.  according  to  one  SGA  member 
who  attended  the  meeting,  "was 
almost  unanimously  passed." 

Reasons  given  by  members  of 
the  SGA  for  voting  in  favor  of  the 
measure  was  that  it  would  keep 
students  at  the  college  for  the  lunch 
period.  It  was  believed  that  if 


students  left  the  college  for  lunch, 
they  may  not  come  back  for  the 
remainder  of  the  conference. 

Another  reason  was  the  low  cost 
of  providing  food  for  the  estimated 
SO  to  60  students  to  attend. 

“It  gives  students  who  are  on 
tight  budgets  an  initiative  to  attend 
the  conference,  also."  said  another 
SGA  member. 

Objections  raised  at  the  Feb- 
ruary 23  meeting  to  the  measure 
concerned  whether  the  spending  of 
student  money  for  this  purpose  was 
ethical  or  not.  At  that  time,  the 
motion  was  voted  down  un- 
animously.

JJC  evaluation  this  month 


Youth  Art  Month 
displays  wares

Many  students  at  Joliet  Junior 
College  will  be  transferring  to  a 
four  year  college  or  university  after 
their  freshman  or  sophomore  term. 
These  students  will  want  the 
credits  they  earned  here  to  be 
acceptable  to  the  school  they 
transfer  to. 

Many  students  also  receive 
financial  aid  from  JJC.  These 
students  also  want  their  financial 
assistance  to  continue. 

The  North  Central  Accreditation 
Association  will  be  visiting  JuCo 
March  28-30  for  nn  evaluation.  The 
decision  of  the  team  will  determine 
just  how  well  JJC's  credit  and 
financial  aid  program  will  transfer 
in  the  future. 

JJC  President  Dr.  Harold 
McAninch,  explained  that  JuCo 
was  accredited  in  1972  for  a period 
of  five  years.  Prior  to  this  JJC  had 
been  accredited  for  a period  of 
three  years  and  was  on  a three-year 
probation.  A school  can  get  a 
maximum  of  10  years  accredititon. 

In  preparation  for  the  visit.  JJC 
must  define  what  its  goals  and 
objectives  are,  and  point  out  its 
strengths  and  weaknesses. 

JuCo  has  been  preparing  for 
North  Central  since  the  Spring  of 
1976.  At  this  time  Silas  Ellingson, 
department  head  of  mathematics, 
and  Dr.  Dwight  Davis,  executive 
vice  president  for  instructional 
services,  were  appointed  by 


McAninch  to  head  a self-study 
program  at  JJC. 

A four  month  long  program 
began  in  fall  1976.  It  was  run  by 
100  JJC  employees  from  a wide 
variety  of  fields,  and  35  students. 

This  committee  involved  several 
areas  of  study.  One  of  these  areas 
was  compiling  information  on  the 
background  and  setting  of  JuCo.  In 
this  area  the  philosophy,  history, 
profile,  and  student  profile  of  the 
school  were  studied. 

The  organization  and  self- 
assessment  ot  JJC  was  another 
area  studied.  Things  such  as 
administrations,  faculty,  financial 
resources,  curriculum,  instruction, 
student  services,  staff,  long  range 
planning,  and  campus  services 
were  investigated. 

Much  of  the  information 
gathered  for  this  self-study  was 
from  a questionnaire  passed  out  in 
the  classrooms  at  the  beginning  of 
the  fall  semester.  Students  were 
asked  to  answer  a variety  of 
questions  on  JJC  in  the  form  of 
agree,  strongly  agree,  disagree, 
and  strongly  disagree.  The 
questions  were  concerned  with 
such  things  as  the  ability  of  the 
staff  and  faculty,  the  efficiency  of 
student  services,  and  the  actual 
physical  setting  of  the  college. 

The  feelings,  indications,  and 
results  of  the  self-study,  as  well  as 
plans  for  extensive  long  range 
planning  at  JuCo  are  detailed  in  a 
booklet  entitled  Institutional  Self- 


Study.  The  booklet  is  available  to 
any  student  simply  by  asking  at  the 
LRC  desk. 

The  North  Central  Association 
team  is  made  up  of  five  members. 
The  team  will  talk  to  students, 
faculty,  board  members,  and  the 
administration.  This  will  help  them 
get  an  overall  view  of  what  is 
happening  at  JJC.  They  will  also 
read  and  discuss  the  self-study. 

At  the  end  of  the  three  days  they 
will  compile  what  they  discovered 
and  send  it  to  McAninch  for 
correction  of  facts  only. 

They  decide  what  to  recommend 
concerning  JuCo  and  send  it  to  the 
North  Central  offices.  They  then 
also  give  a copy  of  this 
recommendation  to  McAninch. 
McAninch  will  then  appear  before 
a review  committee  in  July, 
regardless  of  whether  JuCo  is 
accepted  or  not. 

The  results  of  the  team's 
decision  will  not  be  made  public 
until  July. 

The  amount  of  accreditation  time 
JJC  receives  will  depend  on  how 
many  problems  the  association 

"1  hope  for  a longer  period  than 
five  years,"  McAninch  said.  He 
does  believe  that  there  is  some 
value  in  going  through  the 
extensive  evaluation  more  than 
every  10  years. 

Many  educational  institutions 
are  going  through  the  evaluation  at 
this  time.  This  is  done  for  almost  all

First  (2/18).  I must  disagree 
somewhat  with  you  on  the  Security 
Department  during  the  week.  On 
an  extremely  cold  day  in  late 
January,  I had  to  ride  home  with  a 
friend.  When  her  car  wouldn't 
start,  she  called  Security,  and  was 
told  at  3:30  p.m.  that  "someone 
would  be  out  in  about  15  minutes." 
We  went  out  to  her  car  and  sat;  I 
believe  we  also  had  the  hood  up.  At 
any  rate,  it  was  4:30  p.m.  when  I 
decided  to  walk  back  to  the  main 
building  to  try  to  find  out  what  had 
happened  to  Security.  During  the 
time  which  we  were  freezing  in  the 
car,  the  truck  had  been  nowhere  in 
sight.  As  I reached  the  sidewalk  by 
the  auto  labs,  the  truck  came  out 
and  the  driver  asked  me  if  my  car 
wasjhe  one  at  the  far  end  of  the 
parking  lot.  I informed  him  that  it 
was  my  girlfriend’s  car,  and  the 
she  was  still  there.  He  gave  me  a 
ride  to  the  car,  then  started  it  for 
us.  My  complaint  is:  Why  did  it 
take  them  so  long  to  get  out  there, 
if  they  (apparently)  were  in  the 
buildings  all  the  time?  One  officer 
did  stop  briefly  and  “wisely" 
informed  us  that  the  car  wouldn't 
start  because  it  was  too  cold.

‘George  M’  coming  to  JJC 


The  life  and  music  of  Cohan  will 
be  presented  by  the  JC  Players  on 
April  28,  29,  30,  and  May  5,  6,  7, 
when  they  present  the  musical 
George  M.  at  8 p.m.  in  the  Joliet 
Junior  College  Theatre'. 

George  M.  Cohan,  known  as  the 
-Yankee  Doodle  Boy,  set  the 
standards  for  early  American 
musical  comedy.  He  had  a great 
influence  on  the  style  of  the  stories, 
songs,  and  presentation  of  musical 
theatre  before  World  War  I. 

He  took  the  musical  comedy  out 
of  European  settings  and  adapted  it 
to  American  settings  and  culture, 
using  everyday  people  as  his  main 
characters.  His  stories  were  fast 
paced,  emphasizing  patriotism, 


family  life,  and  the  American  work 
ethic.  Some  of  his  better  known 
plays  are:  Little  Johnny  Jones, 
Forty-Five  Minutes  from  Broad- 
way, and  George  Washington,  Jr. 

Cohan  wrote  over  one  hundred 
songs.  One  song,  "Over  There," 
won  him  the  Congressional  Medal 
of  Honor.  He  wrote  patriotic 
melodies,  romantic  ballads,  and 
broadway  tunes  that  set  the  pace 
for  song  writing  in  the  early  20th 
Century.  Some  of  his  better  known 
melodies  are:  "Yankee  Doodle 
Dandy,”  “Give  My  Regards  to 
Broadway,”  “It’s  a Grand  Old 
Flag,"  "Mary  is  a Grand  Old 
Name,”  "Harrigan,"  and  "So 
Long  Mary." 


As  a young  man,  Cohan  acted  as 
his  family's  vaudeville  manager; 
then  in  1904,  he  entered  into  a 
producing  partnership  with  Sam  H. 
Harris.  For  the  next  ten  years  they 
produced  not  only  Cohan  musicals, 
but  plays  by  other  authors.

Eligible  students  may  borrow  up 
to  a maximum  of  S100  for  a period 
of  90  days  with  one  possible 
extension  of  two  months.  Loans 
may  be  used  for  items  such  as

Eligibility  for  this  loan  is  based 
on  a number  of  factors  including 
need  for  the  funds,  your  attitude,

complete  your  degree  at  JJC. 

This  loan  is  interest  free  unless  not 
repaid  by  the  due  date.  Once 
declared  delinquent,  a I'/i  percent 
per  month  interest  charge  on  the 
unpaid  balance  will  be  assessed

This  is  in  response  to  the  letter 
from  the  female  student,  printed 
March  4,  1977  dissatisfied  beedtise 
of  the  traffic  back-up  the  day 
classes  were  dismissed  early,  as 
well  as  having  to  wait  for  assistance 
in  the  starting  of  her  car  (on  a 
completely  separate  occasion) 
parked  in  the  student  parking  area. 

Did  she  ever  stop  to  ask  why  the 
traffic  was  backed  up  and  she, 
along  with  many  others,  were 
forced  to  endure  a 40  minute  wait 
that  particular  day?  Other  than 
blowing  snow,  one  lane  roadways 
due  to  drifting  snow,  gusting 
winds,  zero  visibility,  and  everyone 
attempting  to  leave  campus  at  the 
same  time  might  be  a few  of  the 
reasons  why,  but  there  were  a 
series  of  contributing  factors.  It  is 
quite  simple,  if  you  stop  to  think  of 
it  in  the  proper  perspective,  why 
traffic  was  snarled  up.  Just  beyond 
the  North  Farmhouse  a Seven-Up 
truck  was  blocking  one  complete 
traffic  lane  by  being  partially  in  and 
out  of  the  ditch.  At  the  other  end, 
the  South  Farmhouse,  a city  snow 
plow  was  paralyzed  with  a flat  tire. 
Both  of  these  vehicles  created  a 
traffic  back-up  for  those  motorists 
travelling  on  Houbolt  thus  bringing 
JJC  outgoing  traffic  to  a stand  still. 
Security  does  not  have  the 
authority  to  stop  Houbolt  Avenue 
traffic  and  allow  the  college  traffic 
to  leave  the  campus  exit  drive. 

While  you  were  sitting  disgusted 
with  the  back-up  situation  and 
Security  for  not  doing  something 
about  it,  we  were  involved  in  our 
"normal”  flow  of  duties.  We  were 
busy  giving  "hot  shots”,  opening 
locked  vehicle  doors,  giving  road 
and  weather  reports  to  those  who 
asked,  informing  many  that  the 
back-up  would  take  them  30  to  40 
minutes  to  reach  Houbolt  and  then 
even  longer  to  get  to  their  original 
destination,  unlocking  offices  with- 
in the  main  buildings,  and  going 
through  the  temporary  buildings 
informing  instructors  and  students 
that  classes  had  been  dismissed. 

Furthermore,  in  regards  to 
waiting  approximately  one  hour  for 
vehicle  assistance.  You  arc  not  the 
only  one  who  at  that  particular  time 
of  day  will  call  or  come  into  the 
office  and  ask  for  help  in  starting  of 
a vehicle.  On  cold  days  the  officers 
have  a list  of  people  waiting  for  the 
same  form  of  assistance,  and  they 
are  helped  in  the  order  in  which 
they  "call  in"  for  this  assistance. 
Quite  possibly,  what  happened  was 
some  form  of  mechanical  trouble 
with  the  starter  unit.  Maybe  that  is 
why  when  you  went  looking  for  the 
truck  you  saw  it  emerging  from  the 
Auto  Shop.  After  all,  it  is  used  so 
much  that  every  now  and  then  it 
must  also  have  some  form  of  work 
done  on  it  to  keep  it  running.  If  you 
found  the  wait  so  long  why  didn’t 
you  do  the  next  best  and  fastest 
thing  and  call  a local  service 
station  for  assistance?

Obstacles  a big  handicap

There  are  many  students 
attending  Joliet  Junior  College  who 
are  handicapped.  And,  because  of 
the  rising  enrollment,  many  more 
will  be  here  in  the  very  near  future. 

For  the  handicapped  person, 
going  to  college  presents  a much 
bigger  challenge  than  that  facing 
the  average  student. 

Not  only  are  there  emotional 
obstacles  confronting  the  handi- 
capped student,  but  there  are 
actual  physical  obstacles  to 
overcome. 

In  June  of  1975  a committee  was 
set  up  to  determine  the  needs  of 
handicapped  students  attending 
JJC.  Jacqueline  A.  Solfronk,  Ph.d., 
was  chairperson  of  the  committee. 

In  a report  on  the  study  made  by 
the  committee,  several  important 
problem  areas  within  JuCo  were 
brought  to  attention,  and  recom- 
mendations were  made. 

One  area  discussed  was  Acti- 
vities. The  committee  felt  that 
special  sports  and  fun  activities 
should  be  set  aside  especially  for 
the  handicapped  student.  These 
aclivites  can  be  geared  to  meet  the 
special  needs  these  students  have. 

A big  problem  considered  was 
architectural  barriers.  Ken  War- 
man,  a psychology  instructor  at 
JJC,  recently  broke  his  foot. 

"When  they  built  this  building 
they  made  it  scenic,  and  spacious. 
We  have  been  concerned  with 
saving  energy  in  terms  of  fuel.  Now 
let’s  think  of  saving  some  human 


energy,"  Warmen  said. 

"This  building  presents  a lot  of 
problems  to  any  person  with  a 
handicap.  Just  getting  to  class  can 
turn  into  a huge  feat,"  he  said. 

"If  they  think  of  adding  onto  this 
building  they  might  consider 
getting  a group  of  consultants  with 
handicaps  so  that  they  get  a better 
idea  of  how  to  design  a building 
more  suited  to  their  needs." 

Another  thing  Warman  has 
noticed  is  the  difficulty  of  just 
getting  from  the  parking  lot  to  the 


building. 

"1  notice  that  the  JJC  vehicles 
used  by  agriculture  and  mainten- 
ance drive  right  up  to  the 
building,"  he  said.  "This  would  be 
a good  idea  for  those  people  in 
wheelchairs  or  on  crutches,  too. 
For  instance,  the  auto  shop  could 
have  some  kind  of  space  set  aside 
for  parking.  That  way,  the  people 
could  just  walk  right  into  the 
building." 

Among  the  suggestions  offered 
in  the  committee's  report  were 


those  dealing  with  ramps.  For  one, 
there  should  be  no  ramps  on 
curbing  at  the  parking  lot. 

And  when  there  are  ramps  they 
should  be  less  steep  and  covered 
with  a non-skid  material.  In  icy 
weather  these  ramps  are  very 
slippery’  and  dangerous. 

Another  suggestion  was  to  turn 
more  of  the  staircases  into  ramps 
accessible  by  wheelchairs. 

As  Warman  pointed  out  "There 
is  only  one  elevator  serving  the 
ABCD  buildings  and  that  can  turn 


into  a long  jaunt." 

The  doors  at  JJC  are  presenting 
a problem,  too.  The  committee 
suggested  that  electric  doors  be 
installed.  "It  can  be  very  hard  to 
get  a door  open  from  a wheelchair 
or  on  crutches  with  a lot  of  books,” 
Solfronk  said. 

Some  other  recommendations 
given  were:  more  elevators,  lower 
elevator  buttons,  water  fountains, 
pencil  sharpeners,  and  telephones, 
Braille  signs  and  menus  and  better 
scheduling  of  classes.

Cooper’s  two  wheeler 
saves  energy , money

"One  day  a big  dog  ran  out.  I 
thought  he’d  just  bark  at  me  or 
chase  me  for  awhile,  but  instead  he 
ran  straight  into  the  back  of  my 
front  wheel.  I flew  over  the 
handlebars  and  landed  with  my 
feet  through  the  wheel.  Neither  of 
us  were  hurt,  but  we  both  sure 
were  scared." 

This  is  one  of  JJC  Math 
Instructor  Ivan  Cooper’s  exper- 
iences on  a bicycle.  Cooper  who 
lives  near  St.  Joseph's  Hospital  has 
ridden  his  bicycle  steadily  to  work 
for  the  past  two  years. 

I started  riding  a bike  to 
graduate  school  because  it  was 
three  or  four  miles  from  the 
housing."  said  Cooper.  "I  ride 
because  it's  good  exercise,  saves 
money,  and  I like  to  think  I'm 
conserving  energy." 

Cooper  who  takes  Glcnwood. 
Caterpillar  Drive.  McDonough 
Street,  and  Houbolt  Road  on  his 


way  to  school,  rides  10  piiles  each 
day  on  his  AMF  10-speed. 

Having  had  several  near 
accidents.  Cooper  says  it's  always 
hectic  when  there's  traffic. 

"McDonough  Street's  the  worst 
because  it's  narrow  and  the 
students  go  very  fast  sometimes," 
says  Cooper.  "Houbolt  Road  is 
wider  with  plenty  of  room  for  two 
cars  and  myself." 

According  to  Cooper,  driver 
reactions  arc  mixed.  "I've  been 
cussed  out  a few  limes.  A few  of 
the  drivers  have  taught  me  a few 
extra  words  I didn't  know  before, 
but  most  arc  quite  tolerant  of  me.  I 
ride  in  the  right  hand  lane  and 
follow  the  rules  of  the  road." 

Though  Cooper  says  it's  much 
more  comfortable  to  ride  in  the 
summer  because  of  warmer 
temperatures  and  belter  visibility, 
he  does  ride  in  the  winter. 

"I  dress  warm  with  thermal 
underwear,  a heavy  coat  and  gloves 


and  a ski  mask.  A bicycle  has 
surprising  traction,  but  I worry 
about  the  cars  so  I don't  ride  when 
it's  slippery.  I was  only  able  to  ride 
two  days  this  February  because  of 
the  roads  and  the  visibility  which 
isn't  good  in  the  winter  because 
some  cars  don't  scrape  their 
windows,  and  sometimes  my 
glasses  get  fogged  up." 

In  u very  conservative  calcul- 
ation. Cooper  says  he  saves  an 
estimated  5100  a year. 

Cooper's  advice  to  others  who 
might  want  to  ride  their  bike,  to 
school  is  to  get  a good  bike  in  good 
mechanical  order,  try  to  ride  at 
non-peak  periods.  "1  try  to  ride 
after  the  8 a.m.  and  before  the  9 
a.m.  rush  to  avoid  Caterpillar  and 
school  traffic.”  It's  also  important 
to  obey  traffic  laws.  I hate  to  see 
bicycles  all  over  the  road."

Rush  hits  travel 


With  Easter  vacation  coming  up. 
the  word  “Florida"  is  on  the  lips  of 
many  sludents-but  even  more  so 
for  local  travel  agents. 

"Wc  thought  things  would  quiet 
down  after  Christmas,"  said  Joliet 
Travel's  Holly  Wachtl.  "But  the 
rush  hasn’t  stopped  yet." 

Many  airline  reservations  and 
hotel  accommodations  were  booked 
as  far  in  advance  as  December. 
"Booking  your  reservations  this  far 
in  advance  is  a good  idea."  Wachtl 
said.  "This  way  you'll  get  the  hotel 
and  room  that  you  want  and  you're 
assured  of  a reservation.  Now 
many  hotel  reservations  are 
closed."  she  said. 

Nearly  all  of  the  scats  for  flights 
to  Florida  are  taken  now  as  well. 
"The  only  scats  available  now  arc 
last  minute  cancellations.  But  those 
are  rare,"  she  continued. 

The  most  inexpensive  flight  to 
Florida  is  the  freedom  fare.  This 
$165.  round  trip  fare  must  be 
booked  two  weeks  in  advance  and 
stipulates  that  you  must  stay  more 


than  a week  and  less  than  30  days. 
In  comparison,  regular  flights  cost 
approximately  $200.  round  trip. 
Many  of  these  flights  require  a 
plane  change  since  most  of  the  air 
traffic  is  directed  to  Miami  and 

Despite  the  large  number  of 
people  flying  to  Florida.  Wachtl 
doesn't  believe  that  many  people 
will  need  to  rent  cars.  "A  lot  of  kids 
cither  hitch  hike  or  stay  in  the  area 
near  their  hotel,"  she  said.  "The 
extra  $S9  to  rent  a small  car  isn't 
needed  unless  you  plan  to  travel 
around  Florida,"  she  added. 

For  the  age  group  that  travels  to 
Florida  over  Easter,  car  renting  is 
limited,  since  you  must  be  21  or 
over  to  rent  a car.  Wachtl  ranged 
the  age  group  from  17  to  23. 

The  most  popular  resorts  in 
Florida  are  Daytona  and  Ft. 
Lauderdale.  Miami  and  Tampa  run 
a close  second  because  their 
airports  carry  most  of  the  air  traffic 
in  Florida.

Save  $ in  Florida

A new  disease  has  sprung  up 
among  students  at  JJC  called 
"Florida  on  the  brain."  Symptpms 
of  this  disease  include  arrange- 
ments being  made  at  the  last 
minute  as  well  as  the  often 
repeated  phrase,  "I've  got  so  much 
to  do." 

For  the  Florida  travelers  at  JJC. 
two  Daytona  veterans.  Nancy  Bayci 
and  Jane  Curran,  have  advice  to 
help  vacationers  save  money,  but 
still  have  a good  time. 

One  of  the  biggest  expenses 
involved  is  hotel  accomodations. 
The  best  way  to  save  money  on 
hotels  is  to  stay  away  front  large 
chains  such  as  Holiday  Inn  or 
Howard  Johnson’s.  Two  inex- 
pensive hotels  in  Daytona  arc  the 
Daytona  Inn  and  the  Carousel, 
according  to  Curran. 

Many  people  save  money  on 
‘ rooms  by  not  registering  all  the 
people  in  the  room.  If  that's  the 
case,  then  be  nice  to  the  maids  and 
leave  them  some  beer,  Bayci  said. 

Another  money  saver  is  a room 
with  a kitchenette.  The  money 
saved  by  cooking  your  own  meals 
will  more  than  make  up  for  the 
extra  price  for  the  kitchenette.  "If 


agents 

Several  advantages  to  making 
arrangements  through  a travel 
agent  include  saving  time  and 
money.  Wachtl  explained  that  with 
excursion  flights,  the  tickets  must 
be  picked  up  two  weeks  in  advance 
at  the  airport.  Also,  since  many 
flights  don't  go  directly  to  popular 
resorts  like  Daytona  and  Ft. 
Lauderdale,  long  distance  calls 
must  be  made  to  the  different 
airlines  to  find  out  which  one  takes 
you  to  the  city  of  your  choice.  For 
example,  only  one  flight  made  by 
Eastern  Airlines  goes  to  Daytona 
during  the  Easter  season. 

Travel  agents  can  also  give 
people  an  idea  of  what  hotels  arc 
available  in  different  price  ranges. 
They  can  take  the  time  to  sit  down 
with  a customer  and  work  out  the 
kind  of  vacation  he  wants. 

Wachtl  stressed  that  travel 
agents  don't  charge  customers  for 
making  travel  arrangements.  "Wc 
more  or  less  work  for  the  airlines 
and  hotels  that  wc  book  for. 


you  don’t  get  a kitchen,  call  out  for 
food  off  the  beach  to  save  money." 
said  Bayci. 

If  you're  not  interested  in  saving 
on  rooms,  the  nicer  hotels  in 
Daytona  arc  the  Holiday  Inns,  the 
Mayan  Inn  and  Treasure  Island. 

Another  big  expense  on  vacation 
is  food.  "One  of  the  cheapest  ways 
to  cat  is  to  go  off  the  beach  to  eat, 
especially  for  breakfast.”  Curran 
said.  Places  such  as  Steak  and 
Shake. -Crusty's  and  Crystal's  have 
good,  but  inexpensive  carry-outs. 
For  a nicer  dinner  without  the  extra 
cost.  Bayci  recommended  an  Italian 
restaurant  called  Villa  Capri.  If 
your  room  includes  a kitchenette, 
take  food  down  with  you. 

Curran  and  Bayci  have  many  tips 
for  keeping  down  the^liquor  bill. 
"First  of  all.”  said  Curran,  "find  a 
guy  to  buy  you  drinks."  If  you're 
not  fortunate  enough  to  be  a girl, 
Bayci  added  that,  "you  can  buy 
beer  cheaper  at  a grocery  store,  not 
a ljquor  store."  Curran  advises  to. 
"attend  happy  hours  regularly." 

One  of  the  cheaper  bars  in 
Daytona  is  the  Beachcomber. 
Curran  explained  that  from 
Monday  through  Thursday,  the 
Beachcomber  charges  females  a $3 
cover  charge  to  get  in  with  free 
drinks  till  midnight.  This  fee. 
besides  covering  free  drinks,  also 
pays  for  an  hour  of  disco  and  an 
hour  of  live  music. 

In  rating  other  bars.  Curran  said. 
"Big  Daddy's  is  nice,  but  it's  an 
expensive  evening."  This  bar  holds 
about  3.000  or  4.000  people  and  it's 
four  stories  high.  "We  suggest 
you  avoid  the  boardwalk  because 
it's  primarily  high  school  kids."

"Classes  should  somehow  be 
scheduled  to  make  it  easier  for  the 
handicapped  student  or  teacher.  Of 
course  there  is  some  limit  to  the 
flexibility  of  class  scheduling,  but. 
at  this  time  it  is  left  totally  up  to  the 
student  or  teacher  to  try  and  fit 
their  classes  together  so  they  do 
not  need  to  travel  a mile."  Warman 


Some  students  who  get  injured  in 
the  middle  of  semester  have  had  to 
drop  classes  because  of  this. 

Solfronk  added  "Some  schools 
urc  set  up  to  serving  the 
handicapped  person.  SIU 
(Southern  Illinois  University)  is 
one.  For  example  they  have  the 
building  set  up  with  Braille  maps 
for  blind  students." 


The  committee  also  felt  that 
educating  students  and  faculty  to 
the  needs  of  the  handicapped  is 
important. 

Workshops  could  be  set  up. 
Another  idea  is  to  arrange  for  a 
work-study  program  that  employs 
students  to  aid  other  students  or 
teachers  who  may  need  some 
assistance. 

“During  this  time  1 was 
immobile  because  of  my  foot  1 sure 
noticed  a lot  of  things  that  needed 
improvement.  You  really  have  to 
have  a problem,  like  this  handicap, 
to  appreciate  it  fully." 

"Because  we  are  going  to  be 
getting  so  many  more  students 
with  handicaps,  we  must  try  to 
improve  certain  areas  to  meet  their 
needs,"  Solfronk  said.

played  an  important  role  in 
mythology  through  the  ages.  As 
with  many  creatures  of  mythology, 
this  has  given  the  snake  a bad 
reputation. 

Scott  Olson,  a para-professor  in 
JJC’s  Biology  department,  ex- 
plained away  some  of  the  fears  as 
he  let  himself  be  hugged  by  a 
resident  rainbow  boa  constrictor. 

JJC  has  two  such  snakes  that  are 
kept  in  a temperature  controlled 
glass  box  in  the  Biology  Depart- 

Thc  snakes  arc  used  by  the 
biology  students  to  study  the 
manners  of  live  snakes.  They  arc 
also  used  by  the  psychology  classes 
to  demonstrate  and  discuss  how 
fears  arc  learned. 

JuCo’s  snakes  arc  both  males 
and  do  not  have  any  names.  Olson 
said  "They  are  hard  to  tell  apart. 
Both  arc  about  the  same  size, 
measuring  four  to  four  and  a half 


feet  in  length." 

The  snakes  are  about  seven 
years  old  and  are  brown  in 
coloring.  They  love  to  wind  about 
tree  limbs  and  just  lay  around. 

Olson  stated  "they  are  very  easy 
to  keep  because  they  have  very  few 
needs.  They  only  eat  about  once  a 
month.  They  cat  five  to  six  live 
mice.  They  will  not  eat  dead 
animals.  They  squeeze  their  prey 
causing  suffocation. 

"They  are  not  poisonous  and 
have  very  small  teeth.  They  will  not 
bite  unless  startled." 

Contrary  to  popular  belief, 
snakes  arc  not  slimy.  In  fact,  they 
have  a dry  skin  that  is  a little 
rough. 

Olson  advised  "Do  not  go  out 
and  try  to  pick  up  a snake  in  the 
wild,  though.  You  do  not  know 
what  you  might  be  getting  into,  and 
the  snakes  in  the  wild  arc  not  used 
to  being  handled."

It  appears  that  way.  at  least  in 
technical  and  vocational  areas,  in 
nursing  or  in  culinary  arts.

student,  after  two  years  of  training, 
is  ready  to  enter  his  field 
professionally. 

Andrew  L.  Mihelich,  JJC 
Placement  Coordinator,  feels  nur- 
sing students  are  the  easiest  to 
place.  This  opinion  is  backed  up  by 
nursing  Department  Chairperson 
Mrs.  Laura  Cato.  According  to 
Mrs.  Cato  all  the  nursing  students 


graduating  from  JJC  have  nursing 
jobs  and  most  have  a choice  of 
more  than  one  opening. 

Mrs.  Cato  added  that  in  the  eight 
years  that  JuCo  has  had  a school  of 
nursing.  195  people  have  gra- 
duated and  all  have  become 
registered  nurses.  She  also  added 
(hat  the  school  of  nursing  here  is 
presently  being  considered  for

accreditation  by  the  National 
League  for  Nursing.  If  they  arc 
given  accreditation,  she  expluined, 
it  will  mean  that  they  huve 
achieved  a high  standard  of 
excellence  in  their  training  of 
nursing. 

In  the  areas  of  technical  und 
vocational  training,  placement  has 
been  fairly  cusy.  Unions  have 
impaired  the  hirings  of  students 
attending  JJC  straight  out  of  high 
school  says  electronics  instructor 
Glen  Mazur. 

"The  union*  would  rather  have 
you  hired  first  and  then  go  to  school 
part  time,"  Many  of  the  students, 
about  50  per  cent,  arc  apprentices 
sent  to  school  by  the  industry  that 
employs  them,"  said  Ma/ur. 

"Placement  in  electronics  is 
tremendous"  said  electrical  ins- 
tructor James  King.  Both  he  and 
Mazur  agreed,  however,  that 
placement  would  be  better  if  the 
curriculum  followed  by  Classes  at 
JJC.  the  satellite  schools  and  the 
government  sponsored  classes 
were  all  the  same. 

"They  all  get  the  same  diploma, 
but  their  background  isn't  the 
same."  said  King. 

If  a student  taking  classes  at  a 
satellite  goes  on  the  job  and  can’t 
do  something  that  a student  taking 
the  same  class  at  JJC  can,  it’s  a 
bad  reflection  on  the  whole 
program,  he  explained. 


"Placement  depends  u lot  on  the 
student,"  said  uuto  instructor 
Arthur  Philip. 

"We  make  student  employable. 
It's  up  to  the  student  after  (hut," 
he  explained.  "You  can  gel  a job  in 
automotive  mechanics  anytime  If 
you're  willing  to  relocate. ” 

Philip  pointed  out  that  there  is  no 
way  of  "prcquulifylng"  students 
"Someone  with  u degree  in 
liberul  arts  will  come  bock  here  und 
gel  an  associates  degree  in 
mechanics  or  electronics  to  full 
back  tin.  There's  no  way  to  tell  how 
many  graduates  actually  will  work 
ut  what  they're  trained  fur." 

■Students  can  get  job  leads  from 
their  instructors  or  the  placement 
office  according  to  Mihelich. 

The  placement  office  he  said 
tries  to  support  student  activities. 

The  office  helps  students  identify 
companies  Ihol  arc  Interested  in 
hiring  students,  helps  fill  out  job 
applications,  located  sources  of 
occupation  information  and  write 
job  resumes. 

"Don't  underestimate  yourself," 
said  Mihelich.  "Gass  study  can  be 
used  as  related  work  experience 
"In  the  placement  office  is  a list 
of  steps  to  lake  in  looking  for  u job 
It  advises  to  analyze  yourself  and 
your  goals,  decide  where  you  want 
to  work.  Success  depends  on  how 
well  you  arc  prepared  und  how  well 
you  can  sell  yourself."

ities.  The  board  visits  and  inspects 
the  classes,  maintains  records  for 
the  state,  reports  the  teaching 
situation  to  the  county,  carries  out 
recommendations  of  the  adminis- 
tration in  regards  to  revenue,  and 
adopts  and  enforces  laws  for  the 

Savage  stated  his  reasons  for 
running  "1  live  in  Wesley 
Township  in  the  south  of 
Wilmington.  Most  of  the  people 
who  ran  were  from  Joliet." 

"1  felt  it  would  be  good  to  have 
some  outside  representation.  If  a 
student  commutes  long  distances 
to'JuCo  he  has  unique  problems. 

"The  administration  could  use 
improvement  in  areas  dealing  with 
the  communities  other  than 
Joliet." 

"For  example,  it  is  a real 
aggravation  when  calling  in  to  sign 
up  for  a class.  If  you  live  outside 
the  area  code,  and  are  calling  long 
distance,  as  I have  to  do.  you  will 


probably  get  put  on  hold  for  ten 
minutes.  There  should  also  be 
more  allowance  for  car  pools, 
weather,  activities,  etc." 

Savage  felt  he  lost  because  "a  lot 
of  people  in  my  precinct  did  not 
vote.  I also  didn't  do  very  much 
campaigning.  Several  of  the 
candidates  ran  ads  in  the 
newspaper,  for  example. 

"And,  in  quite  a few  cases, 
people  just  vote  for  a name  without 
knowing  one  thing  about  the 
candidate.  They  actually  do  not 
know  who  they  are  voting  for,  or 

Savage  was  rather  disappointed. 
Especially  because  "the  two 
fellows  elected  were  from  the  Joliet 
area  and  we  will  go  without  outside 
representation  again." 

Savage  ran  last  year  and  lost.  He 
says  he  will  not  run  again  because 
"I  sort  of  got  the  message  that  I 
was  not  wanted  when  I came  in 
fifth  out  of  five."

Tuesday  we  know-yes  or  no 


There  is  a cautious  optimism 
among  the  administration  concern- 
ing the  May  10th  referendum. 

There  has  been  a generally 
favorable  response  from  the 
students  and  outside  community, 
but  administrators,  still  fear  that 
students.  - while  favoring  the 
measure,  will  not  go  out  on 
Tuesday  and  actually  vote. 

"The  main  problem  is  still 
getting  the  students  to  the  polls  to 
actually  vote,"  said  JJC  President 
Dr.  Harold  McAninch.  "We  figure 
that  the  poorer  the  turnout  the 
worse  our  chances  are  that  the 


referendum  will  pass."  McAninch 
is  figuring  the  turnout  will  be  less 
than  10%. 

Another  cause  of  this  fear  stems 
from  the  difficulty  the  school  is 
having  in  recruiting  student 
volunteers  to  work  at  the  polls  on 
Tuesday.  Student  response  has 
been  practically  nil  on  this 
measure. 

Part  of  the  reason  for  this 
non -response  probably  lies  with  the 
faculty.  Last  Monday,  after 
McAninch  spoke  over  the  P.A. 
system,  teachers  were  supposed  to

discuss  the  referendum  with 
students,  and  provide  a blue  sheet 
of  paper  for  students  to  sign  if  they 
wished  to  volunteer  their  services 
in  any  way. 

This  was  not  done  in  many 
classes.  However,  student  res- 
ponse has  been  such  that  while 
practically  everybody  supports  it, 
few  students  wish  to  work  on  it. 

"We  still  need  callers."  said 
McAninch.  "We’re  making  sure 
the  people  wc  have  arc  making  the 
calls,  but  we  don't  really  have 
enough  callers.” 

But  the  response  so  far  from  the 


community  hus  been  favorable. 
According  to  the  latest  telephone 
data,  two  thirds  of  the  people  called 
have  voiced  their  support  for  the 
referendum.  The  other  third  have 
cither  been  "no's"  or  "maybe'*". 

Almost  all  the  large  civic 
organirations  and  groups  have 
been  spoken  to  on  the  subject,  and 
they  too  have  voiced  a generally 
favorable  opinion. 

Much  of  the  support  In  the  media 
and  public  relations  end  of  the 
matter  has  come  from  the  business 
community.  In  ads  that  will  be 


running  in  this  weekend's  news- 
papers, there  will  be  a large  list  of 
business  supporters. 

Administrators  are  also  hoping 
that  there  hasn't  been  too  much 
overkill  on  the  matter.  They  arc 
worried  that  students  are  possibly 
tired  of  hearing  about  the  matter. 

Even  though  the  optimism  is 
cautious,  it  is  there  among  the 
entire  school.  Yet,  nobody  has  been 
able  to  feel  the  pulse  of  the  school 
Because  of  (his,  nobody  can  even 
make  un  educated  guess  con- 
cerning the  results.  It's  just  too 
close  to  call.

busy  as  Dean  of  Curriculum 
Dcvelopement  as  new  degree 
programs  were  being  worked  out. 

Davis  stated  his  feelings  towards 
parting,  'I  enjoyed  the  people  here. 
The  age  of  the  school  has  created  a 
stability  in  staff  and  community 
th-ii  T.-ikec  far  a hrnlthv  working 
environment.' 

'I  enjoyed  the  opportunity  for 
growth.  JJC  is  three  times  as  large 
as  when  I came.  We've  expanded 
greatly  as  far  as  courses  and 
service  are  concerned.  It  has  been  a 
great  challenge.  Never  a dull 
moment.' 

As  far  as  the  future  of  JJC.  Davis 
saw  on  main  problem.  ‘The  tax 
referendum  is  a major  problem  at 
this  time.  There  is  severe  financial 
strain  in  all  educational  institutions 
across  the  country.  Without  the 
referendum  it  will  be  extremely 
difficult  to  maintain  the  standards 
we've  kept  so  far.' 

Everett  VanDcVoort.  Dean  of 
Arts  and  Sciences,  will  be  leaving 
around  July  I He  is  unsure  of 
exactly  where  he  is  going  at  this 


time.  He  stated  he  would  'like  to  go 
buck  to  the  classroom  to  teach 
business,  economics,  or  teacher 
training.' 

He  wants  to  go  back  teaching 
because  he  likes  working  with 
students.  T also  want  to  pick  up 
some  new  challenges.  An  adminlv 
Irator  has  a tendency  to  slay  too 
long  in  one  place.  A position  such 
as  this  one  needs  to  get  some  fresh 
idea*.' 

VanDcVoort  came  here  seven 
years  ago  after  teaching  classes  at 
the  public  school  and  univcrilty 
level.  'The  community  college  was 
just  beginning  and  it  sounded 
exciting.  I wanted  to  be  part  of  It', 
he  said. 

'I  did  my  internship  for  my 
doctorate  at  JJC  downtown.  When 
the  job  for  Dean  of  Arts  and 
Sciences  opened  up,  I arrived.  I 
was  pleased  because  there  was  a 
good  division  of  arts  and  science* 
and  many  new  career  fields  were 
being  opened  up.' 

VanDcVoort  said  that  he  had 
several  objectives  when  he  started 


and  feels  that  all  of  them  have  been 
filled. 

VanDcVoort  slated  the  object- 
ives. 'Wc  have  the  best  transfer 
division  in  the  stole  of  Illinois  and 
there  Is  none  belter.' 

'Wc  have  developed  an  excellent 
relationship  with  the  senior 

They  will  take  any  student  that  I 
recommend  with  no  problems 
These  student*  do  us  well  or  better 
than  any  student,  including  native 
students.' 

VanDcVoort  ulso  feel*  there  is  an 
excellent  relationship  between  the 
staff  and  administration. 

He  alto  felt  that  'there  arc  still  u 
number  of  problems  to  tuckle  that 
require  someone  with  new  Ideas 
and  approaches.' 

VanDcVoort'i  parting  feelings 
were  happy  ones.  He  said  'It  hos 
been  a very  rewurding  experience. 
I am  not  at  all  sorry.  I would  do  it 
all  over  again.  I do  want  to  go  back 
t»  a closer  relationship  with  the 
student,  and  that  i*  my  main 
reason  for  going.

Books  can't  be  bought  back  by 
the  bookstore  if  they  are  over- 
stocked. if  a new  edition  is 
available  of  if  an  instructor  dropped 
the  book  from  use. 

Books  the  bookstore  can't  use 
will  be  purchased  by  a book 
wholesaler.  In  buying  books  for  the 
wholesaler,  the  bookstore  is  simply 
a middleman  between  the  students 
and  wholesaler  and  has  no  control 
over  prices. 

Buy  back  lists  will  be  posted  in 
advance,  where  limited  number  of 
texts  are  needed,  a first  come  first 
;erve  basis  will  be  in  effect.

Tuition  hike  avoided

A tuition  increase  has  been 
avoided  this  fall  because  local 
county  assessors  upped  property 
values  above  a level  expected  by 
JJC. 

JJC  Pres.  Harold  McAninch  said 
city  assessors  arc  required  by  law 
to  assess  all  property  at  33 V%  per 
cent  of  its  market  value. 

"Because  of  this  law.  the  value 


of  property  from  which  wc  draw 
taxes  hus  risen  substantially," 
McAninch  suid.  "In  fact,  tills 
property  is  worth  $165  million  more 
than  wc  had  anticipated." 

The  college  has  a set  tax  rate  that 
it  charges  on  property  in  its 
district.  This  is  where  JJC  obtains 
most  of  its  money.  With  the  new 
assessment,  property  JJC  Is 
entitled  to  lax  is  worth  more  than 
$290  million  above  lost  year's 


figure.  This  extra  money  wiped  out 
the  need  for  a tuition  Increase. 

"In  the  past,  the  property  was 
underassessed."  McAninch  said. 
"Normally  the  assessments  In- 
crease by  $125  million  u year. 
This  figure  of  $165  million  ubovc 
the  $125  million  figure  was  a 
surprise." 

McAninch  said  nil  this  Informa- 
tion was  received  after  the 
referendum  passed. 


Budget  up  $700,000

Ihe  proposed  1977-78  budget  for 
Joliet  Junior  College  is  $700,000 
higher  than  last  year’s  appropria- 
te total  operating  budget 
placed  on  file  Aug.  8 by  the  JJC 
Board  of  Trustees  is  $12.4  million. 
Of  this  amount.  $7.7  million  would 
go  to  the  Educational  Fund,  $1.5 
million  to  the  Building  Fund  and 
$65,000  to  the  Site  and  Construc- 
tion Fund. 

"We  are  pleased  to  relate  to  you 
this  balanced  budget,"  JJC  Pres. 


Harold  McAninch  said  at  the  board 
meeting  earlier  this  month.  “It  Is 
balanced  for  the  most  part,  due  to 
the  fuct  that  wc  were  able  to  have  a 
tax  referendum  passed  by  the 
people  in  May." 

Voters  approved  belli  parts  of 
the  May  10  referendum.  The 
college  Educationol  Fund  rate, 
approved  5.897  to  2,243,  was 
increased  by  five  cents  per  $100, 
and  the  Building  Fund,  approved 
5,847  to  2,291,  increased  by  2.5 
cents  per  $100. 

McAninch  said  that  since  funds 
had  to  be  cut  the  last  several  years. 


$169,000  has  been  allocated  for 
replacement  of  equipment. 

The  budget  reflects  Increases  of 
six  per  cent  across-the-board. 
Negotiations  with  teachers  arc 
continuing. 

Trustees  approved  a loan  of  $2.. I 
million  from  the  working  cash  fund 
and  the  Site  and  Construction  Fund 
to  help  alleviate  cash  flow 
problems.  The  loan  was  upproved 
because  state  aid  money  hus  not 
been  distributed  and  Will  County 
tux  bills  have  not  been  sent  out, 
McAninch  said. 


State  money  arriving  late

JJC  is  scheduled  to  receive  $3 
million  in  state  aid  this  coming 
year,  but  there  may  be  a 
problem-when  is  the  money  going 
to  get  here? 

"The  General  Assembly  has 
passed  the  appropriations  bill  but 
has  yet  to  pass  the  rate  bill,"  said 
JJC  Pres.  Harold  McAninch. 

The  appropriations  bill  lists  the 
dollar  amount  each  school  will 
receive.  The  rate  bill  states  when 


schools  will  get  the  money. 

According  to  McAninch,  the 
earliest  the  bill  could  be  passed  by 
the  General  Assembly  is  October. 
The  college  may  be  able  to  get  it's 
money  sooner  than  that,  however 

"If  State  Attorney  General 
William  Scott  rules  that  the  Illinois 
Community  College  Board  can  pay 
out  the  money  at  last  years  rates," 
McAninch  said,  "we’ll  get  the 
money  sooner.” 

JJC  has  already  borrowed  $2.3 
million  from  working  cash  bonds 


and  Site  and  Construction  funds  to 
pay  existing  bills  because  no 
money  that  JJC  gels  must  be 
placed  back  In  these  funds  to  pay 
off  the  debt. 

The  $3  million  figure  Is  about 
$31X1.000  more  than  Iasi  year  and  it 
roughly  the  amount  the  college 
expected  to  receive. 

JJC  will  receive  the  $3  million 
only  If  it  meets  last  year's 
enrollment  figures.  McAninch  said 
it  is  still  loo  early  to  tell  how  many 
students  arc  enrolled.

JJC  accredited  for  seven  years

Joliet  Junior  College  has  been 
accredited  for  seven  years  by  the 
North  Central  Accreditation  Assoc- 
iation and  the  Illinois  Community 
College  Board. 

JJC  Pres.  Harold  McAninch  said 
the  lost  time  JJC  was  accredited 
was  in  1972  for  a period  of  five 
years.  Before  that  JJC  was 
accredited  for  three  years  and  was 
on  a three-year  probation.  The 
maximum  a school  can  receive  is  10 
years. 

McAninch  said,  "We  asked  for 
10  year,  but  were  more  than 
pleased  to  get  seven." 

The  accreditation  determines 
how  well  a student's  classroom 
credits  and  financial  aid  status  will 
transfer  to  a four-year  college  or 
university. 

Sports  Floor 

In  other  items  from  the  Aug.  8 
Board  of  Directors  meeting, 
trustees  accepted  a bid  of  $10,000 
from  Donovan  Equipment,  Inc.,  of 
Chicago  to  install  an  all-purpose 
sports  surface  over  the  floor  in  the 
Rend  Lake  temporary  building.  The 
surface  will  include  lines  for  one 
main  basketball  court  _and  one 
volleyball  court. 

Bids  were  also  submitted  from 


Franke  Tile  co.  and  Cabay 
Construction  Co.,  both  from  Joliet, 
but  Donovan  had  the  lowest  bid 
and  was  awarded  the  contract. 

Computer  Paper 

Bids  were  also  received  from  six 
firms  for  computer  stock  paper. 
Wallace  Business  Forms  of  Hins- 
dale had  the  low  bid  and  the  new 
supplier  this  year  for  Data 
Processing  and  the  business  office. 
The  bid  was  $4,277.  There  were  no 
local  bidders. 

Vending  Supplies 
The  Schneiter  Vending  Co.  of 
Joliet  will  continue  to  supply  the 
vending  machines  at  JJC.  "There 
have  been  no  major  complaints 
about  the  servicing  of  the 
machines."  Tim  Helton  said  to  the 
board.  Schneiter  had  the  lowest  bid 
of  three  venders  requested  to 
submit  percentages  on  items  sold 
in  the  machines.  The  college  will 
receive  18.4  per  cent  of  the  profit. 

Trustees  on  Committee 
Trustees  Robert  Kicp  and  A. A. 
Wills  were  appointed  to  represent 
the  board  on  the  Communication 
Committee.  The  committee  is 
organized  for  the  benefit  of  the 
community.

New  campus  squad  car 
causes  ‘marked’  changes

Joliet  Junior  College’s  Security 
Force  not  only  has  the  new  name  of 
Campus  Safety,  but  also  a new 
patrol  car. 

The  old  patrol  car  was  totalled  in 
an  accident  last  June  by  a part-time 
security  officer  who  apparently  fell 
asleep  and  hit  a light  pole. 

Chief  of  Security  Lou  Korilko 
said  the  accident  was  not  caused  by 
negligence  on  the  officer's  part, 
but  happened  because  .the  officer 
was  apparently  more  tired  than  he 
should  have  been. 

The  new  car,  a 1977  Pontiac 
LeMans,  is  a used  squad  car  from 
the  Oakbrook  Police  Department 
with  2,800  miles.  The  car  cost 
$2,300,  with  $1,700  paid  by 
insurance  and  the  rest  by  the 
college. 

"There  was  a controversy  at 
first,”  Korilko  said,  "about 
whether  the  car  should  be  fully 
marked  with  flashers  and  decals. 

"Some  felt  that  the  car  should 
have  only  portable  flashers  to  be 
used  when  needed,  so  we  took  a 
student  survey  in  which  the 
majority  was  overwhelmingly  in 
favor  of  the  marked  car." 

Korilko  feels  there  arc  basic 
advantages  to  having  a marked  car. 
"A  marked  car  is  an  obvious 
deterrent  to  crime,"  he  said. 
"Lights  on  top  of  a car  help  to 
identify  the  vehicle  for  those  in 
need  of  assistance,  and  in  an 


enforcement  area  such  as  a traffic 
situation  or  an  emergency  it's  an 
obvious  warning.” 

However,  Tim  Helton,  vice 
president  of  Administrative  Ser- 
vices, is  not  sure  lights  are  needed 
on  the  car. 

“I  was  concerned  that  the 
emphasis  might  be  placed  on 
enforcement  rather  than  on  safety 
and  services.  Also,  the  survey 
questionnaire  was  not  exactly  as  we 
intended  and  it  did  not  reach  the 
bulk  of  the  students,"  Helton  said. 
"But  1 am  very  pleased  with  the 
purchase  of  the  car.”

Under 
the  circumstances  and  the  financial 
limitations.  I am  very  happy  with 
the  car  and  am  very  much  looking 
forward  to  the  new  semester."  he 
said.

More  handicapped  parking

The  JJC  Safety  Department  is 
considering  adding  more  parking 
spaces  for  handicapped  students. 
Director  Lou  Korilko  says. 

The  plan,  which  would  involve 
using  space  from  student  parking 
Lots  one  and  four,  is  still  in  the 
discussion  stages. 

Korilko  indicated  that  space  in 
Lot  one  will  aid  handicapped 
students  with  classes  in  buildings 


A and  B.  Space  in  Lot  four  will  give 
..andicapped  students  easy  access 
to  Building  J and  to  the  second 
floor  of  Building  E via  nearby 
elevators. 

Three  sections  are  being  used  for 
reserved  handicapped  parking  - a 
portion  of  Lot  2.  located  cast  of  B 
Building;  a portion  of  Lot  three, 
south  of  C Building;  and  parts  of 
the  faculty/staff  and  visitor  lots, 
north  of  J Building. 

Korilko  offered  several  argu- 
ments for  the  additional  spaces.  He 


said  state  guidelines  regulate  the 
number  of  spaces  public  institu- 
tions are  obligated  to  reserve  for 
the  handicapped. 

"The  school  needs  roughly  five 
to  ten  more  handicapped  parking 
spaces  to  fully  comply  to  state 
standards,"  Korildo  said. 

He  also  said  that  although  some 
students  need  special  purking  for  a 
long  period  of  time,  many  students 
use  spaces  only  temporarily,  such 
as  students  with  fractures.  How- 
ever, he  said  at  times  there  will  be 


a greater  demand  for  spaces,  thus 
making  the  building  of  new  spaces 
advisable. 

Korilko  added  that  the  Safety 
Department  is  constantly  checking 
on  the  adequacy  of  the  existing 
handicapped  parking  areas  in 
relation  to  student  needs. 

"The  Safety  Department  is 
always  reviewing  the  different 
situations  to  sec  which  parking 
areas  would  benefit  handicapped 
students"  Korilko  said,  "we 
observe  their  exact  needs  and  then

choose  a strategic  location  we  feel 
would  help  suit  those  needs." 

The  department's  constant  re 
viewing  also  shows  that  student 
needs  are  continually  changing. 

"We  built  the  Lot  three  parking 
area  with  regard  to  student  access 
to  D Mull.  After  reviewing  the 
students'  current  needs,  we  believe 
the  Lot  four  locations  would  be 
more  accomodating,"  Korilko  suld, 
explaining  why  the  lots  were  not  in 
these  locations  before.

Faculty  contract  talks 
remain  unsettled

With  money  apparently  the  only 
point  of  disagreement,  negotiations 
for  a new  three-year  contract  for 
teachers  arc  proceeding  "amiably” 
between  the  JJC  teachers'  union 
and  the  administration. 

Teachers’  union  Pres.  Robert

McAninch  and  Cottingham  said 
the  teachers  are  taking  u more 
"problem-solving  approach  to 
contract  disagreement.”  Cotting- 
ham is  considered  by  some  to 
represent  the  more  conservative 
wing  of  the  union.  But  he 
disagrees. 

some  ways  I’m  more  liberal 
In  other  ways  more 
conservative,"  he  said.  “But  I 
don't  necessarily  believe  I'm  using 
direct  confrontation,  although 
sometimes  that  Is  the  only  way  to 
get  things  done." 

Negotiators  downplayed  the 


pussing  of  the  recent  tax 
referendum  which  provides  more 
money  for  the  school. 

"We  decided  on  the  welfare 
package  (fringe  benefits)  before 
the  referendum  was  passed," 
Cottlnghum  said.  "I  don't  think  llu- 
referendum  Is  going  to  have  a 
tremendous  Impact  on  demands." 

Carrson  said  the  negotiation 
teams  have  been  meeting  three  or 
four  times  a week  In  an  attempt  to 
reach  a settlement. 

The  contract  will  only  Include 
full-time  teachers,  counselors  and 
librarians.  Part-time  teachers  are 
not  in  the  union. 


the 

teachers  for  ratification.  The  board 
and  two-thirds  of  the  teachers  must 
okay  the  contract  before  it  takes 
effect. 

Neither  JJC  Pres.  Harold 
McAninch,  chief  administrator 
Eugene  Garrson,  nor  CoMingham 
would  say  how  far  apart  the  two 
sides  are.  But  one  source  close  to 
negotiations  place  the  figure 
between  five  and  six  percent. 

Both  Cottingham  and  Garrson 
admitted,  however,  that  they  are 
momentarily  far  apart. 

"We  don't  want  to  see  the 
college  go  into  the  red  because  that 
would  affect  everyone,  including 
us."  Cottingham  said.  "But  we  are 
weighing  our  demands  in  the 
economic  areas." 

McAninch  said.  "This  appears  to 
be,  at  this  point,  the  most  amiable 
(negotiations)  I’ve  seen." 

In  past  years  contract  negotiation 
have  been  characterized  with  strike

An  average  student  at  JJC  this 
semester  will  pay  approximately 
S6S  for  books  and  school  supplies, 
it  has  been  estimated. 

Buying  books  can  indeed  be  a 
financial  bind  that  results  in 
distress  and  headaches  for  stu- 
dents. But  the  bookstore  has  its 
own  side  of  the  story. 

Christy  Monroe,  manager  of  the 
bookstore,  said  the  bookstore  is 
providing  plastic  bags  for  students 
buying  supplies.  There  is  also  a 
refund  policy. 

"It  is  very  important  that 


students  save  every  cash  register 
receipt  of  books  and  lab  books  in 
case  they  drop  or  change  classes,” 
Christy  said.  "Remember,  do  not 
write  your  name  in  the  book  or  it 
will  be  considered  a used  book  and 
will  not  receive  full  refund." 

As  for  why  books  are  so  high  this 
semester,  Christy  said  that  text- 
book list  prices  are  established  by 
publishers.  "If  a book  retails  for 
S10  it  costs  us  outright  £8.50  for 
that  book." 

But  is  the  bookstore  trying  to 
rip-off  the  students?  "No.  because 
the  bookstore  is  run  independently 


from  the  college."  she  said.  “Wc 
pay  for  all  our  own  utilities,  which 
includes  maintenance,  insurance 
and  phone  bills,  along  with  office 
supplies  and  our  employes  wages 

"Whatever  profit  is  left  over  we 
donate  to  the  Bookstore  Scholar- 
ship and  Loan  Fund  available  in  the 
Financial  Aids  Office." 

She  said  if  the  bookstore  was 
operated  by  the  college  the  money 
needed  to  make  the  store  function 
would  have  to  be  taken  from  the 
college  budget.  She  said  this 
system  could  result  in  higher  book

Stanley  Spicer  and  Jeremiah  Brown  get  together  in  1901  Joliet  to 
dctorminc  that  "Gee,  wouldn't  it  be  nice  to  go  down  in  history  as 
the  inventors  of  something  that  would  benefit  mankind,”  right?

Review 


What  do  you  call  a man  who 
creates  and  performs  some  of  ttje 
most  beautiful,  original  music  since 
James  Taylor  and  Crosby,  Stills, 
Nash,  and  Young?  I call  him  Dave 
Rudolf. 

Last  Friday,  Rudolf  performed  in 
the  JJC  cafeteria.  I went  to  see  him 
more  out  of  a sense  of  duty  than 
anything  else,  as  most  self-made 
performers  are  a dime-a-dozen. 
But  I was  pleasantly  surprised  to 
hear  sounds  coming  from  the 
cafeteria  that  could  actually  be 
classified  as  music. 

I attended  both  performances 
and  talked  to  Rudolf  later.  What 
follows  arc  my  thoughts  about 
Rudolf  and  his  performances. 

Rudolf  is  a good  guitar  player, 
but  overall,  he  is  a fantastic 
vocalist.  His  voice  is  well 
modulated  and  he  knows  its 
limitations.  His  unobstrusive  guitar 
style  perfectly  compliments  his 
voice.  The  only  fault  in  his  act  was 
his  awkward  handling  of  the  time 
between  songs. 

He  is  an  open  performer,  but  his 
attempts  at  breaking  down  the 


barriers  between  audience  and 
performer  need  development.  He 
cart  perform  a comic  song 
beautifully,  but  he  needs  coaching 
in  spoken  humor.

Joliet  Junior  College  has  been 
immortalized  in  a model  made  by 
14-year-old  Jim  Wojtak. 

Wojtak  made  his  model  of  the 
college  as  an  extra  project  for  his 
social  studies  class  at  Holy  Cross 
School.  He  entered  it  and  won  first 
place  in  the  Student  Historian 
regional  contest  and  later  entered  it 
in  state  competition,  where  he  took 
second. 

"I  chose  the  junior  college 
because  I think  it’s  very  important 
to  the  history  of  Illinois.  When  1 
teamed  JJC  was  the  oldest  junior 
college,  I knew  it  would  be  perfect 
for  my  project,”  said  Wojtak. 

The  model  is  made  of  balsa  wood 
and  has  buildings  with  plastic 
windows.  It  is  complete  with  water 
under  the  bridge  and  cars  parked 
under  styrofoam  lights. 

"I  did  all  the  building  myself.  It 
took  about  a month  and  a half 
working  after  school,”  said 


Wojtak.  ”1  drilled  out  the  lake  to 
look  more  like  water.  The  hardest 
part  though  was  getting  it  all  to 
stick  together. 

"Most  of  my  information  came 
from  the  library  and  Dr.  McAninch 
(JJC  president)  sent  me  various 
pamphlets,  booklets,  pictures, 
etc,"  he  added. 

The  model  was  judged  on 

creativity,  concept  of  idea,  neat- 
ness and  a written  report. 

"I  kind  of  expected  to  win  first  in 
the  regional",  "1  didn't  know  what 
I’d  get  in  Springfield  though.  I was 
happy  with  a second.  The 

competition  was  rough  down- 
state." 

Wojtak,  who  will  be  a freshman 
at  Joliet  West  this  fall,  is  looking 
forward  to  high  school.  But  he  is 
uncertain  about  future  contests.  "If 
I enter  again  I might  do  the  Herald 
News  building,  or  maybe  enter  the 

junior  college  again,  only  I’d 

improve  the  building.  I don't  know 
for  sure.”

He  said 
he  had  no  idea  the  shots  were  going 
over  school  property,  much  less  the 
nature  trails."  Jacobsen  explained. 

"He  told  me  that  he  figured  it 
would  be  all  right  to  do  some 
shooting  since  there  weren't  any 
night  classes  going  on  at  the  time.  1 
told  him  it  didn't  make  any 
difference  because  students  can 
use  the  trail  at  any  time,"  Jacobsen 

"1  was  happy  that  we  were  able 
to  resolve  the  situation  before 
anyone  got  hurt,  though.

“ Meeting  every  day” 

Contract  settlement  near

With  meetings  scheduled  for 
every  day  of  the  week,  the  JJC 
administration  and  the  teachers' 
union  will  attempt  to  reach  a 
settlement  within  several  days  on  a 
new  three-year  contract  for  teach- 

"Both  sides  are  working  toward 
a settlement.  Hopefully,  it  will  be 
reached  early  next  week,"  said 
Teachers'  union  Pres.  Robert 


Cottingham. 

When  the  settlement  is  reached, 
it  will  be  brought  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  and  the  teachers  for 
ratification.  If  the  board  and 
two-thirds  of  the  teachers  okay  the 
contract,  it  will  be  pul  into  effect. 

"We  are  making  progress." 
Cottingham  said,  "but  it  will  be 
getting  a little  slower  because  we 
arc  getting  into  the  bigger 
problems." 


Both  Cottingham  and  JJC  Pres. 
Harold  McAninch  agree  that  the 
‘‘bigger  problems”  concern 
money. 

"A  lot  of  sections  in  the  contract 
are  concerned  with  the  economy  of 
the  school  -even  matters  such  as 
teacher-work  loads."  said  Cotting- 
ham. "We  are  weighing  various 
demands,  looking  for  the  best  way 
to  settle  the  contract." 

McAninch  said  negotiations 
were  carried  on  in  "amiable 


discussion."  Cottingham  agreed, 
adding  that  he  "hopes  we  can 
maintain  that  amiability." 

However,  both  also  agree  that 
added  pressure  ha*  been  put  upon 
negotiation*.  "The  longer  wc  go 
without  a settlement,  the  more 
pressure  is  pul  upon  both  sides." 
said  Cottingham.  "it  is  harder  to 
work  out  the  problems  ....  from 
here  on.  it  is  going  to  gel  a little 
hectic.” 


Tills  fact,  said  one  50A  member, 
may  ulso  result  in  fewer  ticket  sales 
and  less  student  support. 

Members  supporting  tin-  propos 
ill  argue  that  the  performance 
would  not  result  In  less  ttudont 
support,  hut  would  bring  clubs 
together  in  joint  participation. 

The  SGA  has  been  guaranteed 
the  sale  of  1.000  tickets  by  the  Will 
County  Cultural  Art*  Society. 

A performance  by  Bailey,  some 
members  suy,  would  be  especially 
appealing  to  parents  of  college 
students  and  would  help  Ihc 
community  become  uwurc  of 
cumpus  activities. 

Other  members  counter  this 
point  asking  if,  SGA  sponsored 
activities  should  be  geared  primal 
ily  to  the  students  and  secondarily 
to  the  community.  They  have 
suggested  holding  another  type  of 
activity,  such  as  a "hootenanny"  or 
a concert  by  a name  group  that 
might  draw  more  student  support 
and  a larger  audience. 

SGA  member  Happi  llallowasi 
summarized  arguments  on  both 
sides  by  saying.  "On  Ihc  whole, 
SGA  is  afraid  of  losing  money.  This 
performance  would  be  the  largest 
undertaking  we’ve  had  in  some 
time,  and  It's  feared  wc  may  come 
out  at  a lost." 

Since  several  dub  representa- 
tives said  their  members  could  not 
reach  an  agreement  on  the 
proposal,  no  vote  was  taken. 
Instead,  write-in  ballots  will  be 
sent  to  dubs  who  had  representa- 
tives at  ihc  meeting. 

Clubs  interested  in  participating 
in  the  voting,  but  had  no 
representatives  at  the  meeting, 
should  contact  the  SGA  office 
(GI0I7).

New  CSN  album 
emits  old  magic 


The  old  adage  "absence  makes 
the  heart  grow  fonder"  seems 
appropriate  this  summer  with  the 
relcnse  of  the  new  album  by 
Crosby.  Stills  and  Nash  called  CSN. 
Though  it’s  only  their  second 
album  in  eight  years,  the  groups 
magic  is  still  there  to  recapture 
some  old  fans,  and  win  new  ones. 

The  triumvirate  captured  our 
hearts  in  the  summer  of  1969  with  a 
sparkling  debut  album.  Later,  they 
added  sidekick  and  songwriter  Neil 
Young  before  hand-slapping  and 
singing  their  way  to  fame  and 
fortune.  And  as  the  well-drilled 
history  goes,  they  eventually  split 
up,  due  to  fragile  egos. 

But  this  time  CSN  are  determin- 
ed to  make  it  last.  The  new  album 
is  not  the  elaborate  piece  of 
production  like  the  first,  laden  with 
intricate  i > erdubs,  but  rather  an 
honest  album  in  terms  of  lyric 
content  and  production.  Most  of  all 
it  reveals  tk  very  changed  men 
from  those  ot  eight  years  ago. 

Stills'  songs  are  the  most  striking

front  the  paeans  of  long  ago.  They 
arc  all  autobiographic  songs  over 
his  marital  breakup.  "Run  From 
Tears"  and  "I  Give  You  Give 
Blind"  are  bitter  songs  with  vicious 
lead  guitar,  his  best  in  the  last  four 
years.  "Dark  Star"  is  a flutter  love 
song  with  lush  harmonics. 

The  other  Stills  compositions. 
"Fair  Game"  and  "See  the 
Changes",  are  exquisite  in  simpli- 
city. with  the  latter  featuring  a lone 
guitar  and  familiar  harmonics,  one 
of  the  high  spots  on  the  album. 

Graham  Nash,  perhaps  the  most 
underrated  of  the  three  turns  in  his 
finest  moments.  "Cathedral." 
dearly  the  album's  best,  begins 
with  a stark  piano  part  before 
turning  into  a two-toned  rocker. 
Inspired  by  one  of  Nash's  acid  trips 
while  in  Winchester  Cathedral,  it's 
cosmic  and  laden  with  heavy- 
religious  significance.  His  other 
gems,  "Carried  Away"  and  the 
depressing  "Cold  Rain" . are  pretty

Don't  bury  Kent  State  site 


It  isn’t  often  that  the  Blazer 
sticks  its  nose  into  the  business  of 
other  colleges,  especially  ones  that 
arc  out  of  state  and  of  no  real 
importance  to  the  immediate 
community. 

But  we  feel  what  the  Board  of 
Trustees  at  Kent  State  University  is 
doing  by  building  a gymnasium 
over  the  property  where  four 
students  were  killed  in  1970  is  a 
real  crime. 

The  Blazer  totally  supports  the 
people  who  are  protesting  the 
building.  We  only  wish  more 
prominent  people  would  join  the 


protest  and  ground  the  gym  idea. 

What  are  the  trustees  trying  to 
do,  bury  the  fact  that  a tragedy 
occurred  there  seven  years  ago? 
Sony,  but  the  Kent  State  killings 
are  going  to  go  down  in  history  as 
one  of  the  final  and  most  tragic 
occurences  during  the  period  of 
campus  unrest  in  the  late  ’60’s. 

It  would  look  rather  strange  for 
future  history  books  to  recount  the 
incident,  then  add  the  fact  that  a 
gym  now  covers  the  battleground. 

Unfortunately,  it  looks  as  if  the 
gym  is  going  to  be  built  despite 
the  protests  of  many,  including  the 


parents  of  some  slain  students. 

We’re  sorry  these  actions  by  the 
board  haven’t  been  roundly 
condemned.  And  we  realize  that 
this  editorial  is  useless  in  this 
particular  case,  except  that  it’$ 
"for  the  record." 

But  we  hope  if  the  JJC  board 
ever  pulls  a stunt  like  Kent  State’s 
did.  we’d  temporarily  relive  some 
of  the  more  effective  demonstra- 
tions of  the  late  ’60's  and 
remember  the  bad  taste  of  Kent 
State  in  '77.

onward  to  inept  guitarists. 

The  lead  guitar  player  had 
evidently  learned  how  to  walk  erect 
that  morning  and  had  come  to  JJC 
in  search  of  the  secret  of  fire.  His 
exaggerated  guitar  playing  almost 
led  me  to  believe  he  was  a 
Neanderthol  man.  The  cringing 
and  jerking  every  time  he  hit  the 
strings  might  have  looked  like 
cheap  rock  theatrics  to  the 
uninitiated,  but  I am  fairly  certain 
it  was  just  because  he  had  to  listen 
to  the  vocalist,  loo. 

What  eventually  emitted  from 
his  guitar  was  hardly  worth  all  the 
effort  he  put  into  it. Each  note  came 
out  so  acrimonious  that  it  seemed 
to  scream  for  attention.  This  is  bad 
enough  alone,  but  in  a band 
situation  it  is  unexcusable. 

Most  simple  rock  bands  use  a 
basic  control  board  that  is 
monitored  by  one  of  its  members. 
But  Coffy  has  a member  whose  sole 
responsibility  is  controlling  the 
output  of  two  guitars,  two 
keyboards  and  a microphone.  Of 
course,  if  Coffy  wants  a useless 
member,  that's  their  problem. 
After  all.  the  sound  monitor  didn’t 


detract  from  the  performance.  To 
the  contrary,  he  actually  cut  off 
Coffy’s  voice  on  at  least  three 
separate  occasions. 

As  a group,  Coffy  is  your  average 
"funky"  band  having  a strong  back 
beat  and  weak  vocals  with  a guitar 
and  keyboard  filling  the  gaps. 
Unfortunately,  like  most  striving 
acts,  Coffy  relies  on  some  cheap 
theatrics  which  only  emphasize 
their  amateurism. 

Coffy  (the  group)  is  caught  in  a 
dilemma  because  Coffy  (the 
individual)  wants  to  be  heard.  But 
the  group  drowns  her  out 
(especially  with  the  guitar  and 
drums).  This  usually  results  in  a 
battle  between  the  instruments  and 
the  vocals. 

Often  the  worst  bands  have  the 
best  amplification.  While  Coffy's 
amplifiers  weren't  the  best,  they 
were  good  for  bass.  Everything 
else  sounded  bad.  Trying  to 
amplify  a voice  through  a bass 
amplifier  is  foolish.  This  does  not 
mean  they  didn’t  have  a voice  amp, 
but  if  they  did  it  was  set  way  over

JC  Players  hope

JJC ’s  geodesic  dome 
result  of  club  project

That  strange  structure  standing 
near  the  temporary  buildings  is  a 
geodesic  dome. 

The  dome,  built  by  last 
semester's  Design  104  class,  is 
made  from  wooden  frames.  The 
canvas  covering  and  plastic 
windows,  two  of  which  open,  were 
paid  for  by  the  Art  Gub. 

"We  wanted  to  do  a group 
project,"  class  instructor  Dale 
Krizek  said,  “and  the  geodesic 
dome  was  one  of  the  structures  we 
studied." 

The  geodesic  dome,  developed 
by  Buckminster  Fuller,  is  one  of  the 
newest  structures  in  architecture. 
It  was  used  for  the  American 
Pavilion  at  the  1967  Montreal 
Expo. 

It  took  one  day,  Krizek  said,  to 
put  up  the  basic  wooden  structure 
that  "went  up  like  tinker  toys." 
The  canvas  and  windows  were 


added  later.  Working  at  various 
times,  the  class  completed  the 
project  in  about  two  weeks. 

"When  wc  put  up  the  wooden 
structure  it  was  pouring  down 
rain,"  Krizek  said,  "but  we  did  it 
anyway.  It  was  a fun  project. 

"The  only  problems  we  had  was 
that  a couple  of  the  wooden  panels 
warped  and  popped  out."  Krizek 
added.  "Also,  we  got  a late  start 
last  semester  as  the  project  had  to 
be  approved  by  the  Campus  Use 
Committee,  which  has  to  approve 
anything  put  on  the  grounds  for 
buildings.  They  wanted  to  be  sure 


it  wouldn’t  be  a permanent  fixture 
and  that  it  would  blend  in  and  be 
pleasing  to  the  eye.” 

Though  he  wasn't  able  to  help 
work  on  it,  William  Fabricki.  Art 
Department  chairman,  said  he 
encouraged  the  building  of  the 
dome. 

"I  think  students  should  get 
involved.  It  took  a lot  of  work,  but 
neat.  There's  a chair  in  there  to 
; sit  down  on  and  think.  Once 
the  Art  Club  met  there,"  Fabricki 
said.  "It's  pleasing  to  the  eye  and 
is  an  all-purpose,  decorative 
sculpture."

Despite  the  loss  of~  Hollings- 
worth. quarterback  Steve  Turk  has 
looked  good  so  far.  "He  just  might 
be  the  best  quarterback  we  have 
ever  had  here."  Yost  said. 

At  the  beginning  of  practice  Turk 
was  having  trouble  passing.  He 
was  aided  when  one  of  Yost's 
former  players  discovered  that  he 
was  not  moving  his  elbow  when  he 
released  the  ball.  "He  was  flicking 
the  ball,  and  it  would  always  go 
into  the  ground.

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Orientation  guides 
pay  in  question

Falling  lights  cause 
injury,  bill  problems

"There  was  no  warning.  1 looked 
to  the  side  and  saw  something 
falling.  It  hit  me  and  knocked  me  to 
the  floor,"  said  Theresa  Alexan- 
der. the  cafeteria  worker  who  was 
hit  by  falling  lights  Aug.  24  while 
running  a dish  washing  machine. 

The  five  lights  fell,  according  to 
Ron  Tarrant,  assistant  superinten- 
dent of  buildings  and  grounds, 
because  of  a faculty  support  beams 
which  was  not  correctly  tied  to  the 

"We  did  have  a man  up  there 
making  adjustments  on  a fan  that 
was  leaking,  but  he  had  nothing  to. 
do  with  the  lights  falling,  except  he 
was  in  the  right  position  at  the 
wrong  time  causing  stress  to  the 
faulty  wire."  Tarrant  said. 

According  to  Claude  Kern, 
director  of  Food  Services,  it  was  a 
"freak  accident"  with  no  damages 
to  the  kitchen  equipment  or  lights. 

"We've  never  had  any  accidents 
before,  and  we  were  extremely 
lucky."  Kern  said.  "She 
(Alexander)  could  have  been 
electrocuted  as  the  lights  fell  onto 
the  dishwashing  machine.  It  was  a 
tremendous  noise.  I heard  it  all  the 
way  in  my  office." 

Alexander,  who  has  worked  in 
the  sanitation  area  for  seven 
months,  was  not  seriously  hurt, 
suffering  bruises  on  her  back, 
shoulders  and  arms.  Her  medical 
bills  are  expected  to  be  paid  by 
workman's  compensation. 

"It  never  entered  my  mind," 
Alexander  said  when  asked  if  she 
had  file  suit.  "I  just  thank  God  I'm 
alive,  lean  work:  I'm  not  interested 
in  any  more.  I still  have  some  aches 


and  pains  and  headaches,  but 
nothing  was  broken  and  1 was  very 
lucky.  I still  feci  funny  standing 
where  it  happened,  though." 

As  of  yet,  everyone  refuses  to 
accept  liability,  said  Tim  Helton, 
vice  president  for  Administrative 
Services.  "We've  had  meetings 
with  both  the  Capital  Development 
Board  in  Springfield  which  owns  75 
per  cent  of  the  school  and  the 
contractor,  but  right  now  it's  a 
battle  between  the  contractor  and 
workman's  compensation  as  to  who 
will  pay  the  bills." 

Tarrant,  however,  claims  the 
school  is  not  responsible  for  the 
damage.  "Let's  face  it.  lights 
aren't  supposed  to  fall.  If  we  had 
been  working  on  the  lights,  it 
might've  been  our  fault,  but  if  it 
was  I'd  admit  it." 

The  lights  are  tied  to  the  support 
beams  with  a No.  10  wire,  which 
says  Tarrant,  if  tied  properly 
should  last  a lifetime. 

"There  are  many  minor  mistakes 
made  when  a building  is  construct- 
ed. I've  had  mechanics  climb  in 
different  attic  spaces  before  to 
make  adjustments.  We  always 
instruct  maintenance  to  correct 
anything  the  contractor  might  have 
missed,"  Tarrant  said. 

When  the  lights  are  replaced  by 
maintenance  they  will  be  welded  to 
the  ceiling. 

"I'm  not  worried  about  any  more 
lights  falling.  I don't  look  for  any- 
bodies to  be  falling  through 
ceilings.  We  are  taking  a 
preventive  measure,  however."  he 
said.  "Whenever  we  have  people 
working  in  the  future,  we'll  block 
the  area  off.  It's  best  to  be  safe.” 


A question  of  who  should  pay 
tour  guides  who  worked  during 
freshman  orientation  has  been 
raised  by  members  of  the  Student 
Government  Association  (SGA), 

Although  the  SGA  was  reported- 
ly not  consulted,  members  have 
learned  that  orientation  lour  guides 
were  paid  for  from  their  budget. 

"A  general  session  was  held 
where  it  was  asked  to  find  out 
whose  budget  (the  orientation 
guide  funds)  came  from."  SGA 
member  Happi  Hallowasi  said. 
Director  of  Admissions  George 
Paulson  said  the  funds  problem 
would  be  taken  care  of. 

"Afterward,  no  one  really  knew 
who  paid  for  the  guides." 
Hallowasi  said.  So  SGA  again 
consulted  Paulson,  who  referred  us 
to  (Director  of  Student  Affairs) 
Henry  Pillard." 

It  was  then  confirmed  that  SGA 
funds  were  used  to  pay  the 
orientation  guides. 

Hallowasi  said  the  SGA  did  not 
volunteer  to  pay  the  guides. 

Last  year  was  the  first  lime  tour 
guides  were  paid.  Before  that  time 
SGA  members  acted  as  guides. 
Last  year  Student  Affairs  provided 
the  funds  for  orientation  guide 
payment. 

Hallowasi,  however,  objects  to 
the  payment.  “Why  should  SGA 
absorb  the  cost  again?  And  why 
should  students  have  to  pay  for 
their  own  orientation,  since 
Student  Affairs  funds  arc  being 

SGA  did  pay  for  refreshment* 
and  guide  lunches  during  orientat- 
ion. at  a cost  of  S2S0.  And 
Hallowasi  said.  "SGA  is  happy  wc 
had  the  opportunity  to  participate 
in  orientation.  Our  function  it  to 
make  people  familiar  with  what  is 
going  on  in  the  school". 

"Our  aim  is  not  to  create  chaos, 
but  we  should  be  aware  of  who  is 
paying  for  this  type  of  thing  before 

She  said  similar  incidents  may 
arise  in  the  future,  or  that  SGA  may 


Contract  talks  delayed 


Negotiations  for  a new 
three-year  teachers'  contract  at 
JJC  were  suspended  from  Aug. 
31  until  Thursday. 

The  suspension  of  meetings 
was  made  at  the  request  of  the 
teachers'  union  negotiating 

"The  teachers'  union  was 
concerned  with  internal  pro- 


blems union-wise,  along  with 
the  rate  of  progress  of 
negotiations."  said  teachers' 
union  Pres.  Robert  Cottingham. 
"Negotiations  were  getting  a 
little  sluggish.  . . . and  we  need 
to  go  back  to  membership  with 
these  problems." 

A teachers'  union  meeting 
was  held  Wednesday  to  discuss 


the  matters. 

JJC  Pres.  Robert  McAninch 
said  he  "couldn't  comment  on  it 
at  this  time”  about  how  close 
negotiators  are  to  a settlement. 
But  Cottingham  said  the  Board 
of  Trustees  and  the  teachers' 
union  are  "getting  much  closer 
to  a settlement.  . . .Every  day 
we  get  nearer  to  a settlement."

Karen  Ross  went  to  a 
meeting  with  Paulson  before 
orientation.  Paulson  reportedly 
said  he  would  lake  the  money  from 
whenever  it  cumc  from  lust  year 

However,  Coe  saiil  SGA  was  not 
aware  that  the  money  came  from 
the  Student  Affuirs  budget  Me 
thinks  Admissions  should  puy  lor 
the  tour  guides. 

"SGA  pays  for  the  refreshments 
during  the  tour,  so  Admissions 
should  puy  for  the  guides  because 
the  orientation  benefits  them  just 
as  much  us  it  does  us."  he  said. 

"It's  not  Paulson's  fault."  Coe 
added.  "This  is  his  first  yeur  as 
Admissions  director,  and  he's  still 
trying  to  find  out  what  w as  done  in 
the  past  with  certain  things. Me  told 
ns  that  II  Admissions  hud  paid  for 
the  guides  lust  year  they  would  do 
so  again  this  vear,  even  though  that 
money  wus  not  ulloculcd  In  their 
budget."

Split  tour  guide  bill 


We've  had  our  run-ins  with  SGA 
enough  times  in  the  past,  so  it's 
refreshing  to  be  able  to  agree  with 
them  on  the  tour  guide  payment 
problem. 

Student  orientation  is  something 
that  benefits  both  the  Admissions 
Office  and  SGA. 

Therefore,  we  feel  the  cost  of 
orientation  should  be  split  between 
those  two  offices  without  one 
organization  footing  the  whole  bill.

Robert  Sievert  said  Troy  Town- 
ship and  the  City  of  Joliet  created 
the  temporary  plan  last  year  in  an 
effort  to  solve  problems  involving 
the  road  that  residents  claim  is  the 
only  road  in'  the  township  not 
blacktopped. 

Sievert  said  plans  to  widen  the 
road  to  56  feet  and  extend  it  from 
Jefferson  Street  south  to  U.S.  6 are 
being  discussed  with  the  state. 
Until  a decision  is  made  by  the 
state,  he  said,  the  road  will  only  be 
oiled  and  chipped. 

Dan  Ward,  Troy  Township  road 
commissioner,  confirmed  that  the 
road  will  not  be  blacktopped  until  a 
decision  is  reached  on  the  widening 
and  extension  plans.  He  said  he 
plans  to  do  his  part. again  this  year 
to  repair  the  road,  since  the  present 
surface  may  not  withstand  another 
year’s  weather  and  traffic. 

Last  year  the  township  and  city 
reached  a compromise  and  oiled 
and  chipped  the  gravel  road  that 
had  several  potholes. 

Mrs.  Harry  Stanford,  a Bush 


Road  resident,  said  residents  along 
the  road  have  made  several 
attempts  over  the  years  to  get 
repair  work  done. 

Problems  arose  because  the  road 
is  within  the  boundaries  of  Joliet 
and  Troy  Township.  It  became  a 
question  of  who  had  jurisdiction  to 
make  improvements  on  the  road. 

A letter  complaning  about  the 
condition  of  the  road  was  sent  to 
the  Herald  News  last  year,  signed 
by  Mrs.  Stanford  and  several 
neighbors,  requesting  a solution  to 
their  problem.  Along  with  this 
request  were  photographs  showing 
the  condition  of  the  road,  on  which 
it  was  estimated  more  than  800 
vehicles  traveled  each  day.  The 
road  was  eventually  oiled  and 
chipped. 

Mrs.  Donald  Flaynick,  also  of 
Bush  Road,  said  the  work  that  has 
been  done  is  "a  better  job  than  I’ve 
seen  done  in  12  years."  She  added, 
“If  the  traffic  continues  as  it  is 
though,  the  road  will  not  last 
long." 

Mrs.  Flaynick  said  traffic  could 
prove  to  be  the  biggest  problem. 
She  plans  to  appeal  to  Ward  for 
new  speed  limit  signs. 

Mrs.  Stanford  added  that  the 
road  is  in  good  condition.  However, 
she  will  join  her  neighbors  in  an 
attempt  to  promote  the  safety  of 
Bush  Road  by  requesting  speed 
limit  signs. 


Houdini  reborn 
in  magician  ‘Mo’

In  the  evening  twilight,  a tall 
figure  wrapped  in  a straight  jacket 
writhed  about  on  the  lawn.  The 
neighbor  across  the  street  con- 
tinued to  mow  his  lawn  without 
batting  an  eye. 

If  you  lived  in  the  neighborhood 
you  would  know  why.  For  it’s  here 
that  aspiring  magician  Bill  ("Mo” 
to  his  friends)  Mock,  a Joliet  Junior 
College  student,  practices  his 

Escaping  from  a regulation 
straight  jacket  is  just  one  of  many 
tricks  Mock  performs.  Since  seeing 
his  first  magic  act  at  an  early  age. 
he  has  wanted  to  pursue  a career  in 
magic. 

He  also  believes  it  is  more  than 
more  interest.  “Harry  Houdini 
died  a very  untimely  death".  Mock 
said.  "I  believe  that  his  spirit 
controls  certain  people  today.  I 
think  he  chose  people  to  perform 
his  special  tricks  and  carry  on  his 
act  because  he  wasn't  ready  to  die 
yet". 

"Therefore,  1 believe  I am  the 
great  Harry  Houdini  reincarnated. 
Just  like  Houdini  could  duplicate 
the  same  things  psychics,  spiritul- 
ists  and  mediums  did.  so  can  I." 

One  of  Mock's  favorite  tricks  is 
escaping  from  a trunk  while  bound 
in  a straight  jacket.  He  is  placed  in 
the  jacket  by  two  strangers  and  put 
inside  a lumber  trunk  measuring 
2'A  by  2‘/j  by  3 feet.  It  is  then 
covered  with  a lid. 

He  is  then  locked  inside  and  the 
trunk  tied  with  three  large  ropes.  It 
is  secured  with  double  knots  and 
sealing  tape.  A curtain  is  lifted  over 
the  trunk  while  his  assistant.  Bill 
Brickey.  counts  to  three  and  daps 
his  hands.  Mock  then  appears  from 
behind  the  curtain,  and  Brickey  is 
gone. 

A member  of  the  audience 
inspects  the  sealed  trunk,  unties 


and  untapes  it.  When  the  trunk  is 
opened,  Brickey  is  inside. 

Mock  said  his  worst  experience 
occurred  while  on  a date.  His  hands 
were  chained  to  his  feet  behind  his 
back  and  he  jumped  into  the 
DuPagc  River.  The  swift  currents 
pulled  him  under. 

"Have  you  ever  had  the  feeling 
you  were  going  to  die?  I planned  on 
escaping  in  15  to  30  seconds.”  he 
said.  "I  kept  coming  up  for  air. 
trying  to  get  free.  Finally  I got  out. 
but  it  took  me  maybe  two 
minutes." 

If  Mock  docs  that  on  a date,  what 
does  he  do  for  an  encore 
elsewhere?  He  told  a tale  about  the 
time  the  Joliet  West  metal  shop 
challenged  him  to  perform  in  front 
on  an  audience  at  a talent  show. 

The  feat?  To  escape  from  a small 
metal  box  (hardly  big  enough  for 
the  six  foot.  185  pound  magician  to 
fit  in)  bolted  with  bolts  and  cotter 

Instead  of  escaping  in  the 
predicted  five  minutes,  it  took  an 
unnerving  15.  Mock  leaped  out  of 
the  box  and  passed  out.  When  he 
regained  consciousness,  he  apolog- 
ized to  the  audience  and  the  show 

A newspaper  feature  on  Mock 
last  year  said  "Mock  gathers  with 
friends  and  talks  in  chants  to  the 
spirits."  He  believes  firmly  in 
psychic  phenomenon. 

Mock  reportedly  fed  a chicken  a 
capsule  containing  a prediction.  He 
brought  the  egg  to  a show  and  a 
member  of  the  audience  broke  it 
and  opened  the  capsule.  It 
reportedly  read  something  to  the 
order  of.  "The  King  of  Rock  'n  Roll 
will  suffer  a tragedy  that  will  shock 
the  nation."  A couple  of  weeks 
later,  Elvis  Presley  died. 

Mock  performs  at  private 
parties,  schools  and  restaurants  in 
the  Joliet-Chicago  area.

A S9.3  million  operating  budget 
for  JJC  was  approved  Monday 
night  by  the  college  Board  of 
Trustees. 

The  budget,  unanimously  ap- 
proved. was  increased  by  S692.682 
over  last  year's  budge*,  of  $8.5 
million.  The  budget  is  based  on  a 
district  tax  rate  of  20.8  cents  per 
S100  assessed  valuation  and 
assumes  an  overall  district  assess- 
ed valuation  increase  of  $200 
million,  bringing  the  total  district 
assessed  valuation  to  S2.3  billion. 

Revenue  sources  include  approx- 
imately S3  million  in  state  funds 
and  SI. 9 million  in  student  tuition. 

The  increase  is  due  primarily  to 
an  anticipated  six  per  cent  increase 
in  salaries.  Salaries  account  for 
S6.6  million,  or  7|  per  cent  of  the 


budget. 

Rainwater  Runoff 

William  Zales  of  the  biology 
department  told  the  board  of 
problems  with  rainwater  runoff 
from  nearby  College  Park  Subdivis- 
ion. A major  problem,  he  said,  is 
that  silt-filled  runoff  enters  (he 
campus  lake,  causing  algae 
problems  and  erosion  on  campus 
grounds. 

A motion  was  approved  to  write 
the  subdivision  about  the  runoff 
problem,  asking  that  appropriate 
action  be  taken.  If  the  subdivision 
does  not  act.  the  board  may 
consider  legal  action. 

Arboretum  planned 

Zales  also  presented  the  board 
with  plans  for  an  arboretum,  a 
living  collection  of  woody  perennial 
plants.  The  arboretum  would  be  an 
11-acre  area  between  the  entrance 


and  exit  roads.  Zales  said  the 
arboretum  would  be  filled  with 
plants  familiar  to  the  arco.  This 
arrangement,  he  said,  will  require 
a minimum  of  maintenance  and  will 
provide  educational  values. 

Planting  is  scheduled  to  begin 
this  fall  and  should  be  completed 
within  two  years.  The  projccl  will 
be  funded  by  a $15,000  gift  from 
the  JJC  Foundation  and  another 
gift  of  $5,000. 

Associate  dean  named 

The  board  appointed  Katharine 
J.  Krai  of  Aurora  to  fill  a new 
position  of  associate  dean  for 
Administrative  Services.  She  has  a 
master’s  degree  in  business 
management  from  Northern  Illinois 
University.  Her  annual  salary  will 
be  $22,000. 

The  board  also  approved  two 
new  teachers.  Edward  Eichelber- 
ger  of  Plainfield  as  a chemistry 


teacher  at  $16,465  and  John  R. 
Beam  III  of  Glen  Ellyn  as  a 
temporary  business  department 
instructor. 

Appreciation  Night* 

Plans  for  three  “Appreciation 
Nights"  also  met  with  board 
approval.  The  college  plans  to  show 
the  district  its  appreciation  for 
support  during  the  college’s  76 
year  history  by  inviting  residents  to 
JJC’*  first  home  football  game 
Saturday  free  of  charge.  An 
Appreciation  Night  is  also  planned 
for  JJC's  opening  basketball  game 
and  its  first  musical  program.

The  total  budget  for  the  SGA  this  year  is  $28,000  with  more 
money  coming  later.

Blazer  backs  teachers 


Nobody  likes  or  wants  a teach- 
ers' strike,  especially  the  students. 
There  is  no  such  thing  as  a 
"necessary”  strike  because  a 
strike  only  shows  the  inability  of 
two  sides  to  come  together  on  a 
common  agreement. 

As  usually  happens  in  a case  like 
this,  the  student  body  is  stuck  in 
the  middle  getting  hurt  by  the 
whole  deal. 

But,  based  on  information  the 
Blazer  has  received  from  various 
sources  close  to  the  negotiations, 
we  feel  the  student  body  should 
support  the  teachers  in  their  effort 
to  gel  a new  contract. 

We're  not  advocating  or  endors- 
ing a strike.  We're  just  saying  that 
if  one  docs  occur,  it’s  mainly  the 
fault  of  the  administration,  not  the 
teachers. 

So  far,  the  administration  has 
said  absolutely  nothing  of  sub- 
stance concerning  either  negoti- 
ations or  the  possibility  of  a strike. 
This  is  totally  wrong.  We're  not 
saying  the  negotiations  should  be 


open  to  the  public,  but  we  feel 
there  should  be  some  type  of 
communication  with  the  student 
body. 

Telling  the  Blazer  that  every- 
thing is  proceeding  amiably  and 
that  they  can't  comment  on 
anything  else  not  only  shows  a lack 
of  communication,  but  it's  also 
handing  the  students  a totally  false 
statement.  If  everything  was  going 
amiable  there  wouldn't  be  any  talk 
of  a strike. 

The  teachers,  on  the  other  hand, 
have  been  much  more  open  with 
the  students.  They  have  said 
outright  that  they  are  displeased 
with  the  contract  being  offered 
them.  They  told  the  administration 
this  before  a strike  vote  was  even 
called  for.  At  least  they  are  trying 
to  gamer  some  support  from  the 
students.  The  administration, 
meanwhile,  just  keeps  its  lips 
closed. 

We  have  been  told  by  other 
sources  that  the  administration  is 
trying  to  spend  no  more  money  on 


this  contract  than  they  did  on  the 
last  one.  We  have  found  no  reason 
to  disbelieve  these  sources,  and  we 
think  this  is  a rather  ridiculous 
position  for  the  administration  to 
take.  We  don't  want  to  see  the 
school  go  into  deficit  spending 
because  of  unrealistic  demands  by 
teachers,  but  from  what  we  know  of 
negotiations  we  think  a com- 
promise is  possible. 

Each  student  must  decide  who  to 
support,  whether  it  be  those 
"greedy  teachers"  or  those 
"tight-fisted  administrators." 

We've  weighed  our  information 
as  much>as  possible,  and  we  have 
decided  to  come  out  in  the 
teachers'  corner  of  the  ring.

Garrett : Hypnosis  carried  out  by  subject

"What  is  your  first  name 
again?"  The  man  watched  curious- 
ly, awaiting  the  response. 

"I-I  don't  know,"  came  the 
puzzled  reply. 

What  kind  of  power  could  make  a 
person  forget  his  own  first  name? 
Larry  Garrett,  a clinical  hypnotist 
who  was  at  JJC  last  week,  was 
faced  with  that  very  question  when 
he  took  part  in  his  first  experience 
with  hypnosis. 

Garrett  attended  a demonstra- 
tion where,  as  a result  of  a hypnotic 
suggestion,  he  was  unable  to  recall 
his  first  name.  This  incident,  and 
his  curiosity,  led  to  years  of  study 
which  eventually  developed  into  a 
career  for  him. 

He  now  practices  at  a hypnosis 
clinic  in  Chicago,  his  hometown, 
where  he  has  worked  for  the  past 
seven  years.  He  deals  with  weight 
problems,  fears,  smoking  and 
general  self-improvement. 

Garrett  defines  hypnotism  as  "a 
different,  less  analytical  state  of 
ntind  where  one  is  extremely 
relaxed  and  concentration  is 

He  said  many  people  feel  they 
can't  be  hypnotized  simply  because 
they  don't  fully  understand  what 
hypnosis  involves. 

Garrett  said,  "When  hypnotized. 
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one  is  less  subject  to  distraction, 
thus  able  to  centralize  his  thoughts 
toward  a specific  center  of 
interest." 

Tina  Spllich,  a JJC  student 
hypnotized  by  Garrett  said,  "1 
knew  everything  that  1 was  doing.  1 
knew  there  were  people  around 
me.  but  his  (Garrett's)  voice  was 
like  it  was  right  in  the  middle  of  my 
head.  His  suggestions  all  seemed 
very  right  and  natural  to  me  - like 
they  were  just  the  things  to  do.  I 
felt  great  during  that  time,  and 
very  rested  afterwards.  I wasn't 
tired  at  all." 

Garrett  said  many  people  fail  to 
understand  that  everyone  is  in 
control  of  his  or  her  actions. 

He  said  hypnotism  is  carried  out 
by  the  subject  himself.  When  "put 
under”  by  a hypnotist,  the  subject 
merely  lets  that  person  be  the  voice 
which  makes  suggestions  to  him. 


Garrett  said.  The  individual  is  the 
one  to  choose  whether  or  not  he  will 
enter  this  "altered  state  of 
consciousness." 

Despite  old-fashioned  attitudes 
about  hypnotism,  its  uses  have 
broadened  in  the  last  few  years. 
Some  patients  can  be  relieved  of 
deep-set  fears  and  problems  by 
probing  into  their  past  by  hypnosis. 

It  has  been  observed  that  people 
can  go  back  to  their  childhood, 
recalling  specific  events  vividlyr 
Garrett  said  it  is  possible  to  return 
to  the  mind's  state  at  the  time  of 
infancy,  and  even  before  the  time 
of  birth. 

Hypnosis  in  the  form  of  an 
anesthetic  is  being  used  in 
hospitals  today  during  childbirth 
and  to  perform  operations  without 
the  use  of  drugs.  However,  Garrett 
said  few  doctors  practice  hypnosis 
in  hospitals.

‘Y’  opens  Oct.  15

Houboll  Avenue’s  YMCA  will 
open  about  Oct.  15.  according  to 
YMCA  general  Dir.  Chuck  Mickle- 
wright. 

Houbolt  was  the  site  chosen,  said 
Micklewright  because  it  was  a 
proximal  resource  for  members  and 
staff  of  JJC  and  the  property  was 
given  to  the  Y free  of  charge  by  the 
Lakeland  Developing  Company. 

The  building  is  equipped  with  a 
six-lane  pool.  45  x 75  feet;  a gym. 
approximately  98  x 75  feet  which 
has  two  official  volleyball  courts; 
four  handball-racquetball  courts 
which  are  the  only  ones  of  official 


size  in  the  city. 

Also  two  locker  rooms  with 
saunas:  and  exercise  room  which  is 
actually  a multi-purpose  room; 
meeting  rooms,  one  of  which  has  a 
view  of  the  pool;  and  storage  space 
are  included  in  the  plans. 

“And  though  the  building  was 
not  designed  specifically  for  the 
handicapped."  said  Micklewright, 
“they  were  certainly  taken  into 
consideration." 

Along  with  the  Houbolt  Rd.  Y. 
another  center  is  being  built  on 
Briggs  street  and  is  identical  to  the 
one  on  Houbolt.  Construction  and 
furnishings  of  the  centers  cost  a 
total  of  $3  million,  funded  by

"Encounters."  an  exhibit  by 
artist  Valerie  Krakar,  will  be  on 
display  through  Sept.  30  in  the  Fine 
Arts  Gallery. 

"I  fell  in  love  with  the  word 
'encounter',"  Krakar  said.  "It's  a 
combination  of  feelings.  I want  the 
viewing  audience  to  confront, 
challenge,  feel  something.  If  they 
blankly  walk  away.  I've  failed." 

The  exhibit,  which  took  seven 
months  to  complete,  includes 
several  large  paintings  and  built-up 
relief  constructions  made  of  metal 
tapes,  foil,  acrylics,  paint  and 
machine  metal.  All  arc  for  sale  with 
prices  starting  at  S75  and  going  to 
S400.  The  average  is  S150. 

"1  sell  pieces  slowly  and 
consistently,"  says  Krakar.  who 
owns  and  operates  Art  Works  on 
Broadway  which  she  uses  as  a 
studio  and  to  teach  classes.  She 
also  teaches  part-time  at  JJC,  the 
College  of  St.  Francis  and  for  the 
Park  League.  “I'm  an  art  junkie." 
she  says. 

Krakar,  who  attended  JJC.  the 
College  of  St. -Francis  and  Northern 
Illinois  University,  says  Joliet  is  not 


a good  area  for  art.  "It  has  nothing 
to  do  with  the  money  in  the  town, 
it’s  the  attitude.  People  should 
want  to  buy  original  anything 
because  of  the  feeling.  Art  in  this 
town  is  regulated  to  matching 
couch  covers.  Art  is  never  thought 
of  as  it  really  is.  It's  like  buying  a 
book  because  the  cover's  red. 
Artists  encounter  this  all  the  time. 

"Art  should  be  an  integral  part 
of  a school's  curriculum.  Kids  learn 
as  much  as  they're  taught."  she 
added.  “If  art  is  not  taught, 
obviously  they’re  saying  it's  not 
important. 

"Art  should  grab  us,  alter 
something  in  us.  Wc  should  know 
exactly  what  we  want.  It  helps  us  to 
grow.  It's  all  in  the  process  of 
becoming  whole." 

Krakar  has  already  finished  two 
pieces  for  her  next  exhibit,  but 
doesn't  know  what  the  name  will 
be. 

"The  favorite  piece  is  always  the 
one  you're  working  on."  she  said. 
"Good  work  reflects  the  person 
•who  make  it.  You  can  learn  a great 
deal  about  me  by  looking  at  mv 
work.  It  is  me."

contributions  by  industries  and 
citizens.  Also  a capital  campaign  is 
working  to  raise  the  S8  hundred 
thousand  still  needed. 

There  arc  now  three  centers,  the 
metro  office  in  downtown  Joliet  and 
two  outposts,  the  Clarence  C. 
Warren  center,  and  the  Fairvlcw 
recreation  center.  The  YMCA 
budget  comes  20  per  cent  from 
United  Way.  30  per  cent  from 
memberships.  30  per  cent  fees.  10 
per  cent  endowment  funds  and  10 
per  cent  from  contributions. 

With  a total  membership  of 
6.348.  the  YMCA  would  still  like  to 
increase  its  membership,  said 
Micklewright.  "We  picked  up  500 
members  charter  and  in  a Labor 
Day  promotion  campaign  picked  up 
an  estimated  200  more." 

Membership  is  open  to  all.  the 
youth  (6-18  years)  is  $37,  per  year. 
The  young  adult  (19-21  years)  is 
$65  and  the  adult  (22  and  up)  is  $65 
plus  a minimum  building  fund  of 
$50  which  must  be  paid  for  three 
years.  The  regular  family  rate  is 
$150  with  the  $50  building  fund. 

“The  building  fee  is  separate." 
explained  Micklcworth.  "because 
if  wc  included  everything  without 
charge,  memberships  would  have 
to  be  $500-$600.  The  fee  is  $50  for 
three  years,  after  that  payments 
arc  no  longer  required." 

"There  arc  no  special  student 
rates  other  than  the  age  break- 
downs. It's  come  to  committee 
several  times,  but  we’ve  had 
difficulty  in  defining  student. 
We've  had  a lot  of  problems 
making  a classification  for  stu- 
dents." Micklewright  said. 

"The  college  does  scorn  to  be 
interested  in  using  our  facilities, 
though,  for  such  things  as  aquatic 
programs  for  physical  education." 
Mickleworlh  continued.  "However 
no  agreements  have  been 
reached." 

YMCA  activities  are  also  open  to 
non-members  but  they  must  pay 
more  for  specific  activities  than 
members.

Wolves  win  opener;  Triton  next

If  there  was  any  question  about 
the  Wolves'  defense  being  weak,  it 
has  been  answered  as  they  shut  out 
the  College  of  DuPage  23-0  last 
Saturday  night. 

The  Wolves  have  shut  out 
DuPage  the  last  two  seasons.  Last 
year  JJC  blanked  the  Chaparrals 
20-0.  The  Wolves,  ranked  seventh 
in  the  nation,  had  no  problem  with 
DuPage. 

Early  in  the  first  quarter  the 
Chaparrals  had  good  field  position. 
However,  the  Wolves'  strong 
defense  held,  and  safety  John 
Connelly  blocked  a 25-yard  field 
goal  attempt.  From  there  it  was  all 
Wolves. 

Coach  Jerry  Yost  was  happy  with 
his  defensive  unit.  "When  I looked 
at  the  film,  I saw  more  good  things 
than  bad  things." 

The  Wolves'  offense  was  also 
strong,  racking  up  23  points  in  the 
first  half. 

The  Wolves  got  on  the  board  first 
when  quarterback  Steve  Turk 
threw  a 15-yard  touchdown  pass  to 
Erie  Bcltzhoovcr  six  seconds,  into 
the  second  quarter.  The  Wolves 
added  the  two  point  conversion 
when  Tom  Matichak  ran  the  ball  in 
the  endzone  to  make  the  score  8-0. 


With  3:39  remaining  in  the  first 
half  the  JJC  defensive  unit  got  back 
into  action  and  Roger  Hewlett 
tackled  DuPage  quarterback  Leo 
Owry  in  the  DuPage  endzone  for  a 
two-point  safety.  That  made  the 
score  10-0  in  favor  of  the  Wolves. 

Turk  and  Bcltzhoovcr  connected 
again  when  Turk  threw  a 10-yard 
touchdown  pass  with  1:15  left  in 
the  first  half.  The  extra  point  kick 
was  missed,  but  the  Wolves  went 
into  the  locker  room  with  a 16-0 
lead. 

In  the  second  half  the  defensive 
unit  shined  again.  Linebacker  Ron 
Brooks  intercepted  a pass  and  ran 
40  yards  for  a touchdown.  John 
Bourg  added  the  extra  point  to 
make  the  final  score  23-0. 

The  Wolves  looked  good  statis- 
tically, collecting  348  yards.  They 
had  252  yards  rushing  on  42 
carries.  They  caught  six  passes  for 
96  yards.  Bcltzhoovcr  caught  two 
passes  for  38  yards,  Jeff  Young  two 
passes  for  34  yards  and  Tom 
Matichak  two  passes  for  24  yards. 

George  Ervin  led  the  running- 
backs  with  128  yards  in  13  carries. 
Matichak  had  46  yards  in  13 
carries.  Bcltzhoovcr  had  26  yards 
in  eight  carries,  and  two  touch-

SGA  sets  precedent  by 
taking  both  sides  to  court

In  a precedent-selling  move,  the 
Student  Government  Association 
voted  last  week  to  seek  a court 
injunction  against  (he  Board  of 
Trustees  and  the  Teachers'  Union 
Local  604. 

The  action  was  the  first  time  a 
student  group  ever  sought  ah 
injunction  to  seek  an  end  to  a 
teachers'  strike,  although  an 
injunction  was  once  sought  by  an 
individual  student. 

Throughout  the  eight  day 
teachers'  strike,  SGA  representa- 
tives have  been  meeting  both  on 
and  off  the  campus  to  discuss  ways 
of  ending  the  strike.  Their  first 
action  was  to  invite  representatives 
from  the  board  and  the  teachers' 
union  for  a discussion  session  Sept. 
21.  SGA  asked  for  a clarification  of 
proposal  terms  from  both  sides. 

An  SGA  meeting  was  held  that 
afternoon,  where  various  actions  to 


end  the  strike  were  debated. 
Among  these  were  bringing  in  a 
mediator,  asking  the  school  for  a 
charge  back  to  another  college,  and 
bringing  a class  action  suit  against 
the  school  by  the  students. 
Throughout  the  meeting,  .it  was 
stressed  that  SGA  wished  not  to 
side  with  the  board  or  the  teachers, 
but  to  remain  neutral  and  to  end 
the  strike  for  the  best  interests  of 
the  students. 

At  SGA's  Sept.  23  meeting,  the 
idea  of  a student  injunction  was 
suggested.  Legal  terms  on  the 
issue  were  discussed  with  attorney 
Douglas  Ziech  of  Joliet  the  next 
day. 

At  a meeting  last  Monday,  it  was 
agreed  that  Ziech  would  meet  with 
both  sides  to  determine  if  progress 
was  being  made  in  negotiations. 
There  was  none,  in  Ziech's  opinion, 
and  SGA  then  voted  to  proceed 
with  filing  the  court  injunction. 

After  filing  the  charge  against 


the  board  and  the  teachers'  union 
on  Tuesday  afternoon,  the  matter 
was  brought  before  Judge  Thomas 
Vinson  Wednesday  morning. 

At  1:30  that  afternoon,  Judge 
Vinson  gave  his  ruling:  the 
student's  injunction  was  turned 
down.  The  judge  cited  a previous 
case,  where  parents  of  school 
students  sought  an  injunction  and 
were  turned  down.  The  opinion  of 
the  judge  was  that  the  position  of 
the  students  was  equal  to  the 
position  of  the  parents,  and  that  to 
approve  of  this  injunction  "would 
flaunt  the  law"  in  the  previous 

Judge  Vinson  also  stated  that  the 
"Seeking  of  an  injunction  in  a 
strike  between  the  school  district 
and  the  board  should  be  brought  by 
the  board."  He  said  that  the  court 
cannot  “wave  a magic  wand  and 
cause  peace  to  be  where  disruption 
was  before"  by  granting  an 
injunction. 


Strike  ends  but  some 
faculty  feel  pressured

teachers  said  Hint,  in  the  event  of  n 
strike  within  their  union,  they 
would  honor  the  clerical  workers' 
picket  lines,  despite  any  loss  of  pay 
Ihul  may  occur. 

Some  teachers  feel  they  were 
pressured  Into  voting  lor  the 
tentative  agreement  brought  be- 
forc  them  Thursday. 

Several  teachers  gave  a definite 
"yes"  to  tho  above  question, 
explaining  the  circumstances  under 
which  they  voted. 

"We  bad  ten  minutes  to  get  the 
gist  of  the  agreement  before  we 
took  a vote  ..they  didn't  explain 
anything  in  great  detail,"  said  one 
teacher.  "But  it's  good  to  have  a 

"We  were  told  bnsicully  we  had 

explaining  that,  if  they  rejected  the 
proposal,  the  board  would  follow 
tbrougb  with  Injunction  proceed- 
ing*. If  teachers  were  forced  buck 
into  school  by  the  injunction,  they 
might  not  liuvc  gotten  as  good  a 
proposal  us  they  did.  "We 
probably  would  have  been  fined 
more,"  udded'onc  teacher. 

As  the  proposal  stands,  teachers 
arc  being  fined  one  day  of  work 

Teachers'  feelings  on  the 
agreement  ore  generally  the 
same  "I  didn't  like  wltut  I heard," 
said  one  teacher,  "but  I voted  'yes' 
to  gel  back  into  school,"  Others 
said  that  the  agreement  is  not 
exactly  what  the  teachers  wanted, 
"but  it's  a compromise  " Another 
teacher,  however  said  Ihul  he  was 
"satisfied,”  with  the  agreement. 

All  teachers  who  were  asked 
agreed  that  the  proposal  will 
probably  be  ratified  when  It  Is 
voted  on  sometime  this  week. 

One  teacher  said  that  he  feels  the 
board  "engineered"  the  liming  of 
the  proposal.  The  teacher  said  by 
waiting  eight  school  days,  for 
which  the  board  would  be  getting 
state  aid  (using  days  that  would 
count  as  "snow  days"  built  into  the 
semester  schedule)  the  board  "has 
not  lost  one  dollar."  The  teacher 
added  that  by  not  waiting  longer  to 
file  the  injunction,  the  board  would 
not  lose  money,  since  stale  aid  to 
the  school  is  discontinued  after  the

JJC  teachers  returned  to  classes 
after  reaching  a contract  agree- 
ment Thursday  with  the  Bourd  of 
Trustees,  ending  seven  months  of 
negotiations,  nine  duyx  of  picket- 
ing, and  two  days  in  court. 

This  agreement  bus  yet  to  be 
approved  by  the  Union's  member- 

The  tentative  agreement  for  the 
two  year  contract  includes: 

I .  A 7.0  percent  siulnry  increase 
for  the  first  year.  Salary  increase 
for  the  second  year  will  be 
determined  by  the  nveruge  cost  of 
living  increase  at  that  lime  plus  un 
additional  .7  per  cent.  This 
increase  will  be  n minimum  of  6.5 
per  cent  and  a maximum  of  7 per 


2.  Toucher's  permission  of  an 
assignment  if  more  than  one-half  of 
the  hours  of  his  assignment  is 
above  15  or  16  credit  hours  or  20 
contact  hours; 

3.  Puymcnl  of  counselors  ut  the 
rate  of  SI 2.00  per  hour  the  first 
year  and  SI 2.50  the  second  year; 

4.  Full  medical  benefits  for 
teachers,  excepting  dental  bene- 
fits, which  will  be  paid  for  by  the 
teachers.  The  college  Administra- 
tion will  secure  group  rates. 

5.  Five  days  make  up  of  work 
out  of  the  total  days  lost  by  the 
strike,  plus  a one-day  fine  assessed 
against  each  teacher. 

The  tentative  lime  set  for 
students  making  up  days  lost 
during  the  strike  will  be  before  the 
fall  semester's  final  exam  days. 
Sources  say  that  students  may  have 
to  make  up  five  duys  of  school,  but 
this  could  not  be  verified  at  press 

The  teachers  now  have  a week  to 
vote  on  and  approve  of  the 
agreement.  The  agreement  needs  a 
two-thirds  majority  vote  to  be 

One  proposal  that  the  teachers 
did  not  get  out  of  the  agreement 
was  a provision  for  make  up  days 
for  maintenance  and  clerical 
workers  who  honored  the  teachers’ 
picket  line. 

With  the  clerical  workers' 
contract  being  up  at  the  end  of 
June  1978,  however,  several 


Students  unhappy  with  strike  role

JJC  students  expressed  disfavor 
with  the  position  they  were  put  in 
during  the  teachers'  strike.

"I  think  their  demands  were 
somewhat  out  of  line,"  said  Debbie 
Crawley.  "Also.  I paid  for  school 
because  I want  to  go,  and  I don't 
like  the  idea  of  being  mani- 
pulated." 

Sue  Blackbum  said  she  agreed 
with  the  teachers,  “but  not  to  the 
extent  that  it  will  cause  us  to  be 
punished  foe  their  inability  to 
communicate  with  each  other.” 


Curt  Shepherd  said,  "It  should 
have  been  settled  last  June.  It’s 
like  we're  starliifg  school  all  over 
again.  I just  got  into  the  habit  of 
studying.  The  strike's  interrupting 
my  train  of  thought." 

"I  think  a possible  alternative  to 
a strike.  Shepherd  added, 
"would  be  for  students  to  protest 
as  a group  against  both  the  faculty 
and  administration.  With  news- 


paper coverage.  I think  it  would 
jiavc  been  effective  in  forcing  them 
into  a settlement.  That  way. 
students  would  actively  participate, 
rather  than  playing  the  role  of  the 
unwilling  pawn.” 

Nursing  student  “Sam”  McCoy 
said,  "The  nursing  program  has  an 
intensive  work  load  and  the  strike 
is  making  it  twice  as  intense  for  the 
teachers  and  students.  The  nursing 


instructors  are  doing  a fine  job,  and 
they  deserve  the  increases  that 
they  have  asked  for." 

Darlene  Breitbarth.  also  a 
nursing  student,  gave  a similar 
opinion.  "Being  out  of  school  really 
messes  things  up  for  me.  Because 
of  the  rate  at  which  we  study.  I feel 
I have  been  cheated  out  of  a lot  of 
my  time.”

SGA's  actions  laudable 


During  the  strike  most  students 
listened  to  the  radio  or  read  the 
paper  to  find  out  what  was 
happening.  Many  students  were 
wondering  what  rights  and  powers 
they  had  concerning  the  return  of 
teachers  to  the  classrooms. 

The  Student  Government  Associ- 
ation must  be  pommended  for  their 
actions  of  the  past  few  weeks.  They 
quit  wondering  about  their  rights 
and  set  forth  to  find  out  what  our 
rights  arc. 

They  organized  and  attempted  to 
file  a court  injunction  against  the 
two  sides.  The  injunction  failed  but 
the  action  must  still  be  considered 
a victory  for  the  students. 

By  -the  SGA's  actions,  they 


showed  both  sides  that  the 
students  wanted  to  be  back  in 
classes.  How  much  the  court  action 
served  to  hasten  the  settlement  is 
debatable,  but  there  is  no  question 
that  the  threat  of  legal  action 
speeded  up  negotiations  to  some 

The  SGA  action  was,  as  far  as  we 
can  tell,  unprecedented.  The  SGA 
were  certainly  the  first  students  in 
the  state's  history  to  attempt  an 
injunction. 

There  was  indecision  and 
trepidation  in  SGA's  ranks  during 
this  strike  as  well  as  determination 
and  conviction.  In  any  case,  it  took 
guts  and  quick  organization  to  do 
what  they  had  to  do. 


The  lawyer’s  fees  arc  also  being 
paid,  not  from  student  funds,  but 
from  the  pockets  of  SGA  members. 
We  think  this  shows  the  concern 
the  SGA  had  for  the  students  in  this 
instance  and  we  hope  other 
students  will  help  contribute  to  pay 
this  bill. 

Overall,  we  think  the  SGA  did  an 
excellent  job  in  speaking  for  the 
students  with  their  actions  and  we 
hope  all  the  things  they  do  are  of 
the  same  caliber  as  this  effort.  Just 
because  the  injunction  was  dis- 
missed doesn’t  mean  they  failed. 
On  the  contrary,  it  was  a victory 
because  no  other  SGA  on  any  other 
campus  can  boast  they  ever  did 
what  ours  did.

Events  that  occurred  each  day  of 
the  8-day  teachers'  strike  are  as 
follows: 


Monday,  Sept.  19 
The  strike,  scheduled  for  7 a.m., 
was  delayed  for  24  hours  at  the 
request  of  the  teachers'  union.. ..At 
5:30  p.m.,  after  rejecting  a Board 
of  Trustees  proposal,  the  teachers 
officially  went  on  strike. 

Tuesday,  Sept.  20 
A negotiating  session  was  held  in 
the  afternoon.  Both  sides  were 
unwilling  to  move  from  their 
original  positions. 

Wednesday,  Sept.  21 
A Student  Government  Associa- 
tion meeting  was  held  with 
representatives  from  both  negotia- 
ting teams  answering  student 
questions  on  the  strike.. ..Another 
meeting  was  held  In  the  afternoon 
to  decide  what  course  of  action 
students  could  take.  The  main  topic 
was  student  tuition  refunds.  It  was 
decided  to  wait  until  after  the  first 
eight  class  days  of  striking  before 
taking  action.

Cafeteria  hurt  by  strike 


Thursday,  Sept  22 

A negotiating  session,  lasting  90 
minutes,  was  held  at  8 a.m.  The 
board  was  invited  to  watch  the 
proceedings.  Some  of  the  language 
of  the  contract  was  agreed  upon, 
but  no  financial  agreements  were 
made.... Negotiations  resumed  in 
the  afternoon  and  continued  into 
the  night. 

Friday,  Sept.  23 

No  agreement  was  reached  in 
negotiations.  The  teachers  request- 
ed that  dental  service  be  included 
in  their  contract. ...SGA  held  a 10 
a.m.  meeting  and  discussed  the 
legal  procedures  they  would  take  to 
end  the  strike.  It  was  decided  they 
would  talk  to  Douglas  Zeich,  an 
attorney,  Saturday  morning  to 
discuss  legal  matters.... No  negot- 
iations were  held  during  the 
weekend. 

Monday,  Sept.  26 
SGA  decided  to  seek  an 
injunction  against  the  teachers' 
union  and  the  board  if  their 
attorney  said,  in  his  opinion,  that 
no  progress  was  being  made  in 
negotiations  after  consulting  both 
sides.... Negotiations  resumed  and 
lasted  throughout  the  day. 

Tuesday,  Sept.  27 
SGA  filed  its  injunction  against 
the  teachers'  union  and  the 
board.... The  board  called  a special 
meeting  for  5 p.m.  Sept.  28,  "for 
the  purpose  of  discussion  of 
negotiations  and  possible  actions  to 
be  taken.” 

Wednesday,  Sept  28 
Judge  Thomas  Vinson  denied 
SGA's  injunction  against  teachers 
and  the  board,  citing  past 
precedent  in  similar  cases — Board 
met  and  decided  to  seek  an 
injunction. 

Thursday,  Sept.  29 

At  3:30  p.m.  Judge  Vinson 
announced  that  a tentative  settle- 
ment had  been  reached  between 
the  board  and  teachers.  Classes 
resumed  in  the  evening.

"We’re  losing  about  51,000  a 
day  and  taking  in  only  about 
575-80." 

Those  were  the  words  of 
cafeteria  head  Gaude  Kern,  whose 
food  service  operation  was  hurt  by 
the  teachers’  strike. 

"In  terms  of  money,  we  neediat 
least  four  full  days  a week  to  break 
even.  The  payroll  for  the  full-timers 
alone  runs  S400  a day,”  he  said. 

Kern  said  no  students  were 
working  during  the  strike  and  that 
full-timers  who  did  work  were  not 


in  a union.  There  were  four 
culinary  arts  instructors  on  the 
picket  line. 

Kern  also  said  he  did  not  know 
how  badly  the  strike  would  affect 
his  total  budget  since  the  amount  of 
money  received  and  the  volume  of 
food  used  was  very  low. 

"We  didn't  anticipate  the 
strike,"  he  said.  "We  work  on  a 
basis  of  weekly  deliveries,  and 
nobody  got  through  except  for  the 
man  who  delivers  our  coffee.  He 
didn't  realize  there  was  a strike  in 
progress,  and  he  said  he  made  a 
mistake  by  coming  here." 


Kcm  made  use  of  the  food  that 
was  already  in  the  freezers  and 
refrigerators  to  feed  the  staff  and 
students  who  used  the  school 
during  the  strike. 

Another  school  business,  the 
bookstore,  has  not  been  hurt  as 
badly  by  the  strike. 

"The  deliveries  of  supplies 
stopped,"  said  bookstore  manager 
Christy  Monroe,  "But  I was  mill 
able  to  use  all  my  student  workers. 
I just  had  to  cut  back  on  the 
hours.” 

Monroe  said  the  store  had  been 
slowed  to  about  a fourth  of  their 


regular  business,  "Wc  vc  been 
bringing  in  about  575-80  a day," 
said  Monroe.  The  worst  thing 
about  it  Is  that  wc  have  books 
wuitlng  In  Chicago  to  be  delivered 
and  there's  no  way  a student  can 
get  them  if  he  needs  them.  They're 
mostly  re-orders,  book*  that  wc 
ran  out  of,  and,  the  drivers 
wouldn't  cross  the  picket  lines." 

Monroe  added  that  she  and  the 
other  bookstore  employees  used 
the  lime  to  catch  up  on  work  left 
over  from  the  rush  ul  the  beginning 
of  school.  One  full  time  bookstore 
employee  was  on  the  picket  line. 


Strike  doesn’t  stop  financial  aid 


Joliet  Junior  College  students 
receiving  financial  aid  will  still  be 
able  to  receive  some  money  next 
week  despite  the  teachers'  strike. 

The  checks,  however,  will  be  for 
25  per  cent  of  their  subsistence 
entitlement,  rather  than  the  50  per 
cent,  which  they  would  have 
received  had  it  not  been  for  the 
teachers'  strike  and  the  closing  of 
classes. 


The  students  will  be  able  to 
receive  the  additional  25  per  cent  of 
their  entitlement  two  weeks  after 
the  teachers  and  the  students 
return  to  the  classrooms. 

Checks  for  students  receiving 
Basic  Educational  Opportunity 
Grants  will  be  in  the  mail  by 
Wednesday,  said  Steve  Muller, 
director  of  financial  aids. 


Faculty  pressured? 


eighth  school  day  lost. 

Members  of  the  negotiating 
teams  also  were  asked  that  same 
question  whether  or  not  they  felt 
the  teachers  were  pressured  into  an 
agreement  and  some  presented 
their  opinions. 

"Everyone  is  pressured  into 
signing  some  kind  of  contract," 
said  one  administrator.  "I  don't 
really  have  any  idea  of  what  the 
teachers  are  talking  about,"  (in 
terms  of  being  pressured).  Another 
comment  was,  "The  offer  that  was 
accepted  was  a fair  agreement  for 
everybody  concerned.  The  school 
was  never  in  danger  of  losing  any 
money.” 

"Not  every  side  can  be  happy  in 
the  end  of  an  agreement,  both 


sides  must  give  and  lake.  I can  only 
assume  that  the  teachers  made  the 
right  decision  because  they  voted 
for  it,”  added  another  board 
member. 

In  conclusion,  when  asked  about 
the  loss  of  state  aid.  Harold 
McAninch,  President  of  JJC  said 
that  the  school  was  never  in  danger 
of  losing  money. 
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Students  receiving  private 
scholarships,  Law  Enforcement 
Educational  Program  Grants,  Sup- 
plemental Educational  Opportunity 
Grants  and  nursing  grants  should 
have  their  checks  in  the  mail  by 
Friday,  October  7,  he  added. 

All  veterans  attending  JJC  as 
students  who  have  been  certified 
and  who  have  notified  the  Veterans 
AfTairs  Office  should  be  receiving 
their  subsistence  allowance  without 
any  interruption. 

JJC  students  receiving  social 
security  benefits  should  continue  to 
receive  payments  In  spite  of  the 


strike,  he  said. 

Muller  said  some  student 
workers  have  payroll  checks  In  the 
personnel  office. 

If  students  have  any  questions 
about  their  checks  they  should  call 
the  financial  aids  office  729-9020, 
ext.  232.

Strike  stalls 
tennis  team 

Wolves

Although  only  two  women's  tennis 
matches  were  canceled  because  of  the 
teachers'  strike,  the  psychological  affect  on 
the  players  and  coaches  will  be  hard  to 
measure. 

The  coaches,  members  of  the  teachers’ 
union,  were  allowed  to  cross  picket  lines 
during  the  strike  and  coach  their  players, 
some  of  whom  walked  the  picket  line. 

Tennis  coach  John  Stobart,  a member  of 
the  negotiations  board,  canceled  two  of  his 
team's  scheduled  matches.  The  women 
netters  did  play  Harper  Sept.  27,  hpwever. 
winning  7-2.  The  team  was  also  scheduled 
to  meet  Waubonsie  College  last  Thursday 
and  Triton  this  Tuesday. 


Those  (two)  matches  during  strike  time 
were  canceled,  so  in  order  to  make  them  up 
in  time  for  sectionals  the  girls  will  be 
playing  their  matches  very  close  together 
Stobart  said.  "Because  ) could  not  spend 
as  much  time  with  them,  I don't  think  the 
girls  were  as  up  for  practices  as  usual." 

Oebbic  Radakovich,  a member  of  the 
women's  tennis  team,  said  extra  pressure 
was  placed  on  the  players  due  to  the  time 
factor  and  because  the  team  had  to  practice 
on  its  own.  "It  makes  us  all  a little  more 
nervous,  but  1 don't  think  it  is  having  an 
affect  on  the  way  we  are  playing,”  she 

The  football  team  did  not  suffer  because 
of  the  strike,  winning  twice.  Coach  Jerry 
Yost  said,  "Practices  were  played  as  usual 


and  we  were  able  to  carry  on  without 
problems  from  the  strike." 

During  the  days  of  the  strike,  football 
players  were  often  seen  on  the  picket  line 
with  members  of  the  faculty. 

Bill  Foss,  assistant  football  coach  said. 
"The  team  is  concerned  about  school. 
Some  of  the  players  would  come  early  for 
practice  to  picket  as  students.  Thus  they 
have  developed  a good  rapport  with  the 
faculty.  No  change  has  shown  in  the 
performance  of  the  team  since  the  strike, 
and  we  hope  that  it  doesn't". 

"The  volleyball  team  was  not  affected  by 
the  strike,"  coach  Dan  Furlan  said.  Golf 
matches  were  also  held.

The  Wolves  upped  their  football 
mark  to  3-0  with  a pair  of  recent 
wins,  a 22-0  laugher  over  Triton 
Sept.  17  and  a narrow  comc-from- 
bchind  22-19  victory  over  No. 
7-rankcd  Illinois  Valley  Sept.  24. 

The  Wolves,  ranked  third 
nationally,  went  after  their  fourth 
straight  win  Saturday  when  they 
traveled  to  Milwaukee  to  tackle 
Concordia  College, 

Although  the  Wolves  defense  did 
not  blank  the  Apaches  after 
whitewashing  two  previous  oppon- 
ents, it  held  tight  und  thwarted  two 
crucail  extra  point  attempts. 

Illinois  Valley  entered  the  game 
with  a 3-0  record,  2-0  in  the  N4C. 
The  Apaches  jumped  out  to  a 6-0 
lend  in  the  first  quarter  when 
runningback  Lonnie  Dentcn  took 
the  ball  in  from  the  one-yard  line. 
The  extra  point  attempt  failed. 

In  the  second  quarter  it  was 
Dentcn  again.  This  time  he  carried 
the  ball  in  from  the  six-yard  line, 
but  again  the  Wolves  tightened  up 
and  the  Apaches  failed  to  make  a 
two-point  conversion. 

At  this  point  the  Wolves'  2-0 
record  looked  in  jeopardy.  But  JJC 
runningback  Richard  Ware  scored 
a touchdown  with  just  25  seconds 
remaining  in  the  half.  Runningback 
Tom  Matichak  carried  the  ball  in 
for  a two-point  conversion  and  the 
Wolves  were  within  four  points  at 
the  half,  12-8. 

Coach  Jerry  Yost  has  gone  for 
the  two-point  conversion  on  the 


first  touchdown  and  each  time 
Matichak  has  carried  it  in.  For 
every  touchdown  after  the  first  one, 
however,  Yost  has  gone  for  the 
extra  point  kick. 

Early  in  the  third  quarter 
quarterback  Steve  Turk  scored  a 
touchdown  to  give  the  Wolves  a 
14-12  lead.  Kicker  John  Fillipitch 
added  the  extra  point  to  give  the 
Wolves  a three-point  lead. 

Late  in  the  third  quarter  it  was 
Turk  again  scoring  as  he  carried 
the  ball  in  from  the  one-yard  line. 
Fillipitch  kicked  the  extra  point  to 
give  the  Wolves  what  looked  like  a 
convincing  22-12  lead. 

But  Illinois  Valley  came  back 
with  another  touchdown  late  in  the 
third  quarter.  This  time  the 
Apaches  converted  the  extra  point 
to  make  the  score  22-19. 

Matichak  picked  up  101  yards  in 
16  carries  and  hauled  in  five  passes 
for  1 15  yards.  Ware  tallied  89  yards 
on  the  ground  in  16  carries. 
Linebacker  Mike  Sinchak  starred 
on  defense  with  24  tackles. 

The  Wolves  threw  up  another 
brick  wall  on  defense  in  blanking 
Triton  at  rain-soaked  Memorial 
Stadium. 

Two  hard-fought  goal-line  stands 
by  the  defensive  unit  saved  the 
shutout.  Twice  Triton  had  a 
first-and-goal  situation,  but  both 
times  fell  short  at  the  one-yard  line. 

The  Wolves  got  their  offense 
going  early  in  the  first  quarter 
when  halfback  George  Ervin 
plunged  across  from  the  one-yard 
line.  Matichak  carried  the  ball  in 


for  the  two-point  conversion  and 
the  Wolves  were  on  top  early  8-0. 

In  the  second  quarter,  Matichak 
scored  the  first  of  his  two 
touchdowns  of  the  night  on  a 
four-yard  run.  Fillipitch  made  it 
15-0  when  he  booted  the  extra  point 
through  the  uprights. 

But  the  Wolves'  offensfc  sputter- 
ed after  the  second  score,  and  did 
not  get  untracked  until  the  fourth 
quarter  when  freshman  quarter- 
back Tony  Spencer  entered  the 
game  and  completed  four  passes. 
He  took  the  Wolves  to  the  six-year 
line  where  Matichak  went  in  for  the 
final  score.  Fillipitch  added  the 

Because  of  the  muddy  field  the 
ball  was  often  an  exlusive  object  for 
players  on  both  sides. 

Triton  was  forced  to  punt  in  the 
third  quarter,  but  the  ball  was 
snapped  low  and  the  punter 
decided  to  run  on  the  broken  play. 
He  ended  up  svith  a first  down,  and 
Triton  continued  to  push  the 
Wolves  back  to  their  one-yard  line 
where  the  drive  stalled.

JJC  says  subdivision  run-off  polluting  lake

Lake  JuCo  is  being  polluted  by 
the  College  Park  Subdivision. 
Muddy  water  due  to  construction  at 
College  Park  is  flowing  into  the 
lake,  according  to  Dr.  William 
Zales.  biology  chairman. 

Though  it  is  necessary  for  some 
of  the  water  to  drain  into  Lake 
JuCo,  there  arc  laws  which  dictate 
how  much  water  can  flow  from  one 
place  to  another,  said  Zales.  The 


development  cannot  increase  the 
amount  of  water  any  more  than 
what  was  draining  into  the  lake 
before  College  Park  began  con- 
structing. 

"It  is  not  the  quantity  of  water 
that  bothers  us;  we  can  handle 
that.  The  problem  is  the  mud. 
College  Park  is  aware  of  the 
problem  but  is  not  doing  enough." 
Zales  said. 

The  overflow  of  mud  deposited 
into  the  lake  causes  an  upset  in  the

food  chain,  said  Zales.  "Everytimc 
it  rains,  the  mud  causes  more 
mineral  nutrition  and  plant  pro- 
blems. There  is  loo  much  algae  and 
vegetation  in  the  lake  which  is 
unsightly  and  takes  weeks  to  clear 
up." 

Tough  the  mud  doesn't  hurt  the 


fish,  it  makes  them  harder  to  catch, 
savs  Zales. 

College  Park  does  have  a 

mechanism  which  releases  water  a 
at  a slow  rate,  but  docs  not  slop  the 
mud  problem. 

Possible  solutions  for  the 
problem  include  building  a sillalion 
damn  in  which  mud  is  deposited 
into  a mud  basin,  but  these  arc 
expensive  and  Zales  suys  he  is 
skeptical  as  to  how  well  they  work?

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Board  not  expected 


to  approve  contract

JJC  Board  of  Trustees  Pres.  Dan 
Kennedy  said  Tuesday  he  doesn't 
think  the  board  will  approve  the 
two-year  contract  that  was  recently 
ratified  by  the  teachers. 

The  reason  is  a salary  schedule 
the  teachers  included  in  the 
contract  they  approved.  Kennedy 
said  a salary  schedule  was  not  in 
the  original  agreement  and  its 
addition  would  probably  cause  the 
board  to  reject  the  contract. 

"Salary  schedules  are  meaning- 
less in  a collective  bargaining 
contract."  Kennedy  said.  "You  get 
paid  V number  of  dollars  for  a 
stated  period  of  time  and  that’s  it.  I 


that  was  agreed  upon. 

"This  is  an  excellent  case  of 
bad-faith  bargaining."  said  Cott- 
ingham.  "We're  trying  to  figure 
out  a way  to  make  them  live  up  to 
the  agreement  that  was  signed  in 
the  judge's  chambers." 

Cottingham  said  that  the  salary 
schedule  has  been  in  the  contract 
for  the  last  35  years,  and  that  one 
problem  facing  the  teachers  is  thut 
the  board's  chief  negotiator. 
Eugene  Garrison  is  not  available 

Houbolt 


until  Oct.  26. 

"Those  people  know  what 
interpretation  they  had  in  the 
contract.  And  now  they're  gone.  I 
could  do  the  same  thing  by  leaving 
and  bringing  in  a new  group  of 
people.  We  have  to  try  and  get  this 
thing  settled  as  soon  as  wc  get  the 
board  together." 

The  board  is  expected  to  take 
action  on  the  contract  at  next 
Monday  night's  meeting  at  8 p.m  . 
in  J-2026.

A S2  million  project  for  widening 
Houbolt  Road  was  discussed  at 
Monday's  Board  of  Trustees 
meeting  at  North  Campus  in 
Bolingbrook. 

The  project  involves  adding  two 
extra  lanes  on  Houbolt  Road  from 
Jefferson  Street  to  the  college 
Entrance.  A traffic  light  would  also 
be  erected  at  the  comer  of  Houbolt 
and  McDonough  Street. 

The  widening  of  Houbolt  Road 
has  been  contemplated  since  the 
development  of  the  present 
campus,  said  Bernard  Prola,  Joliet 
public  works  director.  The  major 
obstacle  until  recently  was  insuffi- 

However,  Prola  said,  the  federal 
government  recently  allotted 
additional  funds  for  such  projects 
under  the  Federal  Aid  Urban 
Funding  Program.  This  program, 
he  said,  would  fund  70  per  cent  of 
the  project,  with  the  remaining  30 
per  cent  coming  from  other 
sources. 

In  the  Houbolt  Road  project.  SI. 4 
million  will  come  from  the  federal 
government.  The  remaining  costs 
will  be  divided  between  the  city.

on  the  project  before  July  1 . 1978  to 
insure  the  allocation  of  federal 
funds  for  the  1978  fiscal  year. 

The  major  problem  now,  Prola 
said,  is  "getting  everything  met” 
as  far  as  legal  matters.  The  board's 
main  concern  is  obtaining  right-of- 
way.  or  the  rights  from  the  slate  to 
the  property  on  which  the  planned 
project  is  to  be  built.  Some 


property  has  been  obtained 
already,  but  Prola  said  at  least  two 
pnrcclx  ore  yet  to  be  obtained. 

Prola  said  the  college  will  gel 
permission  from  the  city  and 
county  governments  for  a tempor- 
ary eusement  for  Improvements  on 
the  college's  entrance  and  exit 
roads  so  construction  can  begin 

The  rest  of  the  right-of-way, 
Prola  said,  involves  "certain  steps 
to  follow  which  COUICI  quite  a delay 
in  progress."  The  board  must 
follow  federal  procedures  to 
negotiate  with  owners  of  the  land 
they  wish  to  acquire  After 
evaluating  the  properly,  the  board 
"offers  a fair  price"  to  the  owner  to 
accept  or  reject. 

If  the  owner  docs  not  want  to  sell 
Ins  land  for  that  price,  Prola  said 
the  board  would  consider  a 
condemnation  suit  against  the 
owncr.  In  this  process,  the  board 
lakes  the  owner  to  court.  The  board 
must  show  just  causes  for  the 
pricing  reached.  The  court  decides 
on  a price  for  the  land. 

Prola  said  he  hopes  to  see 
construction  on  Houbolt  Rood 
begin  sometime  in  the  spring  of 
1978 


Trustees  think  Vancouver  trip  ‘worthwhile’

The  JJC  Board  of  Trustees 
participated  in  the  eighth  annual 
convention  of  the  Association  of 
Community  College  Trustees  held 
in  Vancouver,  British  Columbia. 
Canada. 

The  convention,  being  a means 
of  exchanging  ideas  between 
administrators  and  trustees  from 
community  colleges  in-the  U.S.  and 
Canada,  covered  a series  of  topics. 

Held  from  October  5th  to  the  8th . 
board  members  Daniel  Kennedy. 
Robert  Kiep.  Aubrey  A.  "Fizz" 
Wills.  Charles  Kennedy.  Victor 
Scon,  and  student  trustee  Polly 


Perryman  were  present. 

Chairman  Daniel  Kennedy  pre- 
sided at  a discussion  panel  on 
"Due  Process  Procedures  for  Both 
Students  and  Faculty".  Discus- 
sions about  union  organization  and 
strike  situations  were  significant 

"In  many  ways,  we  are  far 
advanced  compared  to  other 
schools."  Kennedy  said.  "I  did 
find  that  faculty  members  at  other 
community  colleges  are  very 
involved  with  community  projects, 
and  I feel  we  should  have  more  of 
that  involvement." 

Robert  Kiep  served  as  moderator 


and  reactor  to  a workshop  on 
"Board  Policies  - Focal  Point  for 
Trustees”.  Maintaining  board 
policies,  law  changes  and  new 
board  policies  were  among  the 
topics  of  the  workshop. 

"Many  schools  look  toward  JJC. 
since  it  is  75  years  old,"  Kiep  said. 
"Some  junior  colleges  do  not  have 
collective  bargaining  yet,  so  wc 
were  asked  about  some  of  the 
aspects  of  our  policies.” 

Having  recently  completed  a 
three  year  term  on  the  national 
ACCT  board.  Aubrey  A.  "Fizz” 
Wills  chaired  a panel  on  "Fringe 
Benefits",  and  was  also  moderator 
for  the  workshop  "Aging  77". 


According  to  Wills,  the  distribu- 
tion of  classes  for  JJC's  older 
students  is  hampered  by  the 
number  of  remedial  classes  which 
he  feels  should  be  taught  in  grade 
school  or  high  school.*  “Gasses 
that  should  be  taken  care  of  in 
some  other  educational  institution 
are  keeping  good  students  out  of 
class."  Wills  commented. 

Reading  and  transportation 
facilities  for  the  aged  could  be 
better  employed  in  Wills'  opinion 
also. 

In  the  area  of  fringe  benefits  for 
teachers.  JJC  was  found  to  give 
"more  than  anyone". 


"Wc  allow  a great  deal  for  fringe 
benefits,  vime  of  which  I think  arc 
unnecessary,"  Wills  said. 

The  board  members’  general 
opinion  of  the  convention  was  that 
it  is  one  of  the  best  educational 
processes  available.  Board  member 
Wills  summarized  by  saying. 
"They're  very  worthwhile.  If  we 
did  not  hear  what  other  schools 
were  doing,  we  would  become 
stagnated,  and  wouldn't  know  if  we 
were  doing  things  right  or  not." 

Other  features  of  junior  colleges 
that  were  brought  up  were: 
financial  aid.  minorities,  student 
tutoring,  and  curriculum  develop-

Editor: 

At  some  time  in  the  past  I am  not 
sure  just  when,  JJC  stopped  being 
a school  and  started  being  an 
institution.

Grateful  Dead  alive  again

All  you  Dead  Heads  can  get  out 
in  the  street  and  dance  again  as 
Terrapin  Station,  the  Grateful 
Dead's  newest  piece  of  vinyl,  is 
worthy  of  celebration. 

Being  a full-fledged  Dead  Head, 
praising  the  Dead  is  normally  a 
daily  routine.  But  in  this  case  it 
would  be  a wee  bit  biased.  Quite 
frankly,  the  Dead  have  been 
stumbling  lately,  as  witnessed  by 
their  most  recent  albums.  Reviews 
from  their  last  two  albums  have 
been  hard  to  tolerate,  with  some 
critics  hinting  that  the  legendary 
Dead  arc  losing  their  magic.  But 
say  no  more.  Terrapin  Station 
should  wipe  away  any  further 
notion  of  lost  magic. 

The  opening  cut.  "Estimated 
Prophet."  is  proof  enough.  It's  the 
strongest  cut  they've  pulled  off  in 
years,  as  it  captures  the  Dead 
formula  -interwoven  rhythms  and 
a catchy  beat  - and  holds  it  to  the 
very  end.

guitar  that  bounces  back  and  forth 
with  a wah-wah  effect  Bassist  Phil 
Lesh  sets  down  a nice  rhythm  that 
meshes  perfectly.  Bob  Weir  adds  a 
soft  background  guitar  line  that 
enhances  the  song.  Weir  also  turns 
a mellow-throated  vocal,  and  the 
rest  of  the  band  kicks  in  some  nice 
harmonics. 

"Dancin’  in  the  Street,"  (not 
written  by  the  Dead)  is  further 
proof  that  the  dancing  will 
continue.  The  version  originally 
done  by  Martha  and  the  Vandellas, 
is  credibly  followed  as  drummers 
Bill  Kreutzmann  and  Mickey  Hart 
weave  a dancing  beat,  while  a 
bouncy  bass  keeps  it  moving. 

"Samson  & Delilah”  and 
"Sunrise,"  the  last  two  cuts,  arc 
fine  examples  of  the  musical 
versatility  of  the  Dead.  "S  & D,"  is 
a shuffle  song  about  the  biblical 
characters.  "Sunrise"  weaves  two 
guitars  effectively  around  a power- 


ful vocal  by  Donna  Godchaux. 

Side  two  is  one  entire  composi- 
tion entitled  "Terrapin  Station."  It 
represets  a couple  of  new  ideas  for 
the  Dead.  First,  it  is  their  first 
attempt  with  an  orchestra  and 
second,  it  is  an  entire  side  of  one 
song. 

"Lady  With  a Fan,"  begins 
side  two.  The  song  is  smooth,  and  a 
added  rippling  guitar  accents  the 
song  quite  nicely.  It  flows 
gracefully  into  the  title  cut  itself, 
the  actual  “Terrapin  Station," 
which  is  highlighted  by  the  hip 
lyrics  from  Dead  lyricist  Bob 
Hunter. 

Once  past  the  choruses,  the  song 
flows  into  a series  of  instrumental 
numbers,  which  over  the  years  the 
Dead  have  been  noted  for  being 
able  to  play  quite  well.  The 
orchestra  is  woven  in  here,  but  the 
Dead  seem  a bit  unsure  of 
themselves,  and  for  the  lone  spot 
on  the  album  the  rhythms  arc 
shaky.  The  Dead  recover  and 
capture  it  effectively  though.

The  confections 
took  a third-place  award  in  the 
show. 

Doug  Ross,  maker  of  the  pulled 
sugar  confections,  added,  "The 
students  take  their  own  time  to  do 
it  and  they  learn  as  they  go."  The 
pulled  sugar  basket,  turkey  and 
wedding  cake  each  took  first-place 
honors. 

Pulled  sugar,  he  explained, 
involves  cooking  a sugar-water 
mixture  to  a high  temperature  until 
it  thickens.  Then  the  mixture  is 
pulled  or  formed  into  the  desired 
shape.  Each  item  takes  about  IS

hours  to  complete. 

Two  cornucopias  and 
depicting  a harvest  scene  were 
made  of  bread  dough  by  three 
students,  Joyce  Fox,  Astrid 
Graeper  and  Jackie  Spencer.  Both 
took  second-place  honors. 

Four  studem-cafctcria  workers, 
John  Andrews,  Bob  Dobish,  Ana 
Maria  Luthe  and  Demon  Whitney, 
made  two  large  platters  of  fancy 
cookies  of  various  shapes,  colors 
and  designs.

The  F.J.A.  Christiansen  Co.  of 
Carol  Stream  will  continue  roof 
repair  work  on  buildings  B-J 
throughout  this  month. 

The  roofing  of  the  buildings 
involves  three  major  stages,  said 
foreman  Edward  Guentner.  Work- 
men have  already  partially  com- 
pleted two  of  the  stages. 

After  sweeping  excess  stone  off 
the  roofs,  the  first  step  is  to  put  a 
layer  of  styrofoam  insulation  over 
the  roof  and  cover  it  with  about  two 
inches  of  Zonolite,  a lightweight 
cement.  This  step  has  already 
involved  about  700  bags  of  cement. 

The  wet  cement  is  pumped  under 
pressure  through  a hose  to  the  roof, 
where  it  is  kicked,  sloshed  and 
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spread  into  placc-"a  pretty  slow 
process,”  according  to  roofer 
George  Bcrtronski.  He  said  the 
cement  is  left  24  hours  to  dry 
before  the  next  step  begins.  Roofs 
of  buildings  B - D have  gone 
through  this  stage  already. 

One  problem  that  can  arise  in 
this  step  is  getting  a kink  or  bend  In 
the  hose  pumping  cement.  If  there 
is  a block  in  the  line,  Bertronski 
said,  the  pressurized  cement  in  the 


hose  can  cause  It  to  explode.  Windy 
days  arc  also  a problem  since  the 
lightweight  styrofoam  easily  blows 
away. 

The  next  stage,  Guentner  said,  is 
the  laying  of  heavy  roofing  paper 
spread  with  a tar-like  mixture 
heated  to  350  degrees.  Tills 
mixture,  like  the  cement,  is 
pumped  up  to  the  roof  under 
pressure. 

This  stage  must  be  repeated 


three  times,  and  is  partially 
completed  on  U Building.  In  this 
step,  windy,  rainy,  or  snowy  days 
arc  the  biggest  problems.  On 
windy  days,  the  roofing  paper  la 
blown  about.  No  work  can  be  done 
on  rainy  or  snowy  days. 

The  final  step  of  the  roofing 
process  is  the  laying  of  stone* 
embedded  in  asphalt.  This  step  lias 
not  been  started  on  any  of  the 
buildings.

In  all.  301  ballots  were  turned  in  during  two  days  of 
voting.

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One  word  key  to  contract

One  Word  is  keeping  the  JJC 
Board  of  Trustees  and  the  teachers’ 
union  apart  on  final  agreement  of  a 
new  contract. 

The  word  is  "flat,”  and  its 
interpretation  concerning  teachers’ 
salaries  is  the  main  point  of 
disagreement  between  the  two 

“ ‘Flat’,  as  the  teachers’ 
executive  board  interpreted  it. 
means  a seven  per  cent  salary 
increase,  with  longetivity  incre- 


ment included,”  said  teachers' 
union  Pres.  Robert  Cottingham. 

"We  don't  care  how  they  (the 
teachers)  distribute  the  seven  per 
cent,  as  long  as  the  total  is  not 
more  than  seven  per  cent,”  said 
board  Pres.  Dan  Kennedy. 

The  longevity  increment,  which 
both  sides  disagree  on,  concerns 
teachers  who  are  near  the  top  of  the 
salary  schedule.  In  past  years, 
teachers  who  have  had  21  or  more 
years  of  service  with  the  college  not 
only  received  the  basic  salary 
increases  allotted,  but  also  an  extra 


stipend  for  those  years  of  service. 

The  teachers'  union  agrument  is 
that  these  teachers  should  still 
receive  this  stipend  along  with  the 
flat  seven  per  cent  increase  that 
was  agreed  upon  at  the  end  of  the 
strike. 

The  board,  on  the  other  hand, 
says  the  stipend  must  be  included 
in  the  seven  per  cent  raise, 

"You  can’t  show  that  we  agreed 
to  anything  besides  the  flat  seven 
per  cent  increase,"  Kennedy  said. 
“I  was  willing  to  put  my  name  on 


it.  and  I'm  willing  to  stand  by  it. 
Thut's  all  I'm  asking  the  board  to 
do.  becuusc  if  your  word  is  no 
good,  you're  no  good.  I'll  produce 
enough  votes  to  accept  the  flat  sev- 
en per  cent  as  we  Intcprctcd  it." 

However,  teachers  point  to  u 
clause  in  the  tentative  agreement 
which  they  say  was  agreed  upon 
last  spring  that  includes  the 
longevity  stipend.  The  clause  reads 
as  follows:  "Years  21  und  2b  on  the 
salary  schedule  represent  length  of 
service  recognition  and  call  for  un 
additional  stipend  to  be  paid  each 


year  beginning  with  the  2l»t  and 
26th  years  of  teaching." 

"Whulcver  they  said  six  months 
ago  is  meaningless,  because  they 
screwed  up  and  had  seven 
crybabies  scream,"  said  one 
trustee,  referring  to  the  seven 
teuchcrs  who  would  be  affected  by 
the  longevity  stipend.  "The 
agreement  we  signed  at  the 
courthouse  said  those  people  only 
gel  u flat  seven  per  cent,  so  the 
Increment  (stipend)  goes  out  the 
window."

Strike  discussed 
as  alternative

The  JJC  teuchcrs'  union  discuss- 
ed actions  including  a possible 
strike  at  their  monthly  meeting  to 
encourage  the  Board  of  Trustees  to 
ratify  the  tentative  contract  agreed 
upon  Sept,  29. 

"We  discussed  everything  in- 
cluding strike  action,"  said  union 
Pres.  Robert  Cottingham.  "The 
strike  looks  to  be  the  most  feasible 
thing,  if  an  agreement  is  not 
reached." 

Cottingham  said  if  a strike  is 
recommended  by  the  teachers' 
union  Executive  Board  to  the  rest 
of  the  union,  another  strike  vote 


would  have  to  be  luken. 

He  ulso  said  “there  is  no 
question  that  it  would  pass." 

However,  Cottingham  stressed 
that  teachers  urc  looking  into  other 
alternatives  Instead  of  a strike,  arid 
that  no  definite  measures  hud  been 
taken  at  press  lime. 

"Becuusc  of  the  situation  we  arc 
In,  the  membership  Is  Interested  irt 
looking  Into  other  alternatives,"  he 
said. 

Other  alternatives  mentioned  by 
Collinghum  included  an  indefinite 
postponement  of  any  committee 
activities  of  which  teachers  are  a 


No  vote  a protest 


Although  JJC’s  faculty  voted  to 
ratify  the  recent  contract,  now  in 
dispute  13  votes  were  not  cast  as 
"a  form  of  protest." 

Qne  abstaining  faculty  member 
(name  withheld  upon  request)  said, 
"I  felt  I could  not  vole  because  of 
the  position  I was  forced  into.  I 
personally  feel  we  were  cheated,  so 
there  was  no  other  way  to  go." 

"Mr.  Smith"  abstained  from 
voting.  Faculty  members  have  an 
option  to  either  vote  for,  against,  or 
to  remain  neutral.  "In  this  case, 
remaining  neutral  is  a form  of 


Voters  must  sign  a list  which 
counts  them  as  one  of  the  three 
voles.  By  doing  so,  all  abstentions 
make  the  two-thirds  majority 
needed  require  a larger  number  of 
"for"  votes.  Teachers  who  did  not 
sign  neither  encouraged  nor 
prevented  ratification  of  the 


"I  think  the  people  should  know 
that  it  was  a close  vote  though. 
Because  we  passed  the  ratification 
of  the  contract  docs  not  mean  we 
arc  in  total  agreement,"  he 
concluded. 


College  Park  denies  polluting  Lake  JuCo

"We're  not  causing  any  prob- 
lems and  never  have."  said  Ben 
Hutto,  when  asked  about  the  silt 
pollution  of  Lake  JuCo.  Hutto,  vice 
president  of  U.S.  Shoreway  which 
controls  the  College  Park  develop- 
ment. said  the  drainage  is  meeting 
City  of  Joliet  standards. 

After  a visual  inspection.  Hutto 
said  he  feels  JJC  is  causing  the 
problem. 

"When  it  rains,  the  drainage 
goes  through  the  cornfield  which  is 
higher  on  both  sides  and  dirt  is 


picked  up  by  the  water."  he  said. 
"There  is  no  silt  coming  from  our 
detention  pond." 

JJC  has  signed  a letter  of 
agreement  written  to  the  City  of 
Joliet.  Hutto  said,  agreeing  to  the 
drainage  from  College  Park.  But 
according  to  JJC  Pres.  Harold 
McAninch.  the  agreement  was 
made  to  the  quantity  of  the  water 
draining  into  the  lake  and  not  to  the 
quality.  "If  there  had  been  an 
agreement  it  certainly  wouldn't  be 
this  quality.”  McAninch  said. 

Hutto  also  said.  "It's  interesting

that  drainage  under  Houbolt  Road 
is  blocked  on  the  JJC  side,  backing 
up  the  water."  But  William  Zales. 
biology  instructor,  says  JJC  is  not 
responsible  for  the  sillalion  flow, 
"We've  really  spent  the  time  to 
guarantee  we're  not  the  source  of 
the  mud.  We’ve  walked  the  area: 
the  other  sources  are  dear  and 
we've  put  in  a grass  waterway.  All 
the  clay  is  coming  from  College 
Park."  Zales  said. 


A meeting  was  scheduled  for 
Zales  and  Hutto  to  discuss  the 
problem,  but  Zales  did  not  appear. 

"I  don’t  feel  bad  about  that  as  I 
am  not  a paid  consultant,"  Zales 
said.  "And  I had  students  to  take 
care  of.” 

Hutto  said  he  had  spent  an  hour 
driving  from  Elgin,  where  U.S. 
Shoreway  is  located,  and  an  hour 
waiting  at  College  Park  for  Zales. 

"He  (Zales)  didn’t  call  and  there 
was  no  response  to  a letter  we 
wrote.  I want  Dr.  Zales  to  feel  free 
to  discuss  any  problem  he  feels 


there  might  be.  but  it  would  be  nice 
if  he'd  keep  his  appointments  " 

Though  Zales  and  Hutto  have 
talked  over  the  telephone,  another 
meeting  has  not  been  scheduled. 

"Maybe  I'll  write  him  a letter  in 
a while.”  Zales  said.  "I  don't  feel 
I'm  in  a position  to  make  any 
decisions.  I'm  just  advising  the 
Board  of  Trustees.  And  because  it 
is  informal  advising.  I'm  hesitant  to 
get  any  more  involved  in  the 
situation  than  I am.  All  I can  do  is 
answer  questions.  I can't  fight  their 
(the  board's)  battle  for  them.” 


Clark’s  Box 


I've  kepi  my  rnoulli  pretty  well  shut  within  the  confines  of  this  box 
about  all  the  haggling  going  on  between  the  Board  of  Trustees  and 
the  Teachers'  union.  I was  going  to  wait  until  the  whole  thing  had 
completely  ended  and  then  give  the  general  populace  my  views  as  a 
''middleman." 

However,  the  way  things  are  going,  it  may  become  the  21st 
century  before  the  whole  contract  brouhaha  is  settled,  and  I don’t 
particularly  relish  the  thought  of  receiving  my  first  social  security 
check  on  the  day  both  sides  agree  to  terms.  So.  I've  decided  to 
hedge  a bit  and  make  a few  comments  on  the  whole  situation  before 
I'm  loo  old  and  feeble  to  maneuver  a ballpoint. 

I DO  understand  the  point  of  contention  between  the  board  and 
the  faculty.  When  we  report  on  the  front  page  of  this  issue  that  the 
word  "flat"  is  THE  bone  of  contention,  we’re  not  kidding. 

But  it  is  my  humble  opinion  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  is  making 
a Mount  Everest  over  a Grand  Canyon,  and  is  doing  nothing  more 
than  being  pointlcssly  hard-nosed  on  an  issue  that  is  monetarily 
small,  hut  morally  and  philosophically  large. 

The  board  says  they  don't  believe  in  handing  seven  or  eight 
teachers  at  the  top  of  the  salary  schedule  a seven  percent  raise  as 
well  us  a stipend,  or  bonus,  for  their  21  years  or  more  of  service  to 
JJC. 

The  total  dollar  amount  the  two  sides  are  bickering  over  is 
approximatlcy,  S3. 800.  A stipend  of  this  type  has  been  around  ad 
infinitum  and  1 personally  have  no  grudge  against  giving  a teacher 
who  has  been  here  for  20-odd  years  a bonus  along  with  the  regular 
salary  raise. 

The  top  base  salary,  as  shown  to  me,  is  between  520-25.000  for  a 
teacher  who  has  been  here  after  21  years.  Remember,  this  figure 
doesn't  include  extra  assignments,  summer  school  work,  being  an 
advisor,  etc.  Sure,  that's  not  a bad  buck,  but  if  I were  to  work  at  one 
place  for  that  length  of  time  I’d  want  to  be  making  top  dollar,  too. 

Not  only  this,  but  a stipend  of  this  type  was  agreed  upon  last 
spring  and  is  part  of  the  tentative  agreement.  How  the  board  can 
disregard  this  fact  the  way  they  have  is  beyond  me. 

The  other  thing  they're  bickering  about  is  the  salary  schedule. 
Board  chairman  Dan  Kennedy  says  they're  antiquated,  and 
meaningless  In  today's  world.  I suy  then,  if  they're  so  meaningless, 
why  should  it  bother  the  board  so  much  if  the  teachers  want  one?  All 
the  teachers  did  was  take  the  schedule  from  the  last  contract  and 
add  the  seven  per  cent  increase  on  it. 

And,  why  did  the  board's  chief  negotiator  Eugene  Garrison  agree 
to  a salary  schedule  during  negotiations  during  the  strike?  Arc  you 
getting  the  picture?  The  arguments  being  put  forth  by  the  boat'd  arc 
in  pointless.  1 can  understand  where  the  board  COULD  present 
these  arguments,  but  I don't  understand  WHY  they  want  to  argue 
ubout  these  things. 

So  that's  what's  happening  now.  The  board  is  arguing  into  a 
vacuum,  and  the  teachers  union  seems  to  be  at  a slight  loss  as  how 
to  deal  with  the  board’s  non-action.  It's  almost  laughable  to  be  on 
the  inside  of  these  negotiations  and  see  the  diddley  stuff  that  can 
postpone  a settlement. 

There's  been  a lot  of  talk  lately  about  the  teachers  taking  up  the 
picket  signs  again,  but  1 don't  think. this  will  happen  yet.  The 
teachers  have  other  alternatives  to  striking,  and  they’ll  use  those 
first,  but  if  the  board  remains  obstinate,  get  ready  to  stay  home  and 
watcli*thc  soap  operas. 

The  teachers  say  the  board  didn't  want  to  give  the  teachers  a 
seven  percent  increase  in  the  first  place  and  is  postponing 
ratification  to  show  that  they're  mad. 

The  board  says  the  teachers  made  a mistake  and  arc  trying  to 
rectify  that  error  by  not  following  the  contract. 

I'm  more  inclined  to  agree  again  with  the  teachers  because  1 can't 
sec  where  they  made  a mistake. 

On.  well,  1,  for  one,  can't  wait  for  this  whole  thing  to  end.  I'm 
planning  on  taking  a vacation.

There  is  also  disagreement  over 
a salary  schedule  which  the 
teachers  added  to  the  contract  they 
ratified. 

The  teachers  contend  that  a 
schedule  was  agreed  upon  during 
the  strike  and  that  all  they  did  was 
take  the  old  schedule  and  add  the 
seven  percent  salary  increase  to  the 
figure  on  that  old  schedule. 

The  Blazer  has  also  received 
documents  signed  during  the  strike 
which  apparently  allow  a salary 
schedule  in  the  contract. 

The  documents  were  signed  on 
September  22  by  both  Cottingham 
and  the  Board's  Chief  Negotiator. 
Eugene  Garrison. 

Kennedy  said  he  didn't  remem- 
ber the  documents  and  that  no 
salary  schedule  was  agreed  upon 
"per  sc".  Kennedy  also  said  he 
has  not  seen  the  teachers’  version 
of  the  new  salary  schedule,  and 
was  not  given  one  at  last  Monday 
night's  meeting  by  Cottingham.

Salary  changes 
delayed

At  Monday  night'*  meeting,  the 
Board  of  Trustee*  indefinitely 
postponed  approvements  on  salary 
adjustments  for  administrative, 
paraprofcssional.  clerical  and  food 
service  workers.  The  postponement 
was  called  because  of  unresolved 
matters  in  the  proposed  teachers' 

The  board  also  approved  extend- 
ing the  current  teachers  contract 
for  one  month  to  allow  time  for  the 
new  contract  to  be  resolved  and 
ratified. 

In  his  report  of  the  atlmlnlslra 
lion,  JJC  President  Harold  Me 
Aninch  said  the  college  had  been 
given  a $29, 979  grant  for  help  In  a 
nursing  training  program. 

McAninch  also  said  representa- 
tives of  the  Fountalndalc  Library, 
where  North  Campus  is  located, 
are  renegotiating  their  lease,  which 
expires  In  three  years.  Represents 
lives  soy  they  have  been  losing 
money  due  to  inflation  and  utility 
costs.  It  was  agreed  that  board 
representatives  will  meet  with 
library  officials  to  discuss  the 

The  board  uwurded  a $5,830 
contract  to  the  Joliet  Herald-News 
for  printing  the  1978  class 
schedules.  The  schedules  will  be 
delivered  Nov.  29. 

The  board  also  approved  the 
appointment  of  two  new  teachers. 
Judith  C.  Meckloy  of  Dwight  will 
replace  Rouuld  Bcnxemn  as  a math 
instructor  for  the  Inmate  Training 
Program  ut  Statcvllle  at  SIS.345. 
under  the  current  teacher  contract. 
Edward  Johnson  of  Joliet  was 
appointed  for  the  1977-78  school 
year  at  $16,017  under  the  current 
contract.  He  will  be  replacing  Jean 
Ingram  us  a counselor. 

Maintenance  worker  Wllmcr 
Craig  was  granted  a .10  day  sick 
leave  extension,  and  William  Black 
was  given  a semester's  leave  of 
absence.

Slowly,  darkness  creeps  upon  the 
white  screen  and  stars  shimmer 
before  your  eyes.  A sense  of 
vastness  invades  the  theater  and 
you  are  no  longer  on  Earth,  but  far 
into  the  void  called  space. 

Is  this  "Star  Wars"?  No.  it's  an 
experience  that  can  be  found  at 
Joliet  Junior  College  in  room 
F1001.  the  planetarium. 

“Joliet  Junior  College  is  fortun- 
ate to  have  a planetarium."  said 
Douglas  Graham,  director  of  the 
mystical  sanctuary.  "We  were 
lucky  enough  to  obtain  a grant 
which  permitted  us  to  construct  the 
planetarium." 

Other  than  the  planetarium  in 
Chicago,  the  closest  college  system 
is  in  Kankakee.  Because  of  this 
distance  JJC  serves  a large  district 
of  star  gazers.  Graham  said  groups 
from  as  far  away  as  Ottawa  have 
attended  shows. 

Although  essential  in  teaching 
classes,  the  planetarium's  main 
purpose  is  presenting  star  shows  to 
the  general  public.  The  appearance 
of  these  exhibits  has  been  going  on 
since  the  planetarium  was  installed 
about  five  years  age  The  sole 
producer  of  these  spectacles  is 
Graham,  although  ne  gets  help 
from  the  library. 

The  planetarium  attracts  approx- 
imately 10.000  viewers  a year.  The 
seating  capacity  of  the  theater  is 
70.  but  th  -e  have  been  as  many  as 
130  peof  j inside,  many  seated  on 


the  floor,  Graham  said. 

The  topics  of  programs  varies. 
They  range  from  those  that 
concentrate  on  the  education  of 
viewers  to  programs  that  arc  purely 
for  entertainment.  You  may  follow 
the  life  of  a star  in  one  session,  and 
in  the  next  discover  your 
astrological  sign  in  the  night  sky. 


Lectures  in  the  planetarium  are 
shown  every  other  Thursday  night 
at  7:30  p.m.  and  last  for  about  an 
hour.  A pamphlet  listing  the  dates 
and  shows  can  be  obtained  inside 
the  planetarium.  There  is  no 
charge  for  attending  the  lectures, 
but  what  you  learn  may  be  worth  a 
lot.

dividends  used  as  scholarships. 
If  there  is  not  enough  money  for 
this  type  of  setup,  then  the  money 
will  be  directly  used  as  scholar- 
ships over  a period  of  several 

Another  matter  of  debate  is  the 
student  criteria  for  the  scholar- 
ships. Zaida  said  the  Financial  Aid 
Department  has  drawn  a First  draft 
proposal,  basing  the  scholarship 
solely  on  Financial  need.  It  was  also 
suggested  that  the  scholarship 
could  be  used  ns  awards  for 
outstanding  students  in  each 
department,  or  for  students  who 
have  done  -special  services  for  the 
school. 

Zaida  said  that  the  school  has 
"nothing  quite  along  those  lines" 
concerning  the  last  two  types  of 
scholarships,  but  It  docs  have 
scholarships  based  on  need. 

The  first  step  in  forming  the 
scholarship,  suggesting  proposals 
to  deans  und  department  chairmen 
to  get  their  reactions  on  the 
proposals,  is  under  way.  Zaidn  also 
said  they  would  try  to  get  students' 
reactions  on  the  proposals,  possibly 
seeking  the  cooperation  of  the 
Student  Government  Association. 

The  next  step  would  be  to  tukr 
the  chosen  proposal  to  the 
president’s  cabinet  for  approval. 
From  there,  it  would  advance  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees.  After  the 
amount  of  money  is  determined, 
"the  process  is  not  going  to  lake 
that  long"  to  go  into  effect,  Zaida 

He  said  a proposal  will  probably 
reach  the  board  in  time  for  the 
November  or  December  board 
meeting,  and  may  go  into  effect 
next  semester.  Zaida  expects  that 
about  20  percent  of  the  money 
would  be  used  in  the  upcoming 
semester.

If  you  had  several  thousand 
dollars  to  give  to  JJC  students  in 
whatever  manner  you  wanted,  how 
would  you  do  it? 

This  is  the  question  facing 
Walter  Zaida,  vice-president  for 
planning  and  information 
resources,  as  he.  several  deans  and 
the  Financial  Aid  Department  plan 
a new  scholarship  fund. 

The  scholarship,  proposed  at  a 


Sept.  28  Board  of  Trustees 
meeting,  is  intended  to  return  any 
money  saved  during  the  recent 
teachers'  strike  back  to  the 
students. 

One  matter  is  preventing 
finalizing  details  of  the  scholarship- 
how  much  money  will  be  saved 
from  the  strike?  Zaida  said  the 
actual  figure  will  not  be  known 
until  a settlement  is  reached 
concerning  the  new  teachers' 


contract. 

"We  have  a couple  of  drafts  on 
ways  (the  scholarship)  could  go  but 
until  we  have  a...  settlement,  we 
are  not  going  to  choose."  Zaida 
said,  adding  that  the  amount  of 
money  saved  will  most  likely 
dictate  the  kind  of  scholarship  it 
will  be. 

If.  in  their  opinion,  there  is 
enough  money,  it  will  probably  be 
put  into  a trust  fund,  with  the 


WKQX . . . it’s  something 
new,  something  different

"If  you  give  the  listeners  what 
they  want,  you're  going  to  have  a 
decent  radio  station,"  said  Bob 
Heyman,  program  director  at  radio 
station  WKQX  in  Chicago. 

Heyman  and  his  crew  must  be 
doing  something  right,  because 
according  to  ratings  released  in 
January  (three  weeks  after  the 
station  started  broadcasting 
WKQX  was  rated  No.  1 out  of  all 
the  FM  rock  stations  in  Chicago.  It 
has  been  in  the  top  spot  ever  since. 

WKQX  signed  on  the  air  Dec. 
31,  1976.  The  concept  of  the  station 
was  "doing  what  the  listeners  want 
us  to  do,"  Heyman  said.  "We've 
asked  many  people  to  write  in 
giving  suggestions.  So  far  it's  been 
very  responsive,"  he  said  as  he 
walked  over  to  a filing  cabinet 
stuffed  with  letters.  "This  is  one 
weeks’  mail.” 

“Since  we  went  the  first  two 
months  commercial-free,"  he  said 
"It  was  kind  of  rough;  we  had  tons 
of  expenses  and  no  revenue  coming 

"The  main  reason  for  our 
existence  is  we’re  responsive  to  our 
audience's  needs  and  wants. 
Competition  breeds  a better 
product,”  he  said. 

Before  going  on  the  air,  Heyman 
and  his  associates  went  through 
two  months  of  marketing  research 
to  find  out  just  what  the  listeners 
did  want.  Here  are  some  of  the 
results:  more  music,  fewer  com- 
mercials. long  versions  of  all  the 
songs,  midnight  albums  and  live 
broadcasts  of  concerts.

Since  then  the  station  has  added 
"studio  jam,”  live  concerts  done  at 
•Montrose  studio  with  small 
audiences.  Heyman  said  that 
studio  jams  give  "the  reaction  of  a 
live  audience  and  the  quality  of  a 
studio." 

Recently.  WKQX  released  its 
"Hometown"  album,  which  is  on 
sale  at  various  record  stores.

The 
two-point  conversion  failed,  and 
the  Wolves  had  a 12-3  lead. 

With  just  2:06  left  in  the  third 
quarter.  Gibson  scored  the  winning 
touchdown,  as  he  scored  on  a 
five-yard  run.  The  Wolves  again 
elected  to  go  for  the  two-point 
conversion.  It  worked  as  Spencer 
found  George  Nichol  open  in  the 
cndzonc.  That  made  the  score  20-3, 
and  looked,  as  though  the  Wolves 
were  home  free. 


However,  Harper  scored  a 
touchdown  with  7:42  left  in  the 
game  to  make  the  score  20-10.

But,  with  1:05  left,  Spencer 
found  Jeff  Young  wide  open  in  the 
endzone  for  an  18-yard  touchdown 
pass.

It  was  a big  victory  for  the 
Wolves  (5-2)  since  Harper  was  the 
only  team  to  defeat  JJC  last  year.

Briick  elected

Lou  Briick  was  elected  Student 
Government  Association  president 
at  last  Friday’s  SGA  officer 
elections  for  the  1977-78  school 
year. 

Vice  presidential  positions  were 
filled  by  Happi  Hallowassi-Bames 
as  vice  president  of  social  and 
recreational  activities.  Joe  Duea  as 
vice  president  of  culture  and 
education  and  Wayne  Linnemann 
as  vice  president  of  campus  life. 

Other  members  of  the  executive 
board  are  Shawn  Nicoll,  treasurer; 
Tonia  Randolph,  minutes  secre- 
tary: Barb  Walsh,  corresponding 
secretary;  and  Gary  Mueller, 
parliamentarian. 

Officers  were  elected  by  club 
representatives  and  elected 
senators.  Elections  were  held  after 
each  nominee  for  office  gave  a brief 
speech  expressing  their  qualificat- 
ions and  opinions. 

Retiring  SGA  Pres.  James  Coe 
said  he  “had  an  excellent  executive 
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board  to  work  with  for  the  1976-77 
school  year,"  and  he  is  "sure  the 
new  executive  board  will  be  able  to 
function  as  well....  They  have  a big 
job  ahead  of  them  since  there  were 
many  things  left  unresolved.” 

Student  involvement  and  aware- 
ness are  Briick’s  major  concern.  "I 
want  to  maintain  an  open  line  on 
the  campus.  Everybody  ought  to 
know  what  is  happening." 

He  said  one  of  his  first  actions 
will  be  the  reorganization  of  SGA's 
committees.  By  doing  this  he  hopes 
to  "get  as  many  students  as  I can 
involved.  The  committees  are  the 
ones  who  are  going  to  be 
participating  and  getting 
involved.” 

He  added  that  he  plans  to  "weed 
out  people  who  have  been  voted  in. 
but  who  are  not  participating  and 
find  out  their  problem." 

Campus  life  Vice  President 
Linnemann  agreed,  saying.  "We 
aren't  going  to  drop  the  ax  on  these 
people.  We  want  to  find  out  why 
they  are  not  involved." 

He  also  said  that  in  his  new  office 
he  would  try  to  "make  sure  the 
administration,  teachers  and  the 
Board  of  Trustees  aren't  pulling 
any  tricks  on  the  students." 

As  vice  president  of  social  and 
recreation  activities.  Hallowassi 
said  she  plans  to  "bring  activities 
to  the  campus  that  bring  student 
involvement.” 

She  plans  to  reach  the  satellites 
and  night  classes.  "They  are  a big 
part  of  our  body.  "We  could  plan  a 
package  deal  for  lecturers  to  give 
more  than  one  lecture,  perhaps  one 
performance  in  the  daytime  and 
another  larger  one  at  night.”

"We're  so  close  right  now  it’s 
ridiculous." 

Those  are  the  words  of  teachers' 
union  Pres.  Robert  Cotlinghnm 
describing  the  present  contract 
situation. 

Negotiations  were  still  dead- 
locked at  press  lime,  with  the  only 
communication  between  the  two 
sides  being  written  memos  sent. 

When  asked  about  the  possibility 
of  further  negotiations  with  the 
teachers.  Bourd  of  Trustees 
Chairman  Dun  Kennedy  said, 
"there  is  nothing  to  negotiate,  . We 
will  discuss  anything  they  want  to 
as  long  as  they  hold  to  the  contract 
agreed  upon." 

"They  (the  teachers)  changed 
the  conlraet-it  was  not  what  they 
voted  on  in  the  courtroom." 
Kennedy  said,  adding  that  the 
contract  "never  had  (a  longevity 
stipend)  and  the  teachers  knew  it," 

The  teachers  contend  there  has 
always  been  a stipend  in  the  past 
and  (hat  the  policy  should  not 
change  now.  "A  fiat  increase  has 
always  meant  'including  incre- 
ment." Cottingham  said. 

Kennedy  said  besides  the 
stipend  "they  are  pretty  close"  to 
an  agreement  of  contract  terms, 
but  that  "the  teachers'  union  has 
some  problems"  internally. 

Cottingham  denies  this,  saying 
the  union  is  working  together  100 
per  cent  and  that  there  is  support 
for  the  present  executive  board. 


Cottingham  said  lie  sent  a letter 
to  Kennedy  two  days  ago 
requesting  a meeting  within  the 

executive  board  and  the  trustees. 

"It  thev  tell  us  they  can't  meet 
with  us.  I wouldn't  be  surprised  to 
see  the  matter  go  up  for  a strike 
vote."  suid  Cottingham.  "If  it  ever 
came  to  that . I'm  sure  the  vote 
would  be  unanimously  in  favor  of 

On  the  mallei  of  a possible 
teachers'  strike.  Kennedy  said 
"most  of  the  teachers  don't  want  to 
go  on  strike.  I got  a number  of 
phone  calls  front  teachers  who  said 
they  didn't  understand  what  was 
going  on  with  the  contract." 

Cottingham  also  said  the 
teachers  would  use  every  alterna- 
tive possible  before  calling  for  a 
strike  vole.  In  the  event  of  a strike. 
Kennedy  said  he  sees  "no  other 
alternative  hut  a court  injunction." 

The  teachers'  union  is  unoblc  to 
take  the  bourd  to  court.  "The 
teachers  and  the  students  don't 
hjive  the  right  to  take  the  hoard  to 
court."  Cottingham  said.  "We 
have  no  legal  recourse." 

Kennedy  ulyo  explained  JJC 
Pres.  Harold  MeAninch's  recent 
trip  to  Arkansas.  McAnlnch  wus 
usked  about  five  months  ugo  to 
head  up  a team  to  evaluate  a school 
in  Arkansas.  He  usked  the  bourd 
whether  to  go  or  not.  and  we  told 
him  to  go  on  the  trip... we  fell  that  it 
was  an  honor  for  him  to  be  chosen 
to  head  such  a team."

"State  funding  has  not  been

The  Amount  of  money  JJC  will 
get  is  buslcally  decided,  according 
to  Thompson,  who  added  there  will 
lie  a slight  Increase  over  lust  year's 
uiiiount  of  state  aid. 

Distribution  of  funds,  however, 
Is  being  held  up  because  legislation 
has  not  been  pu&sed  on  disperse 
ment  of  funds.  Thompson  suid 
Tills  legislation  should  he  passed 
before  the  end  of  November. 

One  holdup  of  funds  is  thr 
possibility  that  u suit  muy  lie  filed 
by  the  Chicago  City  Colleges,  said 
Thompson.  They  arc  asking  u 
puyment  of  SI  7.61  per  credit  hour 
on  basic  grant*.  However,  by  the 
lime  any  court  action  is  taken,  the 
legislation  muy  have  been  passed, 
Thompson  suid. 

“If  the  Chicago  suit  is  filed,”  he 
suid,  "there  I*  a possibility  that  the 
attorney  general  muy  hold  slate 
funds  until  the  matter  ends." 

One  of  the  factors  that  would 
determine  the  umnunt  of  state  uid 
the  school  receive*  has  been

"Reimbursement  is  lied  to  enroll- 
ment." Thompson  said,  "und  so 
far  enrollment  look*  good."

Qark’s  Box

Here  we  are.  Another  week  of  silting  snugly  in  our  classes, 
patiently  wondering  when,  if  ever,  the  soap  opera  between  the 
teachers  and  the  board  will  be  canceled. 

•Except  for  the  boord  to  admit  "aha”.  a salary  schedule  was  agreed 
upon  js  reported  in  last  week's  Blazer,  progress  has  been  absolutely 
zilch.  The  board  is  continuing  their  role  as  the  horses  who  won't  drink 
when  led  to  water,  and  the  teachers  remain  the  sole  owner  of  the 
trough  which  holds  the  liquid. 

I've  already  stated  my  position  on  the  debacle,  and  with  no 
progress  seen  in  the  near  future.  I believe  it's  time  to  do  some 
analyzing  of  the  present  situation  and  preview  what  might  occur  in 
the  near  future. 

I believe  the  board  is  holding  fast  in  its  position  because  it  wants  to 
do  two  things;  break  the  teacher's  union  wide  open  and  wait  until  the 
faculty  tires  of  waiting.  Why  and  how? 

During  this  whole  campaign,  support  for  the  executive  board  of  the 
teachers  union  hus  see-sawed  back  and  forth.  One  minute  there's  a 
group  of  teachers  meeting  behind  closed  doors,  supposedly  planning 
a "putsch"  of  the  leaders,  the  next  minute  there's  a unanimous  vote 
that  supports  the  leaders. 

If  there  is  a rift,  its  being  concealed  for  the  time  being,  as  far  as  1 
can  tell. 

1 think  both  the  teachers  and  the  board  pull  together  and  unite  in 
times  of  adversity.  Both  sides  consider  this  is  a time  of  adversity. 
Somewhere  therein  lies  the  problem. 

The  Board  also  knows  the  teachers  cannot  take  them  to  court,  as  a 
union,  which  makes  the  whole  thing  a completely  ridiculous  situation. 
All  the  board  has  to  do  is  wait  until  hell  freezes  over  to  finally  ratify 
the  contract. 

In  other  words,  the  Board  can  haul  the  union  into  court  but  not 
visa-verns;  and  I think  the  board  will  use  this  knowledge  to  the  hilt. 
Knowing  that  one  doesn't  have  to  do  something  makes  one  that  much 
more  reluctant  to  do  it. 

However,  there  arc  problems  in  both  these  rationalizations  the 
board  has  apparantly  made. 

First,  the  teachers  arc  ready  to  fight,  split  or  no  split.  If  the  board 
does  decide  to  wait  until  hell  freezes  over  before  approving  anything, 
the  teachers  .have  their  winter  coats  in  storage. 

Second,  individual  teachers  can  bring  the  board  to  court  for  a 
number  of  reasons,  and  1 expect  to  sec  this  happen  in  the  next  week. 

But.  the  board  believes  the  rift  exists  and  they  want  to  exploit  it  to 
the  fullest.  They  didn’t  want  to  give  the  teachers  that  seven  percent 
raise  in  the  first  place  and  they  figure  if  they  can  break  the  union  the 
hurt  of  giving  that  seven  percent  raise  will  be  lessened. 

Ironically.  College  President  Harold  McAninch  is  the  one  who’s 
been  hurt  the  most  by  all  this  hanky-panky. 

It's  been  known  around  administrative  circles  for  quite  some  time 
that  McAninch  has  been  thinking  seriously  of  leaving  JJC  and  going 
on  to  bigger  and  better  things,  possibly  a four-year  institution.  The 
contract  dispute  hns  dimmed  his  chances -considerably. 

McAninch  and  his  counterpart  at  Thornton  Community  College 
told  their  peers  in  the  state  community  college  system  that  they 
would  be  the  leaders  in  holding  thc  linc  on  spending  this  year. 

However.  JJC  and  Thornton  faculty  have  received  the  largest  pay 
boost  of  anyone,  so  far  in  the  state  and  this  fact  doesn't  help 
McAninch's  record. 

McAninch  has  also  lost  completely  the  support  of  the  teachers  and 
will  probably  find  the  going  rough  without  the  aid  of  the  teachers  in 
different  projects.  (For  example.  Biology  instructor  William  Zalcs  has 
expressed  the  opinion  that  he  doesn’t  feel  he'll  have  as  much  free 
lime  to  spend  on  the  arboretum  as  he  has  in  the  past.  Reason:  The 
way  the  teachers  have  been  treated.  And  I think  other  teachers  will 
follow  with  their  own  versions  of  non-involvement. 

McAninch  has  also  been  referring  the  media  to  talk  with  board 
chairman  Dan  Kennedy  on  contract  matters.  This  is  a marked  change 
from  before  and  during  the  strike,  when  McAninch  would  answer 
many  questions  himself.  I regard  this  move  as  being  a sign  that 
McAninch  doesn't  want  to  be  in  the  spotlight  ns  he  was  during  the 
strike.  The  dispute  lies  solely  in  the  laps  of  the  board,  not  in  the  office 
of  Harold  McAninch. 

McAninch  has  also  been  gone  four  out  of  five  days  this  week  with  a 
North  Central  evaluation  team  in  Arkansas.  Believe  me.  this  second 
trip  did  not  endear  him  to  the  hearts  of  the  faculty.  First,  Vancouver, 
now  Arkansas. 

It  seems  as  if  the  entire  hoard  hns  been  either  in  the  hospital  or  out 
of  town  lately. 

So.  that's  what’s  happening  now.  as  I perceive  it.  I still  don't  think 
we  have  to  worry  about  another  strike. 

All  we  have  to  worry  about  is  whether  or  not  they'll  finish  bickering 
in  time  to  begin  negotiating  on  the  next  contract.

occur  where  he  would  have  to  break 
that  committmcnl.  and  1 think  this 
is  one  of  these  times,"  Cottingham 
said. 

Kennedy  said  he  has  been 
getting  public  response  on  the 
dispute.  Although  there  has  been 
some  student  reaction,  he  said 
"most  of  the  response  is  from  the 
general  public.  I'd  say  90  percent 
of  the  calls  I get  say  'don't  you  give 
an  inch.'  A few  even  say  we  gave 
too  much  to  the  teachers. 

“In  my  opinion,  the  general 
public  is  100  per  cent  behind  the 
board."  he  concluded. 

Cottingham  said  he  has  received 
no  response  from  the  public  on  the 
matter,  but  says  that  Joliet  is  a 
"very  pro-labor  city."  and  has

Don  Martin  may  have  lost  the 
war,  but  he  at  least  won  an 
important  battle  on  his  way  to  the 
Illinois  State  Junior  College  Golf 
Tournament. 

The  JJC  sophomore  clinched 
North  Central  Community  College 
Conference  season  medalist  honors 
Oct.  18  when  he  fired  an  80  at 
Glcnwood  in  the  last  of  seven 
mini-conference  tournaments.

Committee  seeking 
student  opinions 
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Contract  debate  continues

The  debate  between  the  JJC 
Board  of  Trustees  and  the  teachers' 
union  over  the  inclusion  of  a 
longevity  increment  is  still  holding 
up  ratification  of  a new  teachers' 
contract. 

The  increment  would  give 
teachers  who  have  worked  at  JJC 
more  than  21  years  a bonus,  along 
with  the  regular  salary  increase. 

An  executive  session  Tuesday 
afternoon,  where  the  board  and  the 
union's  executive  board  met  to 
discuss  the  agreement,  resulted  in 


no  action  being  taken  on  the  matter 
of  longevity. 

The  conflict  lies  in  the  interpret- 
ation of  the  word  "flat"  as  applied 
to  teachers’  salaries.  The  board 
says  a "flat"  increase  would  not 
include  a longevity  increment. 
Teachers  maintain  it  means  an 
increment  is  included. 

After  the  executive  session, 
teachers'  union  Pres.  Robert 
Cottingham  said  that  "some  things 
have  been  cleared  up,"  such  as 
matters  of  payment  of  department 
chairmen,  insurance  and  coaches. 


However,  board  Chairman  Dan 
Kennedy  said  these  were  matters 
the  board  "thought  were  never  in 
the  dispute.  The  teachers  just 
wanted  a bit  more  verbiage  to 
clarify  them." 

One  matter  of  conflict,  salary 
schedules  was  partially  resolved. 
“We  gave  the  teachers  a salary 
schedule  that  reflected  the  seven 
per  cent  increase  the  board  agreed 
to,"  Kennedy  said. 

"We  have  a salary  schedule," 
Cottingham  agreed,  "but  they  arc 
still  refusing  to  give  us  a longevity 


increment.... They  rccognlicd  the 
longevity  stipend,  but  they  won't 
give  it  to  us  for  two  years."

The  revolving  portion  of 
the  stage  is  set  on  wheels  with  a 
rotating  center  bolt,  and  is  moved 
manually.  The  stage  can  hold  4000 
pounds,  according  to  Mallary. 

“We  plan  to  make  a wall  with  a 


Mallary  said  that  this  if  the  first 
time  this  kind  of  stage  would  be 
used  in  a JJC  production.  "One 
scene  flows  into  another....thcrc 
arc  not  set  changes." 

Mallary  also  said  that  the 
production  will  include  a moveable 
platform  that  will  roll  on  stage  to 
indicate  a bedroom  for  a dream 


sequence.  Other  dream  sequences 
will  be  performed  behind  a scrim,  a 
curtain  of  loose-weave  fabric.

McAninch  views  contract  dispute

"I  think  the  board  was  pretty 
clear  on  its  position,"  stated 
college  Pres.  Harold  McAninch. 
"We  want  to  let  the  contract  stand 
by  itself." 

McAninch  made  this  statement 
after  agreeing  to  a meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  and  the 
Teachers'  union  executive  board  to 
discuss  the  interpretation  of  terms 
in  a tentative  teachers'  contract 
agreement.  The  Tuesday  meeting 
was  held  at  the  request  of  the 
teachers'  union. 

The  major  conflict  is  the  teachers 
inclusion  of  a longevity  increment 
for  teachers  who  worked  at  JJC 
over  20  years.  This  increment,  the 


teachers  maintain,  was  agreed 
upon  last  spring. 

However,  the  board  maintains 
that  only  a flat  seven  per  cent 
increase  was  agreed  upon  in  the 
tentative  agreement.  "I  think  the 
union  has  misinterpreted  the 
board's  position  since  (the  signing 
of  the  tentative  agreement.  Sept. 
29)."  said  McAninch. 

The  addition  of  the  increment,  he 
pointed  out.  would  raise  the  seven 
per  cent  increase  to  nine  peT  cent 
for  eight  teachers.  Payment  of  this 
increment  would  total  S3800. 

“The  board  agreed  to  a 
document."  said  McAninch.  "and 
the  teachers  have  changed  it  on 
them... .they  have  altered  their 


stance  since  they  signed  it.” 
McAninch  added  that  "we  never 
negotiated  (salaries  and  longevity 
increments)  separately.  There  has 
been  no  problem  of  this  kind 
before." 

When  asked  where  the  misun- 
derstanding lies,  McAninch  said, 
"1  think  it's  because  when 
Cottingham  presented  the  contract 
to  the  union,  he  got  a lot  of  flak 
from  some  of  the  teachers  He 
didn’t  say  al  the  time,  'I  couldn't 
negotiate  it  for  you.' 

"Cottingham  should  have  taken 
a stance  at  the  time."  he 
continued.  "He  pul  himself  out  on 
a limb  and  he  is  unable  to  back 
down.  He  was  unable  to  say  'I 
couldn't  get  the  increment." 


McAninch  also  stated  that  he 
feels  that  the  board  is  keeping  the 
education  of  the  students  in  mind, 
adding  "I  don't  think  it  is  in  the 
minds  of  some  of  the  teachers. ...if 
they  are  really  concerned  about 
education,  they  should  be  teaching 
instead  of  arguing  about  money." 

"As  president  of  the  college,” 
said  McAninch.  "obviously  I'm 
involved  in  negotiations.,  the 
negotiating  team  reports  to  me, 
and  we  work  to  present  something 
acceptable  to  the  teachers.  I carTy 
out  the  board's  policies  and 
directives  and  I also  make 
recommendations  to  the  board.

37  students  died  last  week  when 
a dain  built  by  their  college  broke 
and  flooded  the  area.

Both 
caused  needless  death  and  des- 
truction because  our  government 
has  been  lax  in  inspecting  dams 
across  the  country.

When  Crosby,  Stills  & Nash  took 
their  legacy  and  high  harmonies 
•into  the  limelight  of  the  Chicago 
Stadium  recently,  there  seemed  to 
be  a whole  more  on  their  minds 
than  a new  album  to  promote. 

One  could  sense  after  CSN  had 
succeeded  in  delighting  a crowd 
noaring  20,000  strong  that  the 
reason  for  this  second  leg  of  their 
reunion  tour  was  evident.  The  boys 
were  there  to  reassure  their  legion 
of  fans  and  the  critics  that  they  had 
lost  none  of  their  singing  or  playing 
ability  that  was  so  speculated.  So, 
three  hours  after  it  had  begun,  CSN 
walked  off  the  stage  as  heros,  with 
legacy  and  high  harmonies  intact. 

Throughout  the  show,  the  crowd 
in  adoration  of  CSN's  inspired 
playing  and  singing,  showered  the 
trio  with  devotions.  These  included 
no  less  than  seven  ovations  and 
unrelenting  applause  that  brought 
CSN  back  on  for  three  separate 

The  significance,  for  example,  of 
a three  minute  ovation  that 
followed  the  superb  performance  of 
"Suite:  Judy  Blue  Eyes."  was  that 
CSN  had  earned  every  bit  of  the 
clatter  and  emotion  they  got.  In 
other  words,  people  were  not 
clapping  because  of  the  legacy 
surrounding  the  group  or  because 
they  had  played  the  "Suite,"  but 
simple  that  CSN  had  pulled  off  the 
perfect  and  difficult  harmonics  of 
the  song. 

"It  gets  harder  as  you  get 
older.”  seemed  to  be  the  message, 
and  although  it  was  evident  on  the 
changed  faces,  the  voices  were  still 
there.  They  galloped  through  the 
"Suite,"  at  a gallant  pace. 

Stills  remained  seated  through 
his  song,  played  the  only 
instrument,  while  his  two  partners 
crowded  around  a lone  micro- 
phone. laced  the  appropriate  lines 
with  soft  harmonies.  The  hardest 
part  would  be  the  build  up  to  the 
famous  chorus.  The  rest  of  the  song 
hinged  on  Crosby's  ability  to  hit  the 
harmony.

sensed  victory.  From  then  on  the 
song  was  a breeze,  and  when  the 
last  notes  of  the  familiar  chorus 
died  in  the  stadium  air,  the  crowd 
whopped  it  up.  CSN  took  a 
much-needed  breath,  and  soaked 
up  the  much-earned  applause. 

Things  didn't  appear  quite  so 
cheerful  when  CSN  bounded  on 
stage  to  open  with  "Pre-Road 
Downs."  The  pace  was  sluggish 
and  neither  Stills  nor  Nash  did 
anything  to  prod  it  along.  The  rest 
of  the  set  featured  this  same  sort  of 
slower  playing  with  the  lone 
exception  of  Crosby's  relic  "Lee 
Shore."  from  his  treasure  chest  of 
water  songs.  CSN  resurrected  it  to 
a faster  pace  and  added  a smooth 
slick  Stills  guitar.  Things  appeared 
worse  when  Crosby  sounded 
hoarse,  particularly  on  his  own 
"Shadow  Captain." 

When  everything  fell  back  into 
place  following  the  "Suite.”  the 
crowd's  tensions  and  anxieties 
were  tremendously  eased.  This 
made  it  jnuch  easier  to  sit  back  and 
watch  how  well  CSN  worked 
together  that  made  seeing  them  an 
unforgetable  experience. 

There  was  aesthetic  value,  for 
example,  watching  Crosby  and 
Nash  straining  every  muscle  in 
their  body  for  the  high  harmonies 
during  "Helplessly  Hoping,”  and 
"See  the  Changes."  Stills  de- 
parted, leaving  the  duo  to  run 
through  a flawless  "Guinevere." 
The  result  was  pure  delight  to  the 


crowd,  and  the  opening  notes  of 
"Our  House,"  sent  the  place  up  for 
grabs.  Nash  even  invited  the 
audience  to  sing  along  through  the 
chorus.  Stills  breezed  through  a 
solo  set  of  his  own,  sporting  his 
Texas  drawl  and  some  fine  picking. 

"Cathedral"  may  well  have  been 
the  high  point  of  the  show,  but  then 
again  there  were  more  than  one. 
The  light  show  provided  a nice 
effect,  changing  from  red  to  blue  as 
the  song  changed  from  its  mystic 
beginning  to  its  powerful  chorus, 
culminating  in  "I  am  high,  upon 
the  altar.  HIGH. 

Nash  sang  it  with  vengence  not 
found  of  the  album,  while  Stills  and 
Crosby  added  the  charged  har- 
mony. It  was  standing  ovation 
time,  as  was  the  performance  of 
Nashs’  finest  political  song,  for 
“Wind  on  the  Water,  depicting  the 
senseless  slaughter  of  whales. 

They  ran  through  some  more 
oldies,  most  notably,  an  elcctrfying 
version  of  "Long  Time  Gone.” 
CSN  walked  off  the  stage,  after 
playing  a shortened  version  of 
"Carry  On,"  that  lost  none  of  its 
message,  though  shortened. 

Mountains  of  applause  drew  the 
trio  back  on  three  more  times,  with 
a smashing  "Wooden  Ships"  and 
delightful  "Teach  Your  Children." 
As  the  evening  finale.  "Find  the 
Cost  of  Freedom,"  echoed 
throughout  the  stadium  with  its  a 
capella  ending,  a smile  of 
satisfaction  creeped  over  the  sold 
out  crowd.

No  bell  tower 


Walczak:  There  will  be  no  ponding 


construction 
until  spring 

Construction  on  a tower  for  the 
former  Will  County  Courthouse 
bell  scheduled  to  be  erected  on 
campus  early  this  fall,  has  not  yet 
been  started  due  to  lack  of  funds  to 
finance  the  project. 

The  bell,  which  was  purchased 
by  the  JJC  alumni  society,  was 
supposed  to  have  been  erected  in  a 
steel  tower  by  the  flag  pole.  The 
base  has  been  drawn  by  the 
architects  and  approved  by  the 
school  board,  and  the  contractors 
are  ready  to  begin  construction  of 
the  three  steel  beams  that  will 
support  the  bell. 

The  one  barrier  holding  up 
construction  is  a sum  of  between 
S5.000  and  S10.000.  This  money  is 
needed  to  purchase  the  steel  for  the 
support  beams,  and  without  it,  no 
work  can  proceed. 

The  alumni  society  has  been 
attempting  to  raise  the  funds 
through  donations  collected  at 
football  games.  They  have  also 
started  to  publicize  the  bell's  future 
to  gain  public  support  for  the 
project.  However,  money  is  not 
coming  in  at  the  rate  society 
expected,  and,  as  a result,  the 
project  will  be  delayed  until 
sometime  next  spring.

The  roofing  system  being 
installed  on  all  JJC  buildings  will 
be  leakproof,  thus  surpassing  the 
roofing  the  proceeding  years,  says 
Walter  Walczak,  superintendent  of 
buildings  and  grounds. 

Construction  of  the  new  roofs  by 
the  E.J.A.  Christiansen  Corp. 
begins  with  a two-inch  base  layer  of 
lightweight  cement.  The  base  is 


A group  of  students  formulate  an 
idea  for  a new  class  that  would  be 
very  beneficial  to»them  in  their 
field. 

The  basic  format  and  objectives 
have  been  stated.  Who  does  the 
group  get  to  approve  the  class?

New  V-P  Thompson 
sets  curriculum 


Punk  rock  popularity  growing  in  the  U.S. 


It  will  affect  us  all  sooner  or  later

The  last  time  I saw  my  friend  Jet 
Black,  he  had  1-o-n-g  hair,  was 
wearing  a tan  trench  coat  and 
played  in  a quiet  little  band  in 
Connecticut. 

About  a month  ago,  I "saw”  him 
again.  I was  leafing  through  a 
"Circus”  magazine  and  spotted  his 
name  in  an  article  on  punk  rock. 
Until  that  time,  I had  no  interest  in 
this  fad  whatsoever. 

But  after  I learned  my  friend  had 
shorn  his  locks  into  a Mohawk  and 
donned  a ripped  T-shirt  with  safety 
pins,  I began  to  believe  that  punk 
rock  is  going  to  affect  all  of  us 
sooner  or  later. 

The  friend  I mentioned  earlier  is 
in  a punk  rock  band  based  in

London,  known  as  The  Stranglers. 
Their  first  album.  "IV"  begins 
with  the  classic  phrase.  "Some  day 
I'm  gonna  smack  your  face.”  The 
songs  are  so  vile,  I won't  repeat  the 
lyrics.  Hint:  "Whaddya  gonna  do 
about  the  sewer  rats?” 

The  group's  popularity  is  based 
on  its  sadistic  social  cynicism.  The 
Stranglers,  along  with  fellow 
bands,  are  part  of  a teen-age  cult  in 
England  known  as  "The  New 
Wave"  (punk  rock)  which  is 
gaining  popularity  in  the  United 


States. 

Punk  rock  evolved  in  England 
recently  because  of  the  country’s 
socio-economic  problems.  The  high 
unemployment  rate  and  boredom 
among  children  of  the  working 
class  has  resulted  in  retaliation. 

Actually,  the  origin  of  the 
"Blank  Generation"  (still  another 
slang  term  for  the  movement) 
begins  here  in  the  late  1960s. 
Detroit’s  raw-powered  MC5  was 
already  singing  songs  about 
revolution,  explicit  sex  and  des- 
truction. 

But  now  it's  1977  and  punk  rock 
just  isn't  what  it  used  to  be.  The 
Ramones,  a sunglassed,  black- 
leather  clad  group  from  New  York's 
Bowery  section,  prove  this  to  be 
true  by  singing.  "I  don’t  wanna  be 
a pinhead  no  more.  I don't  wanna 
be  a ....” 

Other  original  titles  from 
punksters  are  "Sheena  is  a Punk 
Rocker."  “Ain't  Nothin'  to  do." 
"Don't  Eat  Off  the  Sidewalk”  and 
"I  Don't  Wanna  Go  in  the 
Basement." 

The  names  of  the  groups 
themselves  are  interesting  enough, 
for  example.  The  Damned,  Blondie 
and  the  Stilettos,  Television,  the 
Nuns.  Cramps,  the  Dead  Boys  and 
Talking  Heads. 


Not  to  mention  Johnny  Rotten 
and  his  band,  the  Sex  Pistols.  The 
band  attained  worldwide  attention 
by  swearing,  fighting  and  vomiting 
at  an  airport  last  year  while 
horrified  onlookers  watched. 

In  underground  clubs  and  bars, 
the  New  Wave  is  forming  in 
America.  Ohio  boasts  the  Dead 
Boys,  five  dazed-looking  guys  with 
sunken  eyes  whose  album  "Young, 
Loud  and  Snotty"  is  already  on  the 
hit  charts. 

Jimmy  Zero  of  the  Dead  Boys 
said,  "Risk  is  what  separates  the 
good  part  of  life  from  the  tedium." 
The  article  in  which  he  said  that 
also  mentions  that  all  group 
members  were  once  altar  boys  in 
their  younger  days. 

High-energy  is  what  this  type  of 
music  used  to  be  called.  Rock  fans 
in  the  '60s  screamed  with  delight 
when  Iggy  (the  original  punk) 
Stooge  smeared  himself  with 
peanut  butter,  leaped  from  the 
rafters  and  cut  himself  with  broken 
glass. 

Now  the  intrigue  is  back  in  a 
more  repulsive  manner.  The  punk 


performers  vomit  in  mid-song,  tear 
their  clothes  off  and  fight  with  fans 
who  may  venture  on  stage. 

The  clothing  trends  set  by  the 
revolution  arc  different,  to  say  the 
least.  The  followers  of  punk  paint 
their  faces,  shave  off  their  hair  into 
striped  spikes  and  pin  their  nostrils 
and  cheeks  with  safety  pins. 

The  fashionable  young  lady 
would  be  likely  to  deck  herself  out 
in  24-carat  gold  safety  pins,  quitar 
pick  earrings,  black  fishnet  stock- 
ings, stiletto  heels  and  some 
mismatched  outfit  like  purple  hot 
pants  and  an  orange  bath  towel 
halter. 

For  guys  into  punk  rock,  some 
suggestions  arc  as  follows:  ripped 
shins,  a sword  hanging  around  the 
neck,  baggy  pants  with  a direct 
connection  between  the  fly  and  the 
pocket,  known  as  "dumpies,”  and 
paper  bags  worn  over  the  head.

"Blank  Generation"  says  it  all.  "I 
was  saying  let  me  out  of 
here/Before  I was  even  bom/lt's 
such  a gamble  when  you  get  a 
face/I  belong  to  the  blank 
gencration/And  I can  take  It  or 
leave  It  each  lime."

‘Grassroots’  forum  becomes  ‘routine’

What  was  advertised  as  a 
"teacher  versus  administration” 
confrontation  resulted  in  a routine 
question-and-answer  session  Mon- 
day between  JJC  students  and 
colloge  Pres.  Harold  McAninch. 

About  100  students  came  to  hear 
McAninch  speak  on  the  delay  in  a 
teachers'  contract  settlement. 

The  "Grassroots  Forum"  was 


organized  by  students  Darlene 
Burdett  and  Curtis  Shepherd. 

McAninch  said  the  sides  have 
"resolved  almost  all  the  issues"  of 
the  contract  and  that  they  had  met 
that  morning  "to  discuss  ways  to 
resolve  the  salary  schedule,"  the 
final  issue  to  be  agreed  upon. 

In  the  event  of  another  strike. 
McAninch  said  the  board  would 
"seek  an  injunction  immediately  to 
get  the  teachers  back  to  work”  to 


avoid  loss  of  the  students'  credits. 

McAninch  also  said  that  any 
effects  the  strike  had  on  students 
were  "unfortunate,  but  there  isn't 
anything  we  can  do  about  it 
now. ...We  hadn't  planned  on  a 
strike  to  change  the  schedule." 

Commenting  on  the  trips  that  he 
and  the  board  made.  McAninch 
said  he  was  scheduled  to  make  the 
trips  several  months  before  the 


dispute  occurred. 

"1  discussed  the  trip  extensively 
with  the  board  before  I wcnt.,.,1 
made  sure  they  were  able  to  get  in 
touch  if  something  happened.  Only 
once  did  (the  teachers'  union) 
contact  a board  member  while  I 
was  gone." 

Burdett  said  she  organized  the 
forum  because,  "as  a student, 
there  is  a lack  of  interest  being 
shown.  Looking  into  the  matter,  I 


wanted  to  sec  what  we  as  students 
could  do  about  it.  Conventional 
means  are  not  getting  to  the 
students  directly  ...Hv  doing  this, 
we  are  showing  the  administration 
and  the  teachers'  union  that  we  are 
concerned", 

When  asked  why  a teachers' 
union  representative  did  not  speak, 
Burdett  said  she  fell  it  might 
"harm  negotiations  between  the 
union  and  the  board"

SGA  amendment  passed 
to  up  number  of  senators 


A partial  ratification  of  a 
two-year  teachers  contract  may 
signal  the  end  of  the  JJC 
Trustees-teachers'  union  dispute. 

The  ratification  was  made  at  the 
Board  of  Trustees'  monthly 
meeting  Monday. 

The  only  matter  left  unresolved 
in  the  contract  was  the  salary 
schedule  and  longevity.  However, 
the  board  offered  to  be  "flexible" 
with  the  seven  per  cent  pay 
increase.  Board  President  Dan 
Kennedy  said  the  Board  didn't 
mind  if  some  teachers  got  a "little 
more  or  a little  less”  as  long  as  no 
more  than  seven  per  cent  was 
distributed" 

Administrative 
salary  hike 
totals  $40,000

Twenty-nine  JJC  administrators 
will  receive  pay  raises  totalling 

540.000  for  the  1977-78  school  year. 
The  largest  increase  given  by  the 

board  went  to  JJC  Pres.  Harold 
McAninch.  His  salary  was  raised 
by  S3, 000  or  7.62  per  cent  to 

542.000  a year.  His  monthly 
expense  account  also  was  raised 
SS0  to  S300  a month.  McAninch’s 
contract  was  also  extended  for 
another  year. 

In  making  the  motion  for 
McAninch's  raise,  trustee  A. A. 
"Fizz  ” Wills  said  McAninch  has 
had  a trying  year  with  the 
referendum  and  teacher  negotia- 
tions. But  "he  came  through  it  all 
with  a smile". 

Other  top  administrators  receiv- 
ing raises  were  Dean  of  Business 
Tim  Helton  and  Vice  President  for 
Informational  Resources  Walter 
Zaida,  whose  new  salaries  will  be 
S30.418  and  S33.138,  respectively. 

A total  of  S672.432  will  be  spent 
this  year  on  the  salaries  of  the  29 
administrators.  McAninch  said  the 
raises  are  bases  on  individual  merit 
and  performance,  and  are  within  a 
7 per  cent  guideline. 

New  salaries  for  the  other  26 
administrators  are  as  follows:

The  two  sides  would  then  "sit 
down  and  work  out  some  method  of 
distribution,"  according  to  college 
Pres.  Harold  McAninch. 

The  matters  agreed  Upon  since 
the  last  board  meeting  concerned 
the  work-loads  of  department 
chairman,  consideration  of  pre- 
vious experience  of  coaches,  health 
insurance  benefits,  and  payment  of 
librarians. 

Trustee  Robert  Kicp  passed  his 
vote,  saying  that  "the  agreement 
exceeded  my  personal  perimeter, 
but  I am  not  going  to  stand  in  the 
way  of  the  majority  of  the  board". 
Trustee  A. A.  Wilis  voted  against 
the  partial  ratification,  and  the  six 
remaining  board  members 
approved  of  the  agreement. 

Teachers'  union  Pres.  Robert 
Cottingham  stated  his  position 
before  the  board.  He  said  that  the 
contract  dispute  was  the  result  of  a 
"tremendous  communications  pro- 
blem" and  an  "honest  difference 
in  interpretation”.  This,  he  said, 
was  due  to  "a  shift  in  negotiators 
since  Sept.  29".  When  the 
agreement  was  written;  and  that 
"because  of  the  rush  (in  drawing 
up  the  agreement),  we  were  not 
able  to  get  both  sides  to  agree  on 
interpretation". 

Cottingham  said  he  was  con- 
cerned with  three  areas:  how  to 
avoid  having  their  current  problem 
in  the  future;  how  to  solve  their 
problem  now;  and  how  to  find  some 
possible  directions  for  the  future. 

"We  can  solve  the  problem  in 
the  future  by  getting  a little  bit 
more  involved,”  said  Cottingham. 
"We  have  one  person  saying 
something  to  another  person.... 
sometimes  the  words  change  their 
meaning". 

Cottingham  said  he  wants  to  take 
a "problem-solving  approach"  to 
end  the  current  dispute.  "I  called 
in  many  people  to  sec  what 
potential  solutions  there  could  be”. 
He  added  that  the  two  sides  "can't 
afTord  to  take  an  old  'table- 
banging'  type  of  approach”. 

Cottingham  concluded  by  saying 
that  the  board  and  the  teachers 
should  come  to  "a  quick,  but  not  a 
nasty,  solution  to  the  problem".

The  Student  Government  Assoc- 
iation (SGA)  will  increase  the 
number  of  at-largc  senators  to  30, 
due  to  the  passing  of  a new 
constitutional  amendment  at  the 
Nov.  10  meeting. 

The  amendment,  which  takes 
effect  today,  calls  for  one  senator 
for  every  250  part-time  students. 
This  is  in  addition  to  the  other 
senatorial  ratios  allowed  in  the 
former  amendment.  These  are,  as 
stated  in  the  SGA  constitution, 
"One  for  every  150  FTE  (Full-Time 
Equivalent)  students  up  to  3,000 
FTE  student  body,  one  for  every 
200  thereafter". 

The  amendment  was  proposed  to 
give  part-time  students  a voice  in 
student  government. 

There  arc  now  26  senators  in 
SGA.  The  four  senators  needed  will 
be  chosen  by  contacting  students 


under  12  arc  admitted  free.

Another  amendment  concerning 
the  senate  was  passed  at  the 
meeting.  It  allows  a part-time 
student  who  was  a full-time  student 
in  the  previous  semester  to  be 
eligible  for  membership.  The 
former  amendment  specified  that 
only  students  who  were  of  full-time 
status  for  the  previous  and  current 
semester  were  eligible. 

Activities  for  the  spring  semester 
were  also  discussed.  It  was 
approved  that  the  Alpha  Omega 
Players,  a drama  group,  come  to 
the  campus  to  perform  several 
plays  at  a cost  of  5475. 

Other  activities  for  spring

Forum  a disappointment 


The  "Grassroots"  forum  held 
last  Monday  in  D-mall  to  let 
students  ask  questions  of  President 
Harold  McAninch  concerning  the 
contract  dispute  was  a good  idea, 
but  its  results  were  a total 
disappointment  and  may  have 
caused  more  problems  than  it 

The  forum  was  organized  by  two 
students  who  were  misinformed 
and  uninformed  on  many  of  the  fact 
facts  surrounding  the  disagree- 
ment. This  was  shown  since  they 
asked  questions  to  McAninch 
concerning  rumors  instead  of 
questions  concerning  facts. 

The  two  students  made  practic- 
ally no  attempt  to  gather  the  facts 
from  cither  the  Student  Govern- 
ment Association  or  the  Blazer,  the 
two  student  groups  who  are 
probably  closer  to  the  negotiations 
than  anyone  else  on  the  campus. 
We  suggest  that  if  another  forum  is 
held,  that  cither  the  SGA  or  the 
Blazer  be  consulted  so  no  time  is 
wasted  on  answering  rumors  and 
so  questions  asked  may  be  more 
pointed. 

Another  problem  the  forum  ran 


into  was  the  tendency  of  one  of  the 
student  organizers  to  stand  on  a 
personal  soapbox  and  deliver  what 
closely  resembled  soliloquies.  The 
purpose  of  the  forum  was  to  allow 
students  to  ask  questions,  not 
listen  to  one  student  deliver 
individual  feelings  on  the  matter. 

A third  problem  also  cropped  up. 
one  which  we  feel  should  have  been 
completely  avoided.  Signs  advertis- 
ing the  forum  read  more  like  a 
boxing  match  was  going  to  occur. 
"Teachers  vs.  Administration" 
said  one.  with  little  boxing  gloves 
beside  the  words.  "How  do  you 
feel  about  losing  your  Xmas 
vacation"  stated  another  with  little 
Christmas  trees  in  all  four  comers. 

One  interesting  thing  about  all 
■ the  posters;  they  all  urged  students 
to  come  and  "hear  the  real 
issues”.  As  far  as  we  can  tell,  not  a 
"real  issue"  was  heard  and  the 
signs  were  strictly  bush  league  and 
could  cause  nothing  but  hard 
feelings  and  stirred  emotions, 
things  we've  seen  enough  of  this 
semester. 

One  last  problem,  the  two 
organizers  didn't  get  anyone  from 
the  teachers'  union  to  speak.  Not 


enough  of  an  attempt  was  made  by 
cither  to  get  both  sides  to  speak, 
and  we  wonder  if  it  might  not  have 
been  more  fair  to  both  Dr. 
McAninch  and  the  teachers.  SGA 
was  able  to  get  to  hear  both  sides 
during  the  strike  by  first  hearing 
one  side  and  then  the  other.  We 
feel  if  another  forum  is  held,  this 
type  of  format  should  be  used.  We 
doubt  if  the  forum  would  have 
turned  into  the  mud-slinging  match 
the  two  organizers  had  feared  if 
both  sides  were  present.  Ironically, 
their  signs  for  the  forum  indicated 
that  exact  possibility. 

Again,  we  state  that  the  idea  for 
a grassroots  forum  is  an  excellent 
one.  A few  students  were  able  to 
ask  questions  on  the  matter 
between  the  speeches  and  raising 
of  voices. 

The  two  students  who  organized 
it  should  still  be  commended  for 
organizing  the  first  one  and  having 
enough  concern  as  students  to  want 
answers  to  the  problem. 

All  we  ask  is  that  a lesson  is 
learned  from  this  first  one  and  that 
a second  forum  would  be  a classier, 
less  emotional  event.

McAninch:  Board  feels  union  reneged 

Contract  key  forum  topic

The  delay  of  ratification  of  the 
new  teachers'  contract  was  the 
main  topic  of  discussion  at  this 
month's  President's  Open  Forum. 
Nov.  10. 

Several  members  of  the  Student 
Government  Association  (SGA) 
were  present  to  discuss  the  issue 
with  Pres.  Harold  McAninch.  No 
other  students  or  faculty  members 
attended. 

The  reason  for  the  delay  is  a 
disagreement  over  whether  a 
longevity  stipend  should  be 
included  in  the  contract.  The 
longevity  stipend  would  give  a 
bonus  of  about  S500  to  teachers 
working  at  JJC  more  than  20  years. 
Eight  teachers  are  eligible  for  the 
stipend. 


allowed  for  the  stipend  along  with  a 
7 per  cent  salary  increase.  The 
Board  of  Trustees,  however,  say 
the  agreement  allowed  for  only  a 
flat  7 per  cent  increase. 

"The  board  never  once  said  that 
(the  flat  increase  included  a 
longevity  increment)  in  the  court- 
house." McAninch  said.  “1  don’t 
know  why  (teachers'  union  Pres. 
Robert  Cottingham)  could  ever 
think  that. ...He  had  more  than  a 
few  minutes  to  look  at  it;  they  spent 
an  hour  putting  the  agreement  in 
writing. 

"The  board  feels  the  union  has 
reneged,"  McAninch  continued, 
"because  somebody  in  the  union 
was  displeased  with  the  signed 
agreement.” 

If  the  teachers  plan 


The  teachers  maintain  that  the  strike  again,  McAninch  said,  the 
wording  in  a tentative  agreement  board  would  most  likely  file  for 


injunction  immediately. 

“If  wc  didn’t  have  finals,  the 
students  can  afford  to  lose  up  to  six 
days  without  loss  of  credit."  he 
said.  "If  finals  are  held,  they  can 
lose  up  to  three  days. 

"The  students  really  only  lost 
one  day,"  McAninch  said  about  the 
last  eight-day  teachers'  strike. 
"We  make  up  five  days  at  the  end 
of  the  semester.  We  cancelled  an 
Institute  day  and  we  cancelled  the 
floating  activity  day.” 

The  floating  activity  day  consists 
of  several  hours  of  class  time 
removed  from  certain  days  in  the 
semester.  The  hours,  which  would 
usually  give  time  for  student 
activlites,  equal  one  day  a 
semester. 

"A  lot  of  this  ‘Mickey  Mouse' 
junk  never  would  have  happened 
had  there  been  a law  concerning 
collective  bargaining,”  McAninch 


said.  Several  bills  concerning  the 
issue  have  been  brought  before  the 
Illinois  legislature.  But,  according 
to  McAninch,  "usually  it  is  so  bad 
a bill  that  it  dies  in  committee." 

McAninch  cites  an  Iowa  law  as 
an  example  of  other  states' 
collective  bargaining  policies.  This 
law,  known  as  "final  last-offer 
arbitration.”  would  make  the  board 
and  the  union  propose  one  full, 
final  offer.  An  arbitrator  would 
then  choose  one  full  offer  only. 
This,  said  McAninch,  would  make 
negotiators  "bargain  more  realis- 
tically." since  only  one  offer,  the 
board's  or  the  union's,  could  be 
accepted. 

"The  problem  we  have  now  will 
continue  to  be  a major  issue," 
McAninch  concluded.  "How  it  will 
be  resolved  in  the  future-  who 
knows?" 


Public  administration  major  sought

At  the  Nov.  14  Board  of  Trustees 
meeting,  department  Chairman 
Robert  Sterling  reported  on  the 
Social  Science  Department's  new 
proposed  program  major. 

The  major,  Public  Administra- 
tion, would  be  the  only  one  offered 
in  the  department.  Though  the 
major  has  not  been  approved, 
Sterling  said  he  is  "hopeful  it  will 
be  accepted  soon”  and  that  “the 
whole  program  would  be  useful  to 
the  community.” 

Sterling  also  said  that  two  new 
courses  would  be  offered  in  the 
department.  They  are  a new 
anthropology  course  and  a course 
contrasting  various  religions. 

Some  of  the  problems  the 
department  has.  Sterling,  said,  are 
the  "adverse  affects"  of  the 
dispute  over  the  teachers'  contract 
and  the  “insufficient  secretarial 
assistance  in  the  department.”  He 
said  there  are  eight  secretaries 
serving  about  134  teachers,  while 


the  administration  has  a clerical 
staff  of  49  (23  secretaries  and  26 
clerks). 

Robert  Burke  gave  a report  from 
the  English  Department.  He  said 
that  in  the  Academic  Skills  Center 
reading  skills  are  increasing,  while 
writing  skills  remain  consistent.  He 
also  showed  statistics  indicating 
that  national  scores  of  tests  in 
English  have  decreased,  along  with 
those  in  math  and  social  science. 

In  other  business,  the  board 
approved  giving  para-professional 
employees  a 7 per  cent  average 
salary  increase.  TTie  board  raised  a 
4 per  cent  salary  increase  for  food 
service  personnel  to  7 per  cent. 

Paul  Thompson,  vice-president 
for  instructional  services,  reported 
that  he  met  with  representatives 
from  the  Fountaindale  Library  in 
Bolingbrook  to  discuss  renegotia- 
tion of  the  college's  lease  with  the 
library.  Officials  at  the  library, 
where  North  Campus  is  located, 
said  the  new  lease  is  needed

because  of  inflation  and  rising 
utility  costs.  No  action  has  been 
taken  on  the  matter. 

Student  trustee  Polly  Perryman, 
head  of  the  board's  Traffic 
Committee,  also  reported.  To  ease 
traffic  on  campus,  she  suggested 
removing  the  islands  from  the  main 
roadway  in  front  of  the  main 
building.  This  would  allow  two 
lanes  of  the  road  to  be  used  for  left 
turns  off  the  entrance  road.  The 
project  could  not  be  started  until 
April  1978,  and  was  postponed 
until  the  project  could  be 
investigated  further. 

Tim  Helton  reported  on  the 
reroofing  project.  The  Christiansen 
Roofing  Co.  is  about  70  per  cent 
complete  with  the  project,  which 
"is  moving  along  very  smoothly." 
If  the  weather  is  good.  Helton  said, 
the  project  could  be  done  by  Dec.  I .

A new  telephone  system  is  being 
installed  at  JJC  that  will  "offer 
more  and  faster  services  than 
before.  " according  to  Robert 
Glenn,  dean  of  pcrvwncl. 

Glenn  said  the  old  system  known 
as  the  "Relay-System."  became 
dirty  easily  and  would  stick  and  cut 
into  phone  lines,  interrupting 
conversations. 

“The  new  system  will  be 
programmed  with  transistors  that 
will  not  do  this,  said  Glenn.  "The 
two  main  advantages  of  this  type  of 
system  are  that  it  will  improve  the 
telephone  registration  procedure, 
and  since  the  switchboard  is  at  its 
capacity  for  performance,  it  will  be 
able  to  handle  the  overload,"  he 
said. 

The  new  system  that  Illinois  Bell 


has  been  contracted  to  install  will 
include  other  special  features  such 
as  transferring  calls  faster,  the 
ability  to  answer  more  calls  at  one 
phone  and  the  ability  to  update  arid 
add  more  special  features  without 
changing  basic  equipment  when 
the  campus  expands. 

The  new  system  will  not  mean 
more  telephones,  but  more  exten- 
sions will  be  added  to  the  existing 
phones. 

This  system  is  not  completely 
new  to  the  area.  Lewis  University 
in  Lock  port  adopted  it  a year  ago. 
After  two  years  of  study.  Glenn 
said  JJC  is  ready  to  benefit 
service-wise  and  financially. 

Complete  installation  is  expecied 
by  Dec.  12.  Glenn  said  this  will  not 
interfere  with  incoming  or  outgoing 
calls,  or  disrupt  classes. 


up  for  vote 


A new  proposed  salary  schedule 
is  up  for  approval  before  the 
Teachers'  Union  and  the  Board  of 
Trustees.  If  accepted,  it  will  end 
nine  months  of  debate  over  the  new 
teachers'  contract. 

The  teachers'  union  membership 
voted  on  the  schedule  Wednesday, 
but  no  results  were  ready  at  press 
time.  If  approved  by  the  member- 
ship, it  will  be  sent  to  the  board  for 
final  ratification. 

The  schedule  proposed  by  the 
Teachers'  Union  Executive  Board, 
is  "within  the  perameters  estab- 
lished by  the  board,”  according  to 
Teachers'  Union  Pres.  Robert 
Cottingham.  This  perameter  of  a 
total  seven  per  cent  increase  over 
last  year's  total  salaries  was 
ratified  at  the  board's  last  monthly 
meeting,  Nov.  14. 

"The  ratification  made  by  the 
board  is  basically  the  way  (the 
schedule)  has  been  settled,"  said 
Cottinham,  "except  that  the  board 
allowed  the  union  to  distribute  the 
seven  percent." 

The  distribution  that  the  sched- 
ule is  proposing  would  resolve  the 
matter  of  longevity  stipends  for 
teachers  working  at  JJC  over  20 
years.  The  original  stipend  total 
would  be  decreased  from  S3800  to 
SI  18  in  the  proposed  schedule. 
This  was  done  by  adding  additional 
steps  to  the  schedule  and  by 
decreasing  the  stipend  by  a small 
percentage. 

The  remaining  SI  18  would  be 
made  by  “subtracting  appropriate 
amounts  from  each  step  of  the 
schedule,"  according  to  Cotting- 
hani.  "126  (union)  members  from 


approximately  140  will  cat  up  5118 
worth  of  stipend. 

"Those  at  the  bottom  of  the 
schedule--with  bachelor's  degrees 
and  no  experience-will  lose  about 
$9  to  SlO  a year,  while  those  at  the 
top  may  lose  about  S7  a year.... the 
teachers  are  paying  for  the  stipend 
rather  than  the  board." 

Cottingham  added  that  the 
actual  salary  increase  would  be 
about  2.3  per  cent.  This  without 
increment  included  for  each  step 
up  on  the  salary  schedule. 

"The  majority  of  the  schedule 
came  after  a meeting  between 
(union  Executive  Board  member) 
Wilbur  Miner  and  myself,  and 
(trustee)  Robert  Glenn  and  (college 
Pres.)  Harold  McAninch,"  said 
Cottinham.  “It  is  the  best  situation 
we  could  come  up  with  under  the 
circumstances." 

The  teachers'  union  made 
several  alternate  proposals  to  the 
board  before  offering  this  sche- 
dule. The  proposals,  which  were 
rejected  by  the  board,  "involved 
various  methods  of  costing," 
according  to  Cottingham.  In  this 
costing,  different  factors  were  used 
in  determining  the  total  teachers’ 
salary  amount,  such  as  figuring  in 
retired  teachers  from  last  year, 
replacement  teachers,  and  those  on 
leave  of  absence.  "This  is  what  wc 
have  always  done  in  the  past.”  said 
Cottingham. 

"I  am  disappointed  with  the 
board."  continued  Cottingham, 
"because  we  went  through  all 
these  meetings  and  ended  up 
where  we  started.”

The  Student  Government  Assoc- 
iation (SGA)  is  planning  an 
on-campus  leadership  conference 
for  JJC  students,  tentatively 
scheduled  for  the  second  or  third 
week  of  January. 

"Through  this  conference  wc 
hope  to  stimulate  interest  among 
new  students."  said  SGA  Pres.  Lou 
Briick.  "We  are  hoping  to  draw 
new  freshmen  and  students  into 
student  government." 

The  conference  will  also  involve 
"clubs  and  helping  their  activit- 


ies." said  Briick.  "We  hope  we  can 
help  make  school  activities  as 
successful  as  possible." 

Briick  describes  the  event  as  "a 
functiqnal  type  conference  on  how 
to  get  people  organized. ..it  will  be 
like  the  conference  we  held  on 
campus  last  March."  It  will  include 
informal  talks  given  by  members  of 
SGA’s  Executive  Board  and 
"observational  games"  to  illus- 
trate the  talks." 

The  cost  for  the  conference  is 
estimated  at  about  S50  for 


refreshments  and  informational 
packets  for  clubs  attending. 

"We  are  packaging  and  present- 
ing the  entire  conference,"  said 
Briick.  "It  will  be  a low  cost 
conference,  but  the  objectives  wc 
are  looking  for  justify  the  cause."

He  said  Economics 
Laboratories,  a Arm  that  specializ- 
es in  institutional  problems  of  this 


kind,  has  been  contacted  and  arc 
presently  conducting  tests  in  the 
cafctcria. 

An  enzyme  feeder  lluit  connects 
directly  to  the  grcusc  trap  and 
would  control  the  flow  could  be  a 
solution.  Tarruni  suld.  The  enzyme 
fowlar  would  cost  an  aalla.alcd 
SI. 500 annually,  hut  Tarrant  said  It 
"would  be  well  worth  It." 

If  the  enzyme  feeder  docs  not 
work,  the  floors  of  the  kitchens  will 
have  to  be  tom  up  so  the  blockage 
can  be  located.  Also.  Tarrant  said 
there  Is  a remote  possibility  of  a 
break  in  u tile. 

If  the  floors  are  torn  up.  Tarrant 
suid  maintenance  would  do  most  of 
the  work  to  keep  costs  to  u 
minimum.  The  cafeteria  would 
have  to  be  closed. 

"The  lost  thing  I want  is  to  tcur 
the  floors  uparl,"  Tarrant  said. 
"We  do  have  a general  idea  as  to 
the  location  of  the  blockage  and 
hope  the  problem  can  be  cleared  up 
without  tearing  up  the  floors  " 

"In  the  past  we  were  hoping  the 
problem  would  correct  itself,  but 
since  It  hasn't,  now's  the  time  to 
take  the  initiative  and  find  out 
what's  happening,"  Tarrant  said 
"Sometimes  it  just  lakes  awhile  to 
get  things  corrected,"  he  said.

Editorially  speaking 

Parking  decks  too  late 


The  center  and  heart  of  Joliet  is 
no  longer  the  downtown  area. 
Joliet  has  moved  to  the  west  side, 
but  the  city  fathers  don't  seem  to 

The  parking  decks  being  con- 
structed in  downtown  Joliet  would 
have  been  a good  idea  ten  years 
ago.  Today,  they  are  regarded  as 
being  a waste  of  money.  Why? 
Because  downtown  Joliet  is  no 
longer  a busy  mini-metropolis,  but 
rather  a littered,  relatively  un- 
crowded area  of  empty  and 
decaying  buildings. 

The  merchants  have  moved  out, 
leaving  doctors,  lawyers,  and  the 
courthouse  to  carry  on  downtown 


business. 

In  other  words,  people  don't  go 
downtown  to  shop  anymore.  Who’s 
going  to  park  in  those  controver- 
sial. and  terribly  expensive  parking 
decks?  We  don’t  know. 

In  the  next  five  years,  down- 
town's three  largest  crowd- 
grabbers  are  leaving:  Sears,  J.C. 
Penney,  and  Al  Baskin.  Without 
these  three,  downtown  will  con- 
tinue its  fast  decline. 

Instead  of  parking  decks,  Joliet 
should  have  turned  the  downtown 
into  an  outside  mall,  as  many  cities 
have  done,  and  make  it  attractive 
for  small  businesses  to  come  in  and 
open  up.  Since  many  people  have 
expressed  fears,  imagined  or 


otherwise,  about  crime  in  the 
downtown  area,  increased  foot 
patrols  by  police  could  calm  some 
fears.  This  type  of  planning  has 
worked  in  other  places  similar  to 
Joliet.  We  think  it  would  work 
here. 

The  Rialto  Theatre  should  be 
made  into  a cultural  center.  The 
success  of  recent  concerts  there 
point  to  the  fact  that  people  will  go 
downtown  if  there  is  something  to 
offer. 

But  building  parking  decks  is  not 
the  answer  now.  We  think  they'll 
end  up  being  white  elephants  and 
create  an  even  more  depressing 
feeling  downtown  than  pervades 
there  now.

Contract  agreement  expected 


A salary  schedule  for  the  new 
teachers'  contract  is  expected  to  be 
approved  at  the  Board  of  Trustees' 
meeting  Monday,  said  college 
Pres.  Harold  McAninch. 

The  salary  schedule  is  the  last 
matter  needing  approval  on  the 
new  contract.  If  approved  by  the 
board,  it  will  end  nine  months  of 


contract  debate. 

If  approved,  the  schedule  would 
increase  the  total  amount  of  current 
teachers'  salaries  by  seven  per 
cent.  The  schedule  was  approved 
by  the  teachers'  union  membership 
last  Wednesday. 

McAninch  said  that  the  schedule 


would  probably  be  accepted  by  the 
board  "because  it  is  within  the 
perameters"  of  seven  per  cent  set 
by  the  board. 

On  the  new  schedule,  teachers 
working  at  JJC  over  twenty  years 
will  get  a longevity  stipend,  but  the 
total  umount  paid  to  teachers  will 
not  exceed  seven  per  cent.  The 


stipend  will  be  made  by  deducting 
a small  percentage  from  each 
teachers'  salary. 

Several  alternate  proposals  were 
offered  by  the  teachers'  union  to 
the  board,  but  McAninch  said  that 
"none  were  within  the  perameters 
Only  one  was  discussed  within  the 


perameters."  but  was  not  among 
those  seriously  considered. 

A special  board  meeting  will  not 
be  held  to  discuss  ratification  of  the 
schedule.  "1  discussed  it  earlier 
with  (teachers'  union  Pres.)  Hubert 
Collinghum,  and  we  decided  to 
include  it  in  the  regulur  monthly 
board  meeting.”  said  McAninch. 
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Secretary  shuffle  sought

The  reclassification  of  the 
clerical  staff  at  JJC,  which  could 
provide  more  secretaries  for  the 
faculty,  is  being  considered  by  the 
administration.  But  changes  may 
take  two  years  to  implement. 

"The  plans  for  the  system  are 
still  in  the  discussion  stages,”  said 
Robert  Glenn,  dean  of  personnel. 
"The  complete  process  will  take 
from  one  to  two  years,  but  we  do 
not  foresee  any  specific  starting 
date  yet.  After  re-evaluation,  all 
recommendations  for  new  positions 
or  upgrading  have  to  be  approved 
by  the  board  of  trustees  before  they 
will  be  put  into  action." 

The  faculty  recently  requested 
additional  clerical  staff,  citing  too 
few  secretaries  for  the  number  of 
departments  at  JJC. 

One  department  secretary  point- 
ed out.  "there'are'lS  departments, 
and  six  and  a half  secretaries  to 
service  them.  Not  only  do  we  have 
several  different  types  of  work,  but 
the  volume  of  that  work  is  very 
large. 

Robert  Sterling,  social  science 
chairman,  said,  "I  think  that  an 
institution  of  this  size  should  be 


better  staffed.  It  is  a shame  that  a 
student  cannot  contact  a teacher  if 
he  needs  to  because  there  is  no  one 
available  to  answer  phones."

RTA  gas  tax  big  rip-off 


The  Regional  Transportation 
Authority's  new  gasoline  tax  is  the 
biggest  rip-off  that  Chicago  has 
ever  imposed  on  the  suburbs. 

From  our  viewpoint,  the  tax 
virtually  guarantees  Chicagoans 
that  their  beloved,  bcleagured  and 
broke  CTA  will  not  go  down  the 
financial  drain.  It  promises  the 
suburbanites  nothing  but  the  bills 
which  the  CTA  incurs  and  a few 
more  dollars  for  our  own  inefficient 
rapid  transit  sytem. 

Chicagoans  also  must  pay  the 
tax,  but  it  would  be  poetic  justice  if 
the  tax  would  be  applied  to 
different  areas  according  to  how 
much  money  their  individual 
systems  would  need  each  year.  If, 
for  example,  the  suburban  transit 
systems  would  need  SI  million  a

year  to  stay  afloat,  have  the  RTA 
impose  a tax  on  the  five  suburban 
counties  that  would  raise  the 
amount.  We  figure  Chicagoans 
would  end  up  paying  ntore,  but  that 
would  be  only  fair  since  Chicago's 
system  gobbles  most  of  the  money 
anyway. 

It  would  also  be  poetic  justice 
would  have  to  pad  out  the  fare  (?) 
for  a system  which  the  suburbs 
vehemently  opposed  and  voted 
down  in  the  first  place. 

An  even  better  solution  would 
have  the  RTA’s  head  honchos  look 
at  some  European  transit  systems 
to  find  what  they’ve  been  doing 
wrong  all  these  years.  European 
mass  transit  is  vastly  superior  to 
American,  and  a study  of  it  could 
cause  reduced  spending  in  our 


Despite  possible  solutions, 
though,  one  thing  is  clear.  For  the 
time  being,  we  have  to  pay  the  tax. 
It  hurts  everybody,  but  college 
students  are  especially  hurt. 

Many  of  us  live  on  limited 
budgets  and  have  a hard  enough 
time  making  ends  meet  without 
having  to  pay  a tax  for  a system  we 
never  use.  The  majority  of  us  drive 
to  school  and  can  ill-afTord  another 
useless  tax.  The  whole  idea  of  a 
community  college  system  revolves 
around  the  idea  of  driving. 

We  think  the  student  govern- 
ment should  get  involved  and 
organize  a petition  drive  against 
the  tax.  The  SGA,  we  feel,  is  best 
equipped  to  handle  such  a job  and 
we  hope  the  idea  is  taken  under 
consideration.

It  is  refreshing  to  discover  that 
students  like  Ms.  Aydlctt  still 
attend  JJC.  In  her  somewhat  hasty 
and  intemperate  attack  on  Dave 
Clark's  merits  as  a journalist 
(non-journalist)  and  editor,  she 
displays  the  sort  of  intense  concern 
and  candor  that  used  to  be 
commonplace  at  JJC,  but  is  now 

Indeed  her  letter  made  me  feel 
guilty  because  l‘d  intended  to  write 
a letter  of  appreciation  to  Dave 
Clark  and  the  BLAZER  staff. 

The  reporting  this  year  has  been 
impressive.  Nancy  Pohlman,  Sue 
Raska  and  especially  Karen  Riel 
have  done  some  concise,  objective 
reporting.  Dave  too  has  improved, 
both  as  a reporter  and  a comic. 

I believe  that  Dave  and  Karen 
did  more  to  clarify  the  dispute 
between  the  union  and  the  trustees 
than  the  Herald-News,  the  admin- 
istration, or  the  union.  Dave’s 
suggestion  of  "fiat  rate”  as  the  key 
issue  and  his  analysis  of  the 
board's  motives  were  really 
penetrating. 

"Clark's  Box"  is  a very 
ambitious  gambit  for  a student 
editor  to  attempt  on  a weekly  basis. 
Humorous  writing  is  very  difficult 
to  produce  that  often,  even  for 
Royko,  Buchwald,  Bombeck,  Hop- 
pe, etc.  Some  of  Clark's  "Boxes" 


have  been  embarrassing  because 
they  deal  in  such  predictable 
subjects  as  Thanksgiving  and 
Christmas  in  a too  personal,  too 
casual  manner.  Ms.  Aydlett  does 
have  some  basis  for  complaint. 
Nonetheless,  Dave  has,  as  often  as 
not,  elicited  at  least  a giggle  from 
me,  and  laughter  is  therapeutic. 
JJC  needs  more  laughs. 

In  that  sense  alone,  Clark's  Box 
is  constructive.  Moreover,  Clark 
does  make  positive  suggestions 
often  in  his  writing,  although 
usually  via  indirection,  and  con- 
sequently shouldn’t  be  gigged  too 
fiercely  for  his  tendency  to 
DESTROY  (Ms.  Aydlett's  empha- 
sis via  capitals)  and  not  CON- 
STRUCT. I'm  not  sure  that  Royko, 
for  example,  can  be  severely 
attacked  on  the  same  grounds,  but 
without  Royko's  destructive  col- 
umns the  O'Harc  concession  joke, 
the  Sanitary  Canal  debacle  and  the 
highway  bid-rigging  charade  would 
not  have  surfaced  in  Chicago  in  the 
last  three  months.  Personally,  I’d 
prefer  seeing  a little  more  search 
andJJESTROY  in  the  BLAZER,  not 
less. 

Ms.  Aydlett  is  undoubtedly  right 
that  Dave  has  frequent  lapses  of 
judgment,  but  to  say  the  paper  is 
full  of  “cheap  sensationalism"  and 
"constant  questionable  taste" 


seems  too  harsh,  to  unkind.  I recall 
none  of  the  former,  and  tact  is 
always  questionable  and  personal. 
In  my  opinion  the  Dave  Gark  of  last 
year's  BLAZER  deserved  some  of 
those  insults.  This  year,  though,  as 
a reporter  and  a comic  Dave  has 
been  impressive  all  in  all. 

It  is  unfortunate  that,  as  Ms. 
Aydlett  writes,  not  enough  people 
take  him  seriously.  I hope  he 
continues  to  mature  in  his  writing 
at  the  rate  he’s  grown  in  the  last 
two  years. 

Destructive  criticism  like  Ms. 
Aydlett's  may  help  to  hasten  that 
maturity.

Bonelli  says  most  people 
hypnotized  often  each  day

Phil  Bonelli,  a psychologist  and 
clinical  hypnotist,  was  the  guest 
speaker  at  the  Nov.  30  Para- 
psychology Club  meeting. 

"Hypnosis  is  not  strange"  was 
the  subject  of  Bonclli's  talk.  Most 
people  arc  hypnotized  several 
times  every  day.  he  said.  He 
pointed  out  that  daydreaming  is  a 
form  of  hypnosis  that  occurs  often. 

He  also  said  that  learning  is 
often  enhanced  by  hypnosis.  He 
said  a student  who  is  staring  out  a 
window  is  actually  hypnotized.  In 
this  state,  some  students  have  the 


potential  to  learn  more  than  the 
student  who  is  paying  attention  to 
the  instructor.  Bonelli  said. 

He  said  that  everyone  can  be 
hypnotized,  but  those  with  more 
"will-power"  are  easier  to  put 
under  hypnosis.  He  also  noted  that 
all  forms  of  hypnosis  arc  really 
self-induced.  Thus,  a person 
cannot  be  hypnotized  unless  he 
wants  to  be  and  makes  an  effort  to 
be. 

Bonelli  also  spoke  on  how  to 
determine  if  a person  is  hypnotized 
and  what  a subject  will  and  will  not 
do  under  hypnosis.

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Santa 
not  just 
a U.S. 
tradition

For  an  American  child,  the 
arrival  of  Santa  Claus  is  a 
long-anticipated  holiday  tradition. 

But  a child  in  a foreign  land  may 
wait  on  Christmas  night  for  the 
coming  of  either  Santa  Claus.  San 
Nicolas,  Pere  Noel,  the  Weih- 
nachtsmann,  the  Christkind,  or  the 
Three  Wise  Men. 

JJC's  students  and  faculty 
consist  of  a wide  variety  of  national 
origins.  These  people  have  brought 
with  them  their  national  customs 
and  traditions  of  celebrating 
Christmas. 

Born  and  raised  in  Mexico. 
Reyna  Chavez,  a student  who  has 
lived  in  the  U.S.  eight  years, 
especially  recalls  the  Christmas 
tradition  of  the  posada. 

‘‘‘Posada'  means  shelter,"  said 
Reyna,  "and  it  recalls  when  the 
Virgin  Mary  was  asking  for  shelter 
in  Bethlehem.”  The  posada  is  a 
procession  around  the  neighbor- 
hood. Leading  the  procession  is  a 
young  girl  dressed  as  the  Virgin 
Mary,  who  knocks  on  the  doors  of 
the  neighborhood,  asking  for 
shelter.  There  are  twelve  posadas, 
starting  on  Dec.  12  and  ending 
Christmas  Eve. 

"After  the  posadas."  said 
Reyna,  "everyone  gathers  at  a 
neighbor's  house  for  a big  party, 
and  the  kids  break  the  pinata.  It's 
made  out  of  clay  or  paper,  and 
filled  with  oranges,  peanuts,  and 
candy,  or  sometimes  confetti. 
There's  all  sizes  and  shapes, 
usually  representative  of  Christ- 
mas-a  star  or  a donkey.  The  child's 
eyes  are  covered  and  everyone 
sings  while  they  try  to  break  it  with 
a stick." 

Then  comes  the  "Mass  of  the 
Rooster"  on  Christmas  Eve.  "It's 
called  that  because  it's  so  early.  To 
represent  when  Jesus  is  bom.  at 
midnight  they  pick  him  up  from  the 

Nativity in  every  house  they 

have  a Nativity,  like  a Christmas 
tree."  said  Reyna. 

"We  have  Christmas  trees  also, 
but  we  don't  use  lights  on  them. 
We  stick  bright  orange  berries  on 
the  needles  of  the  tree  to  decorate 
it.  We  hardly  use  anything 
artificial. 

"We  don't  get  any  gifts  on 
Christmas,  cither.  We  get  them 
Jan.  6.  for  the  coming  of  the  Wise 
Men  on  Epiphany.  So  we  don't

Teachers’  strike  top 


Strike,  referendum,  tuition, 
administrators,  accreditation  and 
upset  are  all  words  that  had  special 
meaning  for  students  and  other 
members  of  the  JJC  community 
during  1977. 

They  were  important  words 
because  they  were  attached  to 
some  of  the  top  news  stories  at  JJC 
this  year.  The  events  they 
represented  affected  all  students, 
faculty  members  and  administra- 

Following  is  a list  of  the  Top  10 
stories,  as  voted  by  the  Blazer 


staff.  While  opinions  may  vary  on 
whether  one  event  or  situation  was 
more  important  than  another,  the 
list  will  hopefully  serve  as  a 
reminder  that  1977  was  an 
important  and  even  historic  year 
for  the  college. 

The  top  stories  were: 

1.  Teachers’  strike 

After  nine  months  of  contract 
negotiations.  JJC  teachers  went  on 
strike  at  5:30  p.m.  Monday.  Sept. 
19.  after  rejecting  a Board  of 
Trustees  proposal.  Picket  lines 


were  set  up  at  the  entrance  to  the 
college,  and  classes  were  cancelled 
the  next  day. 

For  more  than  a week  teachers 
picketed  while  negotiators  met. 
broke  off  negotiations  and  met 
again.  The  Student  Government 
Association  (SGA)  sought  an 
injunction  against  the  teachers' 
union  and  the  board,  but  it  was 
rejected  by  Judge  Thomas  Vinson 
on  Sept.  28. 

The  following  day.  however. 
Thursday.  Sept.  29.  Vinson 
announced  that  a tentative  settle-

ment  had  been  reached,  and 
classes  resumed  that  evening.  But 
a salary  schedule  dispute  delayed 
final  approval  until  this  week.  And 
students,  who  would  have  been 
surfing  their  holiday  break  next 
week,  will  be  in  the  classroom 
through  next  Friday  making  up  for 
days  lost  during  the  strike. 

2.  Referendum  passed 
Voters  in  the  school  district  on 
May  10  approved  both  parts  of  a 
highly  promoted  Ux  referendum 
that  JJC  Pres.  Harold  McAninch 
said  was  largely  responsible  for 


this  year's  balanced  budget 
The  college  Education  Fund  rate, 
approved  5.897  to  2.243,  wav 
increased  by  five  cents  per  $100. 
The  Building  Fund,  approved  5,847 
to  2.291 . was  increased  by  2.5  cents 
per  $100.  In  actual  dollars,  the  two 
funds  were  increased  by  more  than 
SI. 5 million. 

3.  No  tuition  hike 
Students  received  good  news  at 
the  start  of  fall  semester  1977- - 
there  would  be  no  tuition  hike.

JJC  kept  open  for  $$ 


It’s  becoming  more  apparent  to 
us  as  the  year  continues  that  JJC  is 
being  run  like  a business  instead  of 
a school. 

The  teacher's  strike  was  the  first 
sign.  The  big  debate  occurred  over 
the  princely  sum  of  S4.000  while 
the  school  “saved”  $16,000  in 
unpaid  salaries. 

The  second  sign  happened  last 
Friday  when  the  decision  was  made 
to  keep  the  school  open  despite 
extreme  cold  and  terrible  road 
conditions.  There  were  several 
school  closings  in  the  JJC's 
district. 

JJC  was  kept  open  because  the 
school  doesn’t  want  to  lose  any  of 
our  omnipotent  state  aid. 

We're  sure  thought  was  given  to 
student  safety,  but  obviously  not 
cnought  thought,  since  the  school 


was  kept  open.  I seems  like  money 
is  more  important  to  our  decision- 
makers. 

This  type  of  thinking  has  no 
place  in  a school,  in  our  opinion. 
When  one  day's  worth  of  state  aid 
is  put  above  the  safety  of  the 
student  body  and  staff,  a drastic- 
change  is  needed  in  JJC's  way  of 
thinking. 

The  stale  allots  a certain  number 
of  snow  days  to  the  school  each 
year.  One  should  have  been  used 
last  Friday.  The  student's  safety 
should  have  top  priority  over 
money. 

Houbolt  Road  was  only  one  lane 
at  one  point.  The  wind  was  blowing 
snow  and  made  it  practically 
impossible  to  see. 

Many  students  live  in  areas 
where  roads  were  blocked.  Some 
students  spent  Thursday  night  at 


school  because  they  Couldn't  get 

Besides  all  this,  last  Friday  was  a 
waste  to  those  who  did  brave  the 
weather  and  came  anyway.  Many 
of  the  faculty  members  were  not 
able  to  make  it  here.  Students  the 
Blazer  talked  to  reported  only  two 
or  three  others  in  classes  with 
them.  In  some  cases  the  student  we 
talked  to  was  the  only  person  able 
to  make  it  to  class. 

If  this  situation  ever  crops  up 
again,  we  urge  students,  faculty 
and  staff  to  stay  at  home  and  play  it 
safe.  If  someone  out  here  wants  to 
keep  the  school  open  for  the  sake  of 
money  instead  of  students,  let  the 
state  have  an  empty  school  to  chew 
on  for  a while. 

After  all,  you  can't  run  a 
business  without  the  employees.

Teachers’  pact 
officially  OKd

The  Board  of  Trustccs-teachers' 
union  contracl  conflict  formally 
came  to  an  end  Monday  night. 

The  last  matter  of  debate  was 

Book  buy-back 
set  next  week 

The  book  buy-back  period  will  be 
during  Final  examinations  Tuesday 
through  Friday  on  the  main  campus 
and  Monday  at  North  Campus. 

Students  will  be  able  to  receive 
SO  per  cent  of  the  current  price  of 
the  text  book  purchased  by  the 
bookstore.  This  includes  only  those 
books  that  instructors  will  be  using 
in  the  classroom  next  semester. 

This  does  not  include  lab 
manuals,  workbooks,  dictionaries, 
or  other  paperbacks.  “Any  books 
that  we  cannot  buy  back  for  JJC 
use  will  be  bought  for  a book 
wholesaler  at  his  quoted  prices," 
said  Christy  Monroe,  manager  for 
the  Bookstore. 

A list  has  been  posted  at  the 
checkout  counter  of  the  bookstore 
containing  about  100  titles  that  are 
eligible  for  buy-backs. 

Buy-backs  will  be  in  the  hall 
behind  the  bookstore  near  Regis- 
tration. 

Buy-back  hours  for  the  main 
campus  will  be  from  9 a.m.  to  7 
p.m.  Tuesday  through  Thursday 
and  from  9 a.m.  to  2 p.m.  next 
Friday.  Hours  for  North  Campus  at 
Fountaindale  Library  will  be  from  5 
p.m.  to  8 p.m.  Monday. 


resolved  at  the  board's  monthly 
meeting  when  the  trustees 
approved  a new  salary  schedule. 
The  schedule,  approved  earlier  by 
the  teachers,  allows  for  a 7 per  cent 
total  salary  increase  for  the  first 
year  and  a range  of  6.5  to  7 per  cent 
increase  for  the  second  year. 

A longevity  stipend  for  teachers 
working  at  JJC  more  than  20  years 
was  included  in  the  schedule.  The 
stipend  was  made  by  deducting 
several  dollars  annually  from  each 
teacher's  salary. 

-In  other  business  at  the  board 
meeting.  Ronald  Tarrant  was 
approved  to  replace  Walter 
Walczak  as  superintendent  of 
buildings  and  grounds  next 
semester.  Walczak  resigned  the 
position,  effective  Jan.  3.  Tarrant 
was  formerly  assistant  superinten- 
dent of  buildings  and  grounds.  His 
salary  will  Ift  521,000  annually. 

The  board  also  approved  Carolyn 
Engers  as  associate  dean  of 
counseling.  She  has  been  a 
counselor  at  JJC  since  1968.  Her 
annual  salary  will  be  $24,000. 
Engers  replaces  Merron  Seron, 
who  was  granted  a request  by  the 
board  to  return  to  full-time 
counseling  work. 

Two  new  career  programs  also 
were  reviewed  by  the  board.  Daniel 
Krezenski,  dean  of  arts  and 
sciences,  reported  on  the  Environ- 
mental Control  Technology  pro- 
gram.

A tuition  hike  was  avoided, 
McAninch  said,  because  local 
county  assessors  increased  proper- 
ty values  above  a level  expected  by 
the  college.  JJC  gets  most  of  its 
money  from  taxes  on  property  in 
the  district. 

With  the  new  assessment, 
property  JJC  was  entitled  to  tax 
worth  more  than  $290  million  above 
the  1976  figure.  This  extra  money 
eliminated  the  need  for  a tuition 
increase,  which  had  been  imposed 
n year  earlier. 

4.  New  administrators 

Two  administrators,  Dwight  E. 
Davis  and  Everett  VanDeVoort,  left 
JJC  near  the  end  of  spring 
semester. 

Davis,  executive  vice  president 
of  instructional  services,  was 
replaced  by  Paul  Thompson,  who 
was  president  of  Olncy  Central 
Community  College  in  Olncy.  Dan 
Krczenski.  chairman  of  the  Phys- 
ical Science  Department,  was 
promoted  to  replace  VanDeVoort  as 
dean  of  Arts  and  Science. 

In  other  key  personnel  changes, 
Wilbur  Miner  was  elevated  to  fill 


Krczenski’s  vacated  post,  Otilia 
Giron  was  appointed  to  replace 
Doris  Slocum  who  resigned  as 
public  relations  director  and 
Richard  Rosonke  was  hired  as  new 
coordinator  of  media  servic^k  in  the 
Learning  Resources  Center. 

5.  Wolves  upset 

The  Wolves,  ranked  No.  1 in  the 
nntion  among  junior  college 
football  powers  after  thrashing 
Concordia  55-15  Oct.  1,  slipped 
from  the  top  spot  the  next  week 
when  they  were  upset  by  Wright 
Community  College  19-14.  The 
gridders  then  lost  their  chance  to 
participate  in  the  Midwest  Bowl 
when  they  were  stunned  the 
following  week  by  Kennedy-King 
14-12  in  a controversial  game. 

6.  Houbolt  Road 

No  news  was  basically  the  news 
of  continued  attempts  to  widen 
Houbolt  Road  to  four  lanes  during 
1977. 

The  S2  million  project  will 
involve  adding  two  extra  lanes  on 
Houbolt  from  Jefferson  Street  to 
the  college  entrance,  and  the 
addition  of  a traffic  light  ut  the 
corner  of  Houbolt  and  McDonough 


Street.  Obtaining  right-of-way 
remains  the  key  obstacle. 

7.  JJC  accredited 

JJC  was  accredited  for  seven 
years  by  the  North  Central 
Association  and  the  Illinois  Com- 
munity College  Board  after  an 
accreditation  team  visited  the 
college  in  the  spring. 

The  accreditation  was  the 
longest  received  by  the  college, 
which  had  been  accredited  for  five 
years  in  1972.  Accreditation 
determines  how  well  a student's 
classroom  credits  and  financial  aid 
status  will  transfer  to  a four-year 
college  or  university. 

8.  Roof  repairs 

Roofing  problems  with  all  but  the 

Agriculture  Building  prompted  the 
Board  of  Trustees  to  approve  a 
S194.000  contract  for  reroofing 
Buildings  B through  J.  The 
reroofing  work  began  in  the  fall  and 
is  yet  to  be  completed. 

Last  winter  buckets  of  all  shapes 
and  sizes  to  collect  melting  snow 
from  the  leaking  ceilings  were  a 
common  sight.  The  leakage  had 
been  evident  in  past  years,  but  was 
not  as  extensive.

9.  Brllck  SGA  president 

Lou  Briick  was  elected  SGA 
president  for  the  1977-78  school 
year  at  November's  officer  elec- 
tions. He  replaced  outgoing  Pres. 
James  Coe. 

Briick  said  student  involvement 
and  awareness  arc  his  major 
concern  for  this  school  year.  “I 
want  to  maintain  an  open  line  on 
the  campus,"  he  said  after  being 
elected.  "Everybody  ought  to  know 
what  is  happening." 

Vice  presidential  positions  were 
filled  by  Happy  Hallowassi-Barnes 
as  vice  president  of  social  and 
recreational  activities,  Joe  Duea  as 


vice  president  of  culture  and 
education  and  Wayne  Linncmann 
as  vice  president  of  campus  life. 

10.  No  yearbook 

A yearbook  is  a portrait  of  the 
past.  But  there  will  be  no  portrait  of 
the  1977-78  school  year  at  JJC. 

The  JJC  Shield,  the  school 
yearbook,  will  not  be  published  this 
year,  primarily  because  of  contract 
problems  with  the  publisher,  who 
was  demanding  75  per  cent 
down-payment.  The  administration 
was  unwilling  to  pay.  Besides 
contract  problems,  there  seemed  to 
be  a lack  of  campus-wide  interest  in 
a yearbook.

‘Adversary  relationships’ 
exist  at  JJC:  report 


"Adversary  relationships"  be- 
tween teachers  and  the  Board  of 
Trustees  was  the  topic  of  a 
teachers'  union  report  presented  to 
the  board  at  its  monthly  meeting 
Monday. 

Union  Pres.  Robert  Cottingham 
made  the  presentation.  He  said 
"an  adversary  relationship  can 
easily  exist  at  Joliet  Junior 
College”  and  that  "we  arc  already 
beginning  to  sec  the  results  of  an 
adversary  relationship. 

"Presently  we  have  about  40 
administrators  and  15b  faculty."  he 
said.  "As  long  as  we  constantly 
need  more  administrators,  and  the 
ratio  of  administrators  to  faculty 
members  increases,  we.  as  faculty, 
will  know  that  the  adversary 
relationship  is  increasing." 

Cottingham  said  he  is  "con- 
vinced that  the  opposite  of  the 
adversary  relationship  for  Joliet 
Junior  College  is  a problem-solving 
relationship.  For  success,  however, 
the  problem-solving  approach  re- 


quires that  the  problems  be 
mutual." 

Cottingham  listed  several  poli- 
cies that  "make  sure  that  the 
adversary  relationship  is  main- 
tained. First,  make  sure  that 
personalities  never  enter  into  any 
decision.  . that  the  individuals 
who  will  be  affected  are  not 
consulted  nor  considered.  Second, 
make  all  decisions  based  only  on 
immediate  plus  and  minus  dollar 
values. . . 

"Wait  for  the  union  to  bring 
demands,"  Cottingham  continued. 
Never  try  to  initiate  any  program  or 
system  change  at  any  time  except 
when  a contract  is  being  negoti- 
ated. 

"It  is  further  suggested  that 
each  side  hire  a professional 
negotiator,  since  neither  of  these 
individuals  will  have  u vested 
interest  in  the  outcome  of  the 
negotiations,  they  can  surely  reach 
agreement." 

Cottinghum  then  asked  the  board 
if  it  wanted  an  adversary 


relationship  between  the  board  and 
the  union  at  JJC.  He  suggested  an 
executive  session  be  held  to  discuss 
what  actions  the  board  could  to 
take  "to  change  the  adversary 
relationship  course  that  we  are  now 
following." 

Alter  the  union's  report,  college 
Pres.  Harold  McAninch  questioned 
Cottlngham's  statements,  saying 
that  his  "assumptions  were  made 
on  no  factual  base"  and  that  the 
situation  "required  some  changes 
on  the  part  of  the  faculty"  and  that 
of  the  board. 

Cottingham  answered  that 
"some  assumptions  may  or  may 
not  he  provable"  bec  ause  they  are 
"dealing  with  personalities  hut 
we  arc  on  what  I consider  is  to  bo 
on  un  adversary  relationship 
course."  He  added  that  the 
"atmosphere  for  students  at  the 
campus  rests  with  the  board." 

An  executive  session  of  the 
bourd  was  held  after  the  meeting. 
Scverul  union  members  also 
attended  the  session.

Santa  not  just  a U.S.  tradition 


(Continued  from  Page  1) 
have  Santa  Claus;  we  have  the 
Wise  Men  bringing  gifts.  The  little 
kids  put  their  shoe  outside  the 
door.  In  the  morning,  they  find 
their  gifts  in  the  shoe."  said 
Reyna. 

Born  in  Guatemala  and  raised  in 
Spain,  foreign  language  instructor 
Manuel  Rodas  said  that  Spanish 
customs  arc  similar  to  those  of 
Mexico,  but  that  "they  don't  have 
pinatas  or  posadas  in  Spain.  But 
midnight  Mnss  is  the  same  in  Spain 
and  in  most  Latin  American 
countries-the  'Rooster  Mass.'" 
Spanish  children,  said  Rodas.  wait 
for  "San  Nicolas." 

In  Spain,  the  Nativity  scene  is  a 
"family  custom. . . .they  keep  their 
windows  open  so  everyone  outside 
can  enjoy  the  Nativity  scene  in  the 
room  near  the  Christmas  tree." 
said  Rodas.  He  added  that  the 
families  arc  very  proud  of  their 
Nativities,  and  that  "each  year 
they  get  bigger,  larger,  with  more 
lights.  . . I have  seen  some  with 
mechanical  figures  that  move." 

Foreign  language  instructor 
Arthur  Walters  experienced  the 
German  Christmas  customs  when 
he  spent  the  holiday  in  Strasburg, 
France  one  year.  In  German 
homes,  like  Spanish  ones,  "the 
center  attraction  of  celebration  and 
decorations  is  the  Nativity  scene.  It 
is  always  put  close  to  the  family 
Christmas  tree." 

The  tradition  of  midnight  Mass  is 
also  followed  in  Germany.  Before 
the  Mass,  "the  gifts  are  distributed 
and  put  around  the  Nativity-it’s 
like  giving  the  gifts  in  the  same 


spirit"  of  the  first  Christmas,  said 
Walters. 

A German  family,  said  Wallers, 
may  often  set  off -one  room  in  the 
house  as  a "Christmas  room."  The 
tree  and  gifts  arc  placed  in  the 
room.  "The  little  kids  weren't 
allowed  to  go  into  the  room  because 
Santa  Claus  was  bringing  in 
gifts.  . .they  couldn't  see  the  tree 
until  Christmastime. 

“They  don't  really  say  that  Santa 
comes.  They  call  him  the 
Wcihnachtsmann--the  Spirit  of 
Christmas."  said  Walters.  This,  he 
added,  is  the  equivalent  of  the 
"Christkind"--the  Christ  child. 

Saint  Nicholas,  however,  is 
known  in  Germany.  "On  Dec.  6.  St. 
Nicholas  Day.  a lot  of  little  Saint 
Nicholases  run  around  dressed  as 
bishops,  and  asks  for  treats  like  at 
Halloween."  said  Walters. 

Xuan  Ta,  a lifelong  resident  of 
Vietnam,  said  that  his  homeland 
celebrates  Christmas,  although 
"some  people  there  are  Catholic, 
and  some  are  Buddhist." 


The  American  holiday  customs 
arc  much  like  those  in  Vietnam, 
said  Xuan.  "The  parents  buy 
presents  for  the  family;  we  have 
Christmas  trees  and  the  manger 
scene.  Around  I960  or  1970  we 
started  to  have  a Santa  Claus 
standing  on  the  streets." 

The  one  difference  he  noticed  in 
American  Christmases  is  "snow. . 
we  don't  have  any  snow.  1 was 
really  excited  about  it  when  I first 

After  living  in  France  for  a year, 
foreign  language  instructor  Wil- 
liam Burns  knowns  of  several 
native  customs,  including  the 
Raveillon,  a "fantastically  big 
meal. . . .after  the  midnight  Mass, 
the  French  have  the  Raveillon  and 
give  gifts." 

The  children  wait  for  Perc  Noel 
(Father  Christmas)  instead  of  Santa 
Claus,  said  Burns.  Legend  has  Perc 
Noel  as  "a  little,  thin,  ugly  man 
that  comes  down  the  chimney." 
The  children  also  put  their  shoes 
outside  the  door  for  gifts.
